FLOODED WITH over 250 writs 
of habeas corpus seeking quash¬ 
ing of preventive detention, and 
the state just a month away from 
being split into two Union 
Territories, the two wings of 
Jammu & Kashmir High Court, 
overburdened with litigation, 
are functioning with just nine 
judges against a sanctioned 
strength of 17 judges. 

On two separate occasions 
this year, Chief Justice of Jammu

THE MAHARASHTRA govern¬ 
ment’s Public Works 
Department (PWD) has taken 
many short cuts in the process 
for obtaining the Union Ministry 
of Environment and Forests 
(MoEF) approval to build a 
Shivaji memorial in the Arabian 
Sea off south Mumbai, accord¬ 
ing to RTI responses made avail¬ 
able to The Indian Express. 

For instance, the state PWD 
said the distance of the proposed 
site — a rocky outcrop in the bay 
between Nariman Point and Raj 
Bhavan, off south Mumbai — 
from the Gateway of India was 
2 km while seeking MoEF 
approval in February 2015, 
whereas the distance was actu¬ 
ally 12 km. 

This is not the only aspect 
that raises eyebrows in the state 
government’s msh to seek clear- 
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ances for the site of the project 
which has huge political 
resonance in Maharashtra and 
has been a poll plank for both the 
ruling BJP-Shiv Sena alliance and 
the Opposition Congress-NCP. 

The alternate sites proposed 
by the PWD for consideration 
were not serious options, as they 
are either heritage sites 
(Elephanta Caves) where con¬ 
struction is not permitted, or 
naval areas (Oyster Rock) which 
are out of bounds for civilians, or 
areas with rough seas and 
restrictions (Khandheri Island).

NRC fallout: Assam’s N-E 
neighbours step up border 
checks, turn people away

IN THE month since the final 
National Register of Citizens 
(NRC) was published on August 
31, Assam’s neighbouring North 
Eastern states have intensified 
checks on people crossing state 
borders without proper papers, 
and have turned back scores of 
people back to Assam. 

In Meghalaya, the checks are 
based on “valid IDs” to prove that 
the person is an Indian while to 
enter Mizoram, an Inner Line 
Permit (ILP) is required, which 
the state government grants to 
only those whose names appear 
in the NRC.

According to data from the 
Meghalaya Police Monday, 
“1,329 detected persons without 
proof of Indian citizen were sent 
back directly to bring their 
documentary proof’. 


DIG of the anti-infiltration 
and security wing of the 
Meghalaya Police, O Pasi, told 
The Indian Express, “Full-fledged 
checking is going on. We are 
checking what valid documents 
the person has — but we are not 
checking NRC.” 

In September, Meghalaya 
Chief Minister Conrad Sangma 
had highlighted to Union Home 
Minister Amit Shah at a meeting 
in Guwahati that there were 
fears about people left out of the 
NRC entering Meghalaya.

AS THE Supreme Court looks at 
October 18 to wrap up hearings 
in the appeals against the 2010 
order on the Ram 
Janmabhoomi-Babri Masjid title 
suit, hopes of arriving at a 
negotiated settlement to the 
Ayodhya dispute via a parallel 
mediation process faded after 
Ramlalla Virajman, one of the 
three main parties to the suit, 
said no to further mediation. 

Senior advocate C S 
Vaidyanathan, representing the 
deity in Ayodhya, conveyed this 
to a five-judge Constitution 
Bench which is hearing appeals 
against the September 30,2010 
verdict of the Allahabad High 
Court ordering a three-way divi¬ 
sion of the disputed 2.77 acres 
between the Nirmohi Akhara, 
the UP Sunni Central Waqf Board 
and Ramlalla Virajman. 

Vaidyanathan told the bench 
of Chief Justice of India Ranjan 
Gogoi and Justices S A Bobde, D Y 
Chandrachud, Ashok Bhushan 
and S Abdul Nazeer that there 
were reports in the media about 
fresh mediation and “I want to 
make it clear that we do not 
want to be part of any mediation 
efforts”. 

The CJI said the bench was 
hearing the appeals and trying 
to wrap up the proceedings by 
October 18 and “if required” will 
sit even on Saturdays to 
complete it.

New numbers show 
dip in growth of core 
infrastructure sectors

THE GROWTH of eight infrastruc¬ 
ture sectors contracted 0.5 per 
cent in August following broad- 
based deterioration in output 
across as many as five sectors, 
including cement and electricity. 
But for a turnaround in refinery 
products — the largest 
constituent of the core sector — 
and an uptick in the growth of fer¬ 
tilisers, the contraction in num¬ 
bers would have been sharper. 

The August numbers mark 
the first contraction in core 
infrastructure output since April 
2019, pointing to the continuing 
weakness in demand conditions. 
While analysts expect the festi¬ 
val demand to push industrial 
growth, the Monetary Policy 
Committee (MPC) is likely to 
take note of weak demand con¬ 
ditions in its policy review on 
October 4 and cut rates. 


The eight core sector indus¬ 
tries had expanded by 4.7 per 
cent in August last year. 

During the latest reported 
month, output of coal (-8.6 per 
cent), crude oil (-5.4 per cent), 
natural gas (-3.9 per cent), 
cement (-4.9 per cent) and elec¬ 
tricity (-2.9 per cent) contracted 
while only production of refin¬ 
ery products (2.6 per cent), 
fertilizers (2.9 per cent) and steel 
(5 per cent) recorded a growth. 

Given that private final con¬ 
sumption expenditure growth in 
June declined to its slowest in 18 
quarters, there are expectations 
that the RBI could go beyond the 
25 basis point cut to support 
growth. The index of industrial 
production (IIP) had grown 4.3 
per cent in July from a down- 
ward-revised 1.2 per cent a 
month ago, according to data 
released last month.

sk Sabarmati, Swachh Bharat on Oct 2: Toilet pit manure in 10,000 jars

MUMBAI,SEPTEMBER 30 

TEN THOUSAND bottles of 
human faecal matter — decom¬ 
posed in toilet pits that were 
sealed six months to a year ago, 
sun-dried over the last seven 
days, sieved into a tea leaf-like 
consistency and packed into 
glass jars — have been sent by 
truck from Akola in Maharashtra 
to Sabarmati Ashram in 
Ahmedabad. 

On October 2, these 100- 
gram jars of completely organic 
manure high in nitrogen, phos¬ 
phorus and potassium content, 


and prepared with a sprinkling 
of seeds that will sprout upon 
watering, will be presented to 
guests at the celebration to mark 
the 150th birth anniversary of 
Mahatma Gandhi. 

For the Maharashtra govern¬ 
ment, the Akola Zilla Parishad 
and UNICEF, which together 
undertook the project to empty 
toilet pits, collect and process the 
manure, the idea is to popularise 
the use of decomposed waste 
from the nearly 10 crore toilets 
built across the nation under 
Swachh Bharat. 

The Maharashtra govern¬ 
ment has christened the manure 
Sona Khaad, alluding to a gold 


standard of sustainability — the 
toilet pits can be re-used only 
once they are emptied, and the 
decomposed waste simply goes 
back into the soil. 

UNICEF Mumbai’s Water and 
Sanitation Hygiene specialist 
Yusuf Kabir, who has a teacup of 
Sona Khaad on his work table, 
had in 2017 initiated the delink¬ 
ing of caste and stigma from the 
emptying of toilet pits. 
“Secretary to the Government of 
India Param Iyer, who was then 
heading the Swachh Bharat 
Mission, emptied out a toilet pit 
in a village in Telangana. Later, 
Bollywood actors and others 
emptied toilet pits, to show that 



you do not even need safai work¬ 
ers to empty out the scientific 
twin pits, something not possi¬ 
ble in a septic tank. The stigma 
associated with cleaning out the 
pits was removed,” Kabir told 
The Indian Express. 

UNICEF Maharashtra, in fact, 
prepared a step-by-step proto¬ 
col on emptying out twin pit 
toilets a couple of years ago. 
According to Kabir, giving guests 
at Sabarmati Ashram little jars of 
Sona Khaad demonstrates the 
closing of the loop of an ecolog¬ 
ical cycle, “returning to nature 
what is natural”. 

Staffers at the Akola Zilla 
Parishad got to work on the proj-

ect only on September 21, the 
request for the bottles of manure 
having arrived by mail the previ¬ 
ous afternoon. “One big chal¬ 
lenge was identifying toilets that 
had been built some time back, 
where a pit would have been 
sealed for about a year,” said 
Akola Zilla Parishad CEO Ayush 
Prasad. 

There is no list of toilets with 
date of construction, and the 
officer eventually sent out a 
squad in a car. Equipped with 
shovels and other implements, 
the team found no suitable toilet 
over the first two days of scout¬ 
ing. Eventually, an octogenarian 
woman’s home that had a toilet 


built in 2014 yielded the desired 
result. 

The team then began to set 
about looking for toilets built 
under previous government 
sanitation projects, including the 
Gadge Baba Gram Swachhata 
Abhiyaan and the Nirmal Bharat 
Abhiyaan of the UPA era. About 
45 toilet pits were opened, but 
only 26 had manure while the 
others had waste that was still 
decomposing. Prasad says the 
team had to be particularly care¬ 
ful in selecting which pits to 
empty—emptying out a pit with 
waste that is not yet decom¬ 
posed would amount to manual 
scavenging. 



According to Jayant 
Deshpande, sanitation consult¬ 
ant with UNICEF, of the 10 crore 
toilets under SBM, at least about 
6.5 crore are twin pit toilets. 
When used by an average Indian 
family, a pit gets filled up every 
six to seven years. Upon being 
sealed, faecal matter that com¬ 
prises 80 per cent water under¬ 
goes anaerobic decomposition 
with the water draining out, 
each pit yielding on average 60 
kg to 70 kg of manure. By that 
math, about 1 crore toilets may 
be available to be emptied every 
year, yielding in total about 60 
lakh quintals of manure.

Ayodhya party rules out mediation 


Reviewing the progress on 
August 1, the court an¬ 
nounced that the process had 
failed to make any headway 
and, five days later, started 
day-to-day hearing on the ap¬ 
peals. Subsequently, the me¬ 
diation committee once again 
approached the bench, saying 
it had received letters from 
Zufar Farooqui, chairman of 
the Sunni Waqf Board, and 
Dharam Das of the Nirvani 
Akhara, who had called for re¬ 
sumption of the mediation 
process. 

On September 18, the 
Supreme Court said that “the 
hearing of the appeals, which 
is at a very advanced stage, 
will continue without any in¬ 
terruption. If, in the mean¬ 
time, the parties desire to set¬ 
tle the matter(s), including, by 
resort to mediation by the 


earlier constituted mediation 
panel, they may do so and 
place the settlement before 
the Court, if reached”. 

It also made it clear that 
“the terms and the process of 
settlement including media¬ 
tion, if resorted to, will abide 
by our earlier order dated 8th 
March, 2019, with regard to 
confidentiality”. 

Meanwhile, the bench 
Monday questioned one of 
the Muslim litigants on its 
contention that the legal va¬ 
lidity of the actions of Mughal 
emperor Babur — during 
whose time the Babri Masjid 
was said to have been built — 
had to be judged on the 
touchstone of the law prevail¬ 
ing then and not in the con¬ 
text of the Shariah law. 

The Hindu parties had 
contended that Babur was an 


invader and his rights could 
not be legitimised. 

“Are you trying to say that 
a sovereign is not bound by 
Quranic injunctions?” Justice 
Bhushan asked advocate 
Mohammad Nizam Pasha 
who appeared for Faizabad 
resident Misbahuddin. 

Pasha said Babur was a 
sovereign and all land was 
vested in him and evaluating 
his actions in the context of 
Shariah law would not be the 
proper way. He said the fact 
that Babur invoked the Quran 
at times to justify his actions 
or to motivate his men did not 
mean that his actions can be 
judged in the context of 
Shariah law. 

Pasha said a constitutional 
court today cannot evaluate 
the validity of the actions of a 
sovereign 500 years ago and 


hold that they were illegal ac- 
cording to what he should 
have conformed under 
Shariah law, and that doing so 
would be stretching the con¬ 
cept of judicial review of ex¬ 
ecutive action beyond break¬ 
ing point. He also countered 
the Hindu side’s claim that 
the Babri Masjid was not a 
mosque as per Islamic law be¬ 
cause it did not have a wuzu 
(for ablution) or minarets. 
Pasha said the first mosque 
built by the Prophet himself 
did not have a minaret and 
added that under Islamic law, 
it was not mandatory that a 
mosque should follow any 
particular architectural style. 
On wuzu, he said what 
Islamic law says is that it it 
better to perform ablution at 
home and then go to the 
mosque. 


Assam’s neighbours intensify border checks 


in Assam nor be allowed to 
enter into any other state. We 
do not want to free only 
Assam from infiltrators but 
free the entire country from 
intruders; and, when I say the 
entire country, the states of 
North East India are included 
in that.” 

Last year after the draft 
NRC was published, the pow¬ 
erful Khasi Students Union 
(KSU) had set up check gates 
on their own alleging that 
state was not doing enough 
checking. Later, these check 
gates were withdrawn when 
state police intensified 
checks. 

In Mizoram, Home 
Minister Lalchamliana had 
said in September that ILPs 
will not be issued to Assam 


residents whose names did 
not figure in the NRC. 

The ILP is based on the 
Bengal Eastern Frontier 
Regulation Act (BEFR), 1873, 
and it is a special permit that 
is required by “outsiders” 
from other regions of India to 
enter the states of Arunachal 
Pradesh, Nagaland and 
Mizoram. 

In Kolasib district, which 
borders Assam, police say 
that non-ILP holders are de¬ 
tained every day and people 
from Assam without names 
in NRC are granted an ILP. 

Kolasib SP, Vanlalfaka 
Ralte, told The Indian Express, 
“Our checking has intensified 
after the NRC publication and 
ILP is not issued to those from 
Assam who do not have 


names in the NRC.” 

“Everyday, 10-15 people 
without ILP attempting to en¬ 
ter Mizoram are caught. You 
can calculate from that the to¬ 
tal number since September 
1 .” 

Nagaland officials con¬ 
firmed that they too have in¬ 
tensified checks and people 
from Assam are asked for 
proof of their names in the 
NRC before issuing an ILP. “If 
they do not have, they can 
give some other valid ID also. 
But there has been no case of 
suspicious people from 
Assam not on the NRC trying 
to enter Nagaland,” a senior 
official. 

Abhijit Sinha, Principal 
Secretary (Home), Nagaland, 
told The Indian Express, “Our 


checks and monitoring have 
been intensified and man¬ 
power required has also been 
increased. Post the publica¬ 
tion of NRC in Assam there 
were apprehensions that 
there could be movement of 
illegal immigrants into 
Nagaland. As of now, the flow 
has been normal.” 

In an order dated 
September 2, Sinha had said 
that any usual influx of peo¬ 
ple without valid document 
has to be immediately 
brought to the notice of the 
district administration and 
that village and town author¬ 
ities need to maintain strict 
vigil “against influx of people 
from outside the state in vio¬ 
lation of the existing 
rules/norms.”

Of the nine judges in the 
High Court, only two judges 
have been assigned to hear the 
writs of habeas corpus in the 
Srinagar wing. 

In March this year, the High 
Court Collegium, headed by 
Justice Mittal, forwarded four 
names to the Governor and the 
same was marked to the 
Supreme Court Collegium, ac¬ 
cording to the standard proce¬ 
dure — of two advocates from 
Jammu, Rajnesh Oswal and 
Rahul Bharti, and two advo¬ 
cates from Srinagar, Moksha 
Kazmi and Javaid Iqbal Wani. 
And in July, another set of three 
names — Registrar General of 
Jammu & Kashmir High Court 
Sanjay Dhar and two others 
from the lower judiciary Vinod 
Chatterji Koul ,and Puneet 
Gupta — was sent. 

According to procedure, the 
proposal for appointment of a 
judge of a High Court is initi¬ 
ated by the Chief Justice of a 
High Court, and the copy of the 
Chief Justice’s proposal is sent 
to the Governor, and also en¬ 
dorsed to the Chief Justice of 
India and Union Minister of 
Law & Justice. The complete 
material, including the 
Governor’s recommendation 
and intelligence reports, are 
then placed by the Law 
Ministry before the Supreme 
Court Collegium which takes 
the final call on recommending 
names to the President for ap¬ 
pointment of judges. 

While the Supreme Court 
Collegium is yet to take a final 
call on the names recom¬ 
mended by the High Court 
Collegium — the last fresh ap¬ 
pointment made to the High 
Court was on August 7, 2018 
when District Judge Rashid Ali 
Dar and advocate Sindhu 
Sharma were elevated as per¬ 
manent judges. 

While appointing Dar and 
Sharma, the government had 
returned for reconsideration 
the appointment of former 
Senior Additional Advocate 
General Wasim Sadiq Nagral. 
On January 16 this year, the 
Supreme Court Collegium had 
then asked the government to 
“furnish specific information” 
on the basis of which the pro¬ 
posal for elevation had been re¬ 
turned. It has been over nine 
months since and the appoint¬ 
ment of Nagral remains 
pending. 

Also, in 2018, two judges 


were transferred to Jammu & 
Kashmir High Court. But this 
year, not a single judge has 
been sent to the High Court. 
The last transfer was effected 
on November 19, 2018 when 
Justice Rajesh Bindal, from the 
parent High Court of Punjab & 
Haryana, was transferred. 

Currently, excluding Chief 
Justice Mittal, there are only 
eight judges for the two wings 
in Jammu and Srinagar. Even 
here, the situation on ground is 
somewhat different. According 
to sources, Justice Sanjay 
Kumar Gupta, who is undergo¬ 
ing medical treatment, is on 
medical leave from July 1. 
Moreover, in November, the 
High Court will witness a fur¬ 
ther drop in its strength after 
Justice Rashid Ali Dar retires — 
it is due on November 17. 

Given the shortage of 
judges, urgent measures are 
being adopted, as is evident 
from the official roster of the 
High Court. In the first half of 
the day, the Srinagar wing of 
the High Court has only one di¬ 
vision bench comprising Chief 
Justice Mittal and Justice 
Rashid Ali Dar; and two single¬ 
judge benches — one under 
Justice Ali Mohammed Magrey 
and another under Justice 
Sanjeev Kumar. The division 
bench hears matters related to 
criminal appeals, tax matters 
and PILs. And the two single¬ 
judge benches hear criminal 
and civil writ petitions, includ¬ 
ing the writs of habeas corpus. 
In the second half, all four 
judges sit separately on four 
single-judge benches. 

Similarly, in Jammu, the di¬ 
vision bench of Justices Rajesh 
Bindal and Dhiraj Singh Thakur 
sits in the first half of the day; 
and two single-judge benches, 
under Justice Tashi Rabstan 
and Justice Sindhu Sharma, sit 
in the first half of the day. In the 
second half, all four judges sit 
separately on four single-judge 
benches. 

Core infra sector 

Public Finance, India Ratings & 
Research (Fitch Group), said 
the contraction in output 
pointed to the weak demand 
conditions. 

“Only refinery products, fer- 
tilisers and steel output in¬ 
creased in August 2019. All eyes 
are on festival demand to push 
industrial growth. The MPC 
will take note of weak demand, 
falling growth and low infla¬

Aditi Nayar, Principal 
Economist, ICRA Ltd, termed 
the performance of core sec¬ 
tors in August 2019 as “disap¬ 
pointingly weak” and indicated 
that “although the contraction 
in cement output was partly on 
account of a high base, this in 
conjunction with the modera¬ 
tion in the growth of steel out¬ 
put does not bode well for the 
pace of construction activities 
in Q2 (second quarter of ) 
FY2020”. 

“The weak performance of 
electricity generation in August 
2019 was driven by the con¬ 
traction of 3.5 per cent in ther¬ 
mal electricity generation, in 
contrast to the moderately 
healthy expansion of 6.2 per 
cent in July 2019,” she said. 

However, with the pickup 
in rainfall and reservoir storage 
levels, hydro electricity gener¬ 
ation rose by 6.7 per cent in 
August 2019, after having re¬ 
ported a YoY stagnation in the 
previous month, Nayar said. 

The RBI had projected GDP 
growth for the current fiscal at 
6.9 per cent — in the range of 
5.8-6.6 per cent for the first half 
of2019-20 and 7.3-7.5 per cent 
for the second half. This could 
be further revised downward 
during its October policy re¬ 
view, given the lower-than-ex- 
pected June quarter GDP 
growth. 

Last week, the Manila- 
based Asian Development 
Bank had cut its growth fore¬ 
cast for India for fiscal 2019-20 
to 6.5 per cent from 7 per cent 
projected two months ago.

The corridor will connect 
Darbar Sahib in Pakistan with 
Dera Baba Nanak in Gurdaspur. 
Pakistan has agreed to allow 
5,000 Sikh pilgrims from India 
to visit on a daily basis to 
Darbar Sahib in Narowal 
through the Kartarpur corridor. 

While Pakistani officials 
have said that over 85 per cent 
of work on the corridor has 
been completed, differences 
remain between India and 
Pakistan on various issues, in¬ 
cluding a service fee and the 
number of pilgrims to be al¬ 
lowed on special occasions and 
protocol officials to accompany 
them.

for the site it wanted months 
ahead of getting the go-ahead 
from the MoEF. Neither of the 
two alternate sites considered 
in the EIA was in the list of 
three alternate sites the PWD 
forwarded through the 
Maharashtra Coastal Zone 
Management Authority 


(MCZMA) to the MoEF for con¬ 
sideration. The MoEF cleared 
the project based on the pre- 
done EIA, not deliberating over 
the MCZMA-forwarded list of 
four options. 

All this took place amid a 
flurry of correspondence from 
the state government, includ¬ 
ing from the Chief Minister, to 
the MoEF, pushing for permis¬ 
sion stating that a “bhumi pu- 
jan” by Prime Minister 
Narendra Modi had already 
been finalised. 

Work on the statue is cur¬ 
rently halted after a Supreme 
Court stay in January 2019 on a 
special leave petition filed by 
the Conservation Action Trust 
(CAT) that challenged MoEF’s 
decision. 

According to documents 
obtained by The Indian Express 
under RTI, after the MoEF is¬ 
sued a draft notification on 
December 11, 2014, allowing 
construction of memorials/ 
monuments and allied facili¬ 
ties in CRZ-IV areas, the state 
PWD was required to submit a 
justification for locating the 
proposed statue in CRZ area, 
along with details of alterna¬ 
tive, with relative weightage 
for each on various parameters. 

The PWD had to submit this 
“weightage matrix” of all op¬ 
tions to the MCZMA which had 
to recommend a particular site 
from the list to the MoEF. 

The central ministry then 
puts it to an in-house expert 
appraisal committee, which 
takes the call on giving the gov¬ 
ernment permission to prepare 
an EIA under the Terms of 
Reference (ToR) set by the min¬ 
istry. The final clearance is 
given after ascertaining com¬ 
pliance with the ToR. 

Accordingly, on January 20, 
2015, the PWD submitted a list 
of nine possible sites, along 


with a weightage matrix for 
each. MCZMA’s list proposed 
the current site as the most 
suitable, with a highest score of 
32. But minutes of an MCZMA 
meeting held three days later 
revealed that only four sites 
were discussed, and the cur¬ 
rent site was recommended to 
the MoEF with a score of 72. 

Six parameters were con¬ 
sidered for each site - distance 
from the Gateway of India, 
space availability, feasibility of 
construction, heritage struc¬ 
ture or forts at the site, safety 
and environmental issues, and 
each assigned a particular 
weightage. Environmental im¬ 
pact accounted for 40%, space 
availability 20%, and 10% each 
for the remaining four param¬ 
eters. 

The weightage of the 
favoured site got bumped up as 
PWD’s submission stated the 
distance of the proposed site 
from the Gateway of India as 2 
km. However, the PWD’s own 
traffic study in 2014 said the 
proposed site was 12 km from 
the Gateway of India. 

The MCZMA then wrote to 
the MoEF recommending this 
site on January 23,2015, stat¬ 
ing “the site appears to be the 
suitable location as compared 
to other sites in respect of bet¬ 
ter accessibility, 16 hectares of 
space availability, safety point 
of view and low impact on 
coastal environment with en¬ 
vironmental safeguards.” 

The PWD made a presenta¬ 
tion on the four sites before an 
expert panel of the MoEF on 
January 29, 2015. The MoEF 
granted the Terms of Reference 
(TOR) for preparation of the EIA 
at the recommended site 
through a letter to the PWD on 
February 5,2015. 

But as the promise to build 
a Shivaji statute in the Arabian 


Sea had been made by the pre¬ 
vious Congress-NCP govern¬ 
ment as well, the PWD had al¬ 
ready commissioned an EIA for 
the proposed site from NEERI 
and NIO in May 2013. At the 
time, CRZ-IV was still a ‘no go’ 
area for construction of memo¬ 
rials. The EIA report was ready 
in November 2014. The MoEF 
notification permitting memo¬ 
rials in CRZ-IV came in 
December 2014. 

The NEERI-NIO report con¬ 
sidered the proposed site, and 
two others, all three located at 
various points in the Arabian 
Sea off the Mumbai coast. The 
other two sites it considered 
were not included by the PWD 
in its weightage matrix that it 
submitted to MCZMA. 

The PWD submitted this EIA 
to MoEF on February 2. Three 
days later, on February 5, the 
MoEF granted the Terms of 
Reference. Four days later, on 
February 9, as the EIA had al¬ 
ready been submitted, the MoEF 
expert panel recommended 
grant of environmental clear¬ 
ance. Finally, CM Devendra 
Fadnavis wrote to then 
Environment Minister Prakash 
Javadekar on January 30 re¬ 
questing clearance before 
February 19. The formal letter 
was issued on February 23,2015. 

MoEF Secretary Chandra 
Kishore Mishra was not available 
for comments. Arvind Kumar 
Nautiyal, Joint Secretary of 
MoEF, could not be reached. An 
email query sent last Thursday 
to Mishra and Nautiyal did not 
receive a response. 

When contacted, PWD sec¬ 
retary CP Joshi, said the report 
on alternate sites was prepared 
by a consultant. “There could 
be some anomalies in it that 
can be corrected. We had sub¬ 
mitted the proposal through an 
online system," he said. 


Chidambaram 

registered an FIR in May 2017, 
alleging irregularities in the 
FIPB clearance granted to the 
INX Media group for receiving 
overseas funds in 2007 during 
Chidambaram’s tenure as 
Finance Minister — and said: 
“During investigation, as per 
‘Sealed Cover’, it is revealed 
that Indrani Mukerjea and 
Peter Mukerjea (accused) met 
the petitioner even before the 
filing of application before FIPB 
Unit during which the peti¬ 
tioner assured them regarding 
the FIPB approval and, in lieu 
thereof, directed that the busi¬ 
ness interest of his son Karti 
Chidambaram, who is also an 
accused, should be taken care 
of and certain overseas trans¬ 
actions should made in his 
favour.” 

“It is also on record that 
large sums of monies has come 
into the companies owned 
and/or controlled by the co¬ 
conspirator Karti P 
Chidambaram during the rele¬ 
vant period for the favours 
shown by the petitioner to INX 
Media,” the order noted. 

Holding that the “order of 
remand, for judicial custody, of 
the trial court is justified”, 
Justice Kait said: “It cannot be 
disputed that if the case is 
proved against the petitioner 
(Chidambaram), the offence is 
on the society, economy, finan¬ 
cial stability and integrity of the 
country.” 

“It is a fact that the entire 
community is aggrieved if the 
economic offenders, who ruin 
the economy of the state, are 
not brought to book as such of¬ 
fences affect the very fabric of 
democratic governance and 
probity in public life,” he said. 

Justice Kait also considered 
the submission of Solicitor 
General Tushar Mehta that two 


material witnesses have been 
approached by the accused 
“not to disclose” any informa¬ 
tion regarding him and his son 
Karti. 

“This court cannot dispute 
the fact that the petitioner has 
been a strong Finance Minister 
and Home Minister and 
presently, Member of Indian 
Parliament. He is a respectable 
member of the Bar Association 
of Supreme Court of India. He 
has long standing in the Bar as 
a Senior Advocate.” 

“He has deep roots in the 
Indian society and may be 
some connection abroad. But 
the fact that he will not influ¬ 
ence the witnesses, directly or 
indirectly, cannot be ruled out... 
Moreover, the investigation is 
at an advanced stage... there¬ 
fore, this court is not inclined 
to grant bail,” Justice Kait said. 

He did not, however, agree 
with the SG’s contention of 
Chidambaram being a flight 
risk or the possibility of tam¬ 
pering with evidence, “...there 
is no evidence on record that 
the petitioner tried to flee from 
India. The situation of ‘Flight- 
Risk’ is possible only if no look¬ 
out notice is issued or an ac¬ 
cused is not so popular and can 
leave the country based upon 
forged passport in the name of 
other persons...”. 

On the possibility of evi¬ 
dence tampering, he said it is not 
in dispute that documents relat¬ 
ing to the present case are in the 
custody of the prosecuting 
agency, Government of India 
and the court. “Moreover, the 
petitioner is not in power, except 
he is a Member of Parliament. 
Therefore, in my considered 
view, there is no chance of the 
petitioner tampering with the 
evidence,” he said. 

Probing charges of corrup¬ 
tion in the INX Media case, the 
CBI had arrested Chidambaram 
on August 21 night. The next 
day he was remanded in 
CBI custody. He is now injudi¬ 
cial custody in Tihar Jail till 
October 3.

A CENTRAL inspection team has 
blown the lid off what appears 
to be a major sex selection racket 
running from the heart of Delhi. 

The team Monday con¬ 
ducted a raid on a clinic in Karol 
Bagh offering gender identifica¬ 
tion services and found around 
300 computer systems allegedly 
used to make calls to couples 
who wanted a child. The team, 
comprising officers from the 
Delhi health department, Union 
Ministry of Health and Family 
Welfare and the National 
Commission for Women (NCW), 
were at the centre till late 
Monday night. 

According to officials, the 
clinic operated out of a call cen¬ 
tre where 300-odd people 
would offer in-vitro fertilisation 
(IVF) to people in India and 
promise to take them to coun-

of law 

THE Pre-Conception 
and Pre-Natal Diagnostic 
Techniques Act, 1994, was 
enacted to prevent sex- 
selective abortions. It 
banned hospitals, nursing 
homes and clinics from 
using ultrasonography or 
any other technique to de¬ 
termine the gender of an 
unborn child. Using ultra¬ 
sound to determine and 
communicate to the par¬ 
ents the sex of the foetus 
is an offence, which can 
lead to a 3-year jail term 
and a Rs 10,000 fine. 


tries like Thailand, Singapore and 
Dubai, promising a male child. 

The raid was conducted after 
the Health Ministry received a 
complaint about the centre of¬ 
fering illegal sex selection serv¬ 
ices. A decoy couple was sent to 
the centre, and they were asked 
to pay Rs 8.5 lakh for a 15-day 
package in Dubai. 

“The centre would guarantee 
a male child by identifying the 
gender of the foetus. The couples 
were allowed to select the sex of 
the child before leaving the coun¬ 
try. We had received a complaint 
from the Health Ministry after 
which we planned a raid,” said 
Dr Nutan Mundeja, director, 
Directorate of Family Welfare, 
Delhi government. 

Sex selection is banned in 
India but allowed in countries 
like the US, Mexico, Thailand, 
Singapore and Dubai. 

But identifying the child’s 
gender through IVF and other 
technologies such as pre-implan¬ 


tation genetic diagnosis, pre-im¬ 
plantation genetic screening and 
sperm-sorting has emerged as 
the next challenge towards curb¬ 
ing female infanticide, said offi- 
cials.“A new trend is emerging 
called reproductive tourism. 
There are IVF centres abroad that 
offer sex selection services. 
Couples who are either unable to 
conceive or want a male child are 
being approached. We will seal 
this centre by midnight,” said 
Dr Nitin Kumar, special pro¬ 
gramme officer of PC-PNDT, 
Delhi government. 

The state PC-PNDT cell main¬ 
tains a record of all centres and 
machines that provide ultra¬ 
sonography services. The cell, on 
an average, conducts 1-2 raids a 
month, depending on availabil¬ 
ity of officers. 

As per the process, officials 
from the department receive a 
tip-off from informers, and a de¬ 
coy is pulled in to contact the 
lab/doctor involved. 


42-yr-old woman who died is case 
study against commercial surrogacy 



Doctors at AIIMS published the case of a surrogate mother 
who died owing to medical complications

RAISING RED flags on the impact 
of commercial surrogacy, doctors 
at AIIMS have published a case of 
a 42-year-old woman who died 
in the 17th week of her pregnancy 
owing to a medical history of tu¬ 
berculosis, hydrocephalus and 
depression. The surrogate, carry¬ 
ing twins, was referred to AIIMS 
in September 2018 from a private 
hospital for medical termination 
of pregnancy (MTP). 

The case has been published 
in RFP Journal of Hospital 
Administration, and highlights the 
need for stringent surrogacy laws. 
The Surrogacy (Regulation) Bill, 
2019, which has been introduced 
recently, seeks to completely ban 
commercial surrogacy in the 
country. It also provides for the 
constitution of surrogacy boards 
at national and state levels. 

“Her body was brought to the 
mortuary of department of foren¬ 
sic medicine & toxicology for post¬ 


mortem. The surrogacy regulation 
law 2018 was also framed to 
regulate commercialisation of 
surrogacy. In this case, a financially 
challenged woman became a sur¬ 
rogate without providing previ¬ 
ous disease history, which later led 
to complications. The woman 
died due to non-compliance of 
surrogacy regulatory laws," said 
Dr Abhishek Yadav, assistant pro¬ 
fessor, department of forensic 


medicine and toxicology, AIIMS. 

Surrogacy is a contract in 
which a woman bears a child for 
another couple; the child may be 
genetically linked to her in case 
she donates her ovum. According 
to doctors, for a woman to be cho¬ 
sen as surrogate, she has to un¬ 
dergo inquisitive laboratory and 
medical examination, provide any 
past history of medical conditions 
and family history of diseases. 


The investigation further re¬ 
vealed that during the second 
trimester, she was admitted to a 
private hospital for treatment of 
vomiting. She gave a history of 
consuming 15-20 antidepressants 
and was advised to undergo ge¬ 
netic counselling. But her condi¬ 
tion worsened and she had to be 
shifted to the emergency, where 
she died.“As per the guidelines 
of ICMR, which were followed be¬ 
fore the approval of Surrogacy 
Regulation Bill, she was not a suit¬ 
able surrogate to carry foetus. Still, 
somehow, she was chosen to 
carry babies,” added Dr Yadav. 

According to the new bill, a 
certificate of essentiality should 
be issued after securing a certifi¬ 
cate of proven infertility of one or 
both members of the intending 
couple from a district medical 
board; an order of parentage and 
custody of the surrogate child 
passed by a magistrate’s court; 
and insurance coverage for a pe¬ 
riod of 16 months covering post¬ 
partum delivery complications 
for the surrogate.

Puri says will change Master 
Plan to accommodate gyms

UNION HOUSING and Urban 
Affairs Minister Hardeep Puri 
Monday said gyms will be ac¬ 
commodated in the new Master 
Plan for Delhi, which is under de¬ 
liberation at the moment. At a 
public event, Puri said: “We will 
change the master plan of Delhi 
to accommodate gyms; won’t al¬ 
low for encroachment of land.” 

This comes days after the 
Supreme Court-appointed mon¬ 
itoring committee ordered seal¬ 
ing of all fitness centres, gyms 
and yoga and meditation centres 
which opened after August 12, 
2008. The Master Plan of Delhi 
(MPD) 2021 does not allow fit¬ 
ness centres outside of DDA

market complexes or shopping 
malls. However, an amendment 
in 2013 had declared gyms and 
centres that came up before 
August 12,2008, as legal. 

Brijesh Goyal, national con¬ 
venor of the Chamber of Trade 
and Industry (CTI), had written 
to the Ministry of Housing and 


Urban Affairs asking for an ex¬ 
tension of the deadline. 

“We haven’t started working 
on it yet,” said a senior official of 
the Delhi Development 
Authority on amending MPD 
2021 to accommodate gyms. 

The cut-off for gyms and fit¬ 
ness centres in residential areas, 
as per DDA notifications, was ex¬ 
tended twice from the earlier 
date of September 6,2006, to 
February 2,2007, and then to 
August 12,2008. As per the re¬ 
cent order by the SC monitoring 
committee, gyms and fitness 
centres are not permissable af¬ 
ter this cut-off as per MPD 2021, 
“irrespective of the status of the 
road, that is, commercial, mixed 
land or non-notified”. 

Many stakeholders have 
asked for an extension of the 


deadline, including Delhi BJP 
spokesperson Praveen Shankar 
Kapoor. “The impractical Master 
Plan allowed car showrooms in 
residential areas although a fam¬ 
ily buys a car once in years, but 
doesn’t allow gyms which are 
used by a large number of peo¬ 
ple. We have requested the min¬ 
ister to extend the deadline and 
give them relief,” said Kapoor. 

In a statement, he claimed 
discrepancies left by the then 
Congress government while 
bringing the MPD 2021 is the 
cause for the sealing threat, and 
that the Centre should bail them 
out. Goyal had, meanwhile, cited 
the example of restaurants: “It 
has come to my knowledge that 
the DDA has given relaxations to 
restaurants onground floors...The 
DDA can give us relaxations too.”

Historians Narayani 
Gupta and Sohail Hashmi are 
among the three who started 
the petition, which has garnered 
around 3,000 signatures. 
Hardeep Singh Puri, Union 
Minister of Urban Development, 
had announced the plan for the 
redevelopment of the Central 


Vista by 2024, which includes 
the Parliament, Rajpath, and 
many government buildings. 

The petition argues that the 
proposal has been “initiated 
without consulting stakeholders 
and public at large”.“In the 1980s, 
there was an open competition 
asking for designs for the Indira 
Gandhi National Centre for the 
Arts.

ON THE afternoon of 
September 25, the house of an 
elderly couple in South Delhi’s 
Hauz Khas was allegedly bur¬ 
gled by unknown miscreants. 

Former journalist Shashi 
Mehta (64) and her husband 
Naresh (67) returned to their 
second-floor home from India 
Habitat Centre (IHC) around 4 
pm and discovered that “the 
main door lock was broken, and 
the wooden door next to it with 
three locks was also broken,” as 
per the FIR. 

The FIR states, “The almirah 
drawers of three bedrooms 
were ransacked... in one drawer, 
we had Rs 25,000 which was 
stolen. A gold chain, two gold 
bangles, two gold and diamond 
rings, one mobile and other 
small items are missing.” 


Deputy Commissioner of 
Police (South) Atul Kumar 
Thakur said the couple was at 
IHC and their son was in 
Mumbai that day. 

“The couple left for the US the 
next day. A case has been regis¬ 
tered at Hauz Khas police sta¬ 
tion,” said Thakur. 

The FIR states that the two 
left for IHC at 1.15 pm and re¬ 
turned at 4 pm. 

“It’s shocking for us senior 
citizens and we are worried 
about our safety,’’said Shashi in 
the FIR. 

As per a police officer, footage 
from a CCTV camera on the first 
floor is yet to be accessed. 

“The person who lives on the 
first floor is also travelling, and 
as soon as he returns, we will get 
the footage. The phone that has 
been stolen has been put on sur¬ 
veillance and we are investigat¬ 
ing the matter,” said a police 
officer.

WITH TWO major transport pol¬ 
icy interventions — odd-even 
and free rides for women — ap¬ 
proaching, the Delhi govern¬ 
ment has its “fingers crossed” 
that its bus fleet will be able to 
absorb the potential rise in pas¬ 
senger volume, having missed 
the September deadline. 

As part of the timeline to aug¬ 
ment the cluster bus fleet, Delhi 
is supposed to get at least 320 
new buses ahead of October 29, 
when the scheme to allow 
women to travel for free in buses 
will come into force. The odd- 
even policy will be enforced be¬ 
tween November 4-15. 

Of the 320 buses, 25 arrived 
in August, bringing the cluster 
bus fleet to 1,679. In September 
and October, 125 and 170 buses 
were to be added. However, in 
September, 25 buses arrived 
from the manufacturing facility. 


Transport Minister Kailash 
Gahlot said the buses are under¬ 
going trials, during which fea¬ 
tures they are equipped with, 
such as CCTVs and lifts, are be¬ 
ing monitored. “Another 30-40 
buses are on their way to Delhi 
from the factory. We are hoping 
to stick to the timeline,” he said. 

A transport department offi¬ 
cial said the government has its 
“fingers crossed” as registration 


of buses also take time. 

The minister has returned 
from a three-day official trip to 
Brussels, Paris and Geneva, 
where he studied implementa¬ 
tion of various car-restriction 
measures and a special transport 
card for tourists. “By virtue of an 
arrangement between many ho¬ 
tels and the Transport Authority 
in Geneva, as soon as guests 
check in, they are provided with 


a free Geneva Transport Card. 
With this, public transport in 
Geneva is free for the duration of 
their stay. In fact, our entire del¬ 
egation used free public trans¬ 
port using the card,” Gahlot said. 

Asked if the Delhi govern¬ 
ment plans to introduce such 
cards, Gahlot said: “We will 
surely explore these ideas.” 

The trip was organised by the 
International Association of 
Public Transport, headquartered 
in Brussels. “All these cities are in 
the process of changing to e- 
buses and grappling with chal¬ 
lenges of cost and charging infra¬ 
structure. We also plan to replace 
our entire fleet with electric ones 
in the long run,” Gahlot said. 

Dialogue and Development 
Commission vice-chairman 
Jasmine Shah said tenders re¬ 
ceived towards procurement of 
385 e-buses are being evaluated 
and their finalisation is ex¬ 
pected soon. The government 
plans to induct 1,000 e-buses by 
next year. 


ABVP protests at DU college over ‘Krishna comment’ 


Staggered work hours: CM 
meets experts for talks

OUTRAGED BY an allegedly “of¬ 
fensive comment” on Lord 
Krishna by a student on social me¬ 
dia, the Akhil Bharatiya Vidyarthi 
Parishad Monday protested at 
DU’s Dyal Singh College 
(Morning). They also accused a 
faculty member from the Hindi 
department of “brainwashing” 
students and asked the college ad¬ 


ministration to dismiss him. 

Some students of the Hindi 
department alleged they were 
beaten up by ABVP when they 
came out in support of assistant 
professor of Hindi Rajeev 
Kunwar, against whom the or¬ 
ganisation has made allegations. 

The issue pertains to com¬ 
ments by college students on a 
Facebook post, on a session held 
by the Dyal Singh Majithia Study 
Circle. During the session, 
Kunwar had spoken to students 


on ‘Patriarchy and Women 
Resistance in India: A historical 
inquiry’. 

ABVP state media in-charge 
Ashutosh Singh claimed: ‘We ex¬ 
pressed dissatisfaction regarding 
the unresponsive behaviour of the 
administration, and for taking no 
action against the ‘study circle’ or¬ 
ganised by Left-affiliated students’ 
groups without approval. It is per¬ 
tinent to point out that a profes¬ 
sor of Hindi... has been trying to 
indoctrinate students in values 


that are at variance with Indian 
civilisational ethos.” 

Sonakshi Dogra, ABVP unit 
president of the college, said, 
“When the entire nation is cele¬ 
brating Navratri, such insidious 
conduct of the accused profes¬ 
sor points to a surreptitious plan 
to... perpetuate communal 
disharmony on campus.” 

Kunwar, however, said the 
controversy was politically mo¬ 
tivated: “I never made any such 
comment on Facebook or on so¬ 


cial media. These are concocted 
stories which are politically mo¬ 
tivated to end the space for free 
speech on campus.” He said the 
department will hold a meeting 
Tuesday to discuss the matter. 

Ashutosh Dubey, a final-year 
student, claimed, “We came out 
to support Rajeev sir but the 
ABVP beat us up.” He said they 
were waiting to lodge a police 
complaint. Principal IS Bakshi 
did not respond to calls and texts 
by The Indian Express. 


New Delhi: Chief Minister Arvind 
Kejriwal Monday met experts to 
discuss implementing staggered 
office timings in the city to re¬ 
duce pollution and congestion. 

The CM met O P Aggarwal, 
CEO of World Resources 
Institute, to discuss the move.

DELHI MINORITIES 

Commission (DMC) chairper¬ 
son Zafarul Islam Khan has filed 
a complaint of cheating against 
three employees of the com¬ 
mission as well as its former 
secretary. An FIR was registered 
two weeks ago at Central 
Delhi’s IP Estate police station. 

“During inspection in 
January and May, we found that 
a lot of office supplies were or¬ 
dered but not delivered. These 
included pens, glue sticks, lap¬ 
tops, coolers, pedestal fans, um¬ 
brellas and electric kettles. 
There have all been purchased 
on paper. The former secretary 
did this in connivance with 
the rest of the employees,” al¬ 
leged Khan. 

Deputy Commissioner of 
Police (Central) Mandeep Singh 
Randhawa said, “An FIR was 
filed and investigation is on. No 
arrests have been made yet.” 

The FIR states that orders for 
300 pencils, 8,000 plastic fold¬ 
ers, a coffee machine, photostat 
rims, 120 staplers, 20 umbrel¬ 
las, 10 extension cords, 100 glue 
sticks, 48 dusters and three LCD 
monitors, among other items, 
were made. However, none of 
the supplies reached office. 

“Some items have also gone 
missing from the store room, in¬ 
cluding an Apple laptop,” al¬ 
leged Khan. 


Snatchers touch woman’s 
feet, then flee with chain 


THE DELHI BJP Monday trained 
its guns on Chief Minister Arvind 
Kejriwal over his remark on peo¬ 
ple from outside the capital avail¬ 
ing healthcare facilities here, say¬ 
ing that the comments were 
“humiliating” towards people 
from Bihar and other states. 

While laying the foundation 
stone of a new trauma centre 
Sunday, Kejriwal had said that 
people from Delhi found long 
queues at hospitals because those 
from outside were also flocking 
to avail healthcare facilities here. 
This, he said, was a testament to 
how much the health infrastruc¬ 
ture had improved in the city, and 
how free medicines and treat¬ 
ment were a major draw. 

"A person from Bihar buys a 
Rs 500 ticket, comes to Delhi, 
gets a Rs 5 lakh operation free in 
a Delhi hospital and returns. This 
does make us happy—that peo¬ 
ple from our own country are 
getting good treatment and are 
happy. But Delhi has its own ca¬ 
pacity: how can it treat everyone 
in the country?" the CM had said.

Tiwari also hit out at the Delhi CM for ‘not implementing 
the Ayushman Bharat scheme in the capital’. Express 


Monday, Delhi BJP chief Manoj 
Tiwari said: “If people from Bihar 
or other states come here for treat¬ 
ment, why is Kejriwal in pain?” 

“First, he did not give bene¬ 
fits of Ayushman Bharat to peo¬ 
ple in Delhi, and now he feels 
the pain if people from other 
states, especially Bihar, come 
here," he said. “People from 
Purvanchal and other states will 
teach Kejriwal a lesson in the 
upcoming elections because of 
the hatred he has shown to¬ 
wards them.” 

BJP’s Rajya Sabha MP Vijay 
Goel also raised the issue: “I want 


to ask Kejriwal ji how he can say 
Bihar and Purvanchal are a bur¬ 
den on Delhi... Delhi is not his pri¬ 
vate property... most of the health 
infrastructure was build by gov¬ 
ernment before him... he has in¬ 
sulted the people of Bihar, and 
the BJP will make it a big issue.” 

Migrants from Bihar and 
Eastern UP, who have come to be 
known as Purvanchalis in the 
capital, are estimated to com¬ 
prise nearly a third of the city's 
over 2 crore population. With 
elections just four months away, 
the vote bank will be crucial in 
deciding political fortunes. 


AFTER SOME incidents of scuf¬ 
fles involving local party leaders 
came to light, senior BJP leaders 
have stepped in and asked them 
to put their house in order by en¬ 
suring protocol is followed when 
it comes to giving space to party 
leaders on the stage during 
events, and not “leaking” inter¬ 
nal matters to media, it is learnt. 

The reasons for clashes 
among BJP workers and coun¬ 
cillors included issues like a par¬ 
ticular leader not being given 
enough prominence at an event 
to whose face was bigger on a 
poster. 

The party had got reports of 
such incidents from Dwarka, 
Rajendra Nagar, Gokulpuri and 
Kirari over the past two weeks. 

Senior leaders said they were 
upset with clashes and also the 
fact that the complaint letters 
that were filed afterwards were 
“leaked” to the media. 

Delhi BJP in-charge Shyam 
Jaju said, “When there is a big 
party with so many members in 
the family, there will be differ¬ 
ences, but the issues are being 
solved.” 

Senior BJP leaders, in a recent 
meeting, also warned that such 
incidents not just damage the 
party’s image but also distract at-

tention from its main agenda. 

“The party had planned an 
outreach programme at 22 
unauthorised colonies but peo¬ 
ple were only talking about the 
clashes,” a leader said.

According to police, an intern 
with The Hindu was robbed by 
two bike-borne men on her 
birthday in the early hours of 
Saturday. Eva Thakur (20) was 
returning home with her friends 
in an auto when the men took 
the bag from her lap. “I tried to 
look at the number plate of the 
bike but it was blank,” she said. 

A trainee journalist with a TV 
channel was allegedly robbed of 
her mobile phone when she was 
covering the PM’s Road Show 
outside the Palam Air Force 
Station in Delhi Cantt. The inci¬ 


dent took place around 9.30 pm 
when she was about to record a 
video on her OnePlus 7 phone. “I 
was surrounded by many people. 
I was about to record the video 
when a man came and snatched 
the phone from my hands, I 
couldn’t even see his face. I tried 
to chase him but failed,” she said. 

DCP (Southwest) Devender 
Arya said, “The incident took 
place during the PM rally. We 
have recorded a statement.” 

On Monday, another journal¬ 
ist was allegedly robbed by two 
men when he was in an auto. 
The incident took place around 
10 am near Ashram. Pushkar 
Banakar, who works with The 
New Indian Express, was on his 
way to Janakpuri with his friends 
when the accused men snatched 
his phone and fled. 

“Police is taking special 
measures to check street crime 
near temples and Ramlilas.

CBI transfers 200 officials

THE CBI has transferred more 
than 200 officials largely belong- 
ing to the lower rung of the 
agency’s staff. 

Sources said the transfers, ef¬ 
fected in the last week, have 
been done for those who have 
been working with the same 
units or been located at one sta¬ 
tion for a very long time. Sources 
said some of these officials have 
been at one place for more than 
10 years. 

According to the orders 
passed by the administration de¬ 
partment of the agency with 
concurrence of CBI Director R K 
Shukla, some 200 crime assis¬ 
tants, lower division clerks and 
upper division clerks have been 
transferred along with about a 
dozen sub-inspectors. 

The agency has a sanctioned 
strength of over 7,000 personnel 
but works with over 4,000 ow¬ 


ing to vacancies, sources said. 

On August 21, 2019, Joint 
Director (admin) A K Bhatnagar 
had asked heads of various units 
to prepare a list of officials under 
them who have been posted at 
one place for a long time. In the 
letter, Bhatnagar had urged offi¬ 
cials to stick to the transfer policy 
of “annual rotation” as keeping 
officers at one location creates 
discipline issues. The officers 
were asked to furnish three 
choices of postings, the letter said. 

The development comes in 
the wake of CBI cadre officer N P 
Mishra shooting off letters to 
various authorities, including the 
Prime Minister, alleging that 
Bhatnagar was under investiga¬ 
tion for fake encounters. The CBI 
officially denied the charge, say¬ 
ing no such findings had come 
up in its probe. Mishra’s own 
transfer is pending due to litiga¬ 
tion in the Delhi High Court. 

CBI cadre officers have been 
opposing transfers carried out by 
CBI top brass. 


Constitution Bench to hear all pleas 
linked to Article 370 from today

SET UP to hear the challenge to 
amendments made to Article 
370 of the Constitution, thereby 
scrapping special status to 
Jammu and Kashmir, the 
Supreme Court Constitution 
Bench will also take up petitions 
against alleged detentions and 
communications blackout in J&K 
following the Union govern¬ 
ment’s August 5 move. 

On Monday, a bench headed 
by Chief Justice of India Ranjan 
Gogoi transferred all petitions 
pending before it to the 
Constitution Bench headed by 
Justice N V Ramana. The bench 


was constituted especially to 
hear matters related to Article 
370 starting Tuesday. 

These include pleas by 
Anuradha Bhasin, executive ed¬ 
itor of Kashmir Times newspaper; 
the habeus corpus petition by 
CPI(M)general secretary Sitaram 
Yechury questioning detention 
of party colleague Yusuf 
Tarigami; and Congress leader 
Ghulam Nabi Azad seeking per¬ 
mission to travel to J&K. 

The CJI-led bench refused to 
keep pending a habeus corpus 
petition filed by Rajya Sabha 
member and MDMK leader 
Vaiko, seeking production of for¬ 
mer J&K chief minister Farooq 
Abdullah. The court said that 
nothing survived in it after 


Abdullah’s detention under the 
Public Safety Act. 

“After the filing of the writ 
petition, Dr Farooq Abdullah has 
been detained under the Public 
Safety Act. The said detention is 
open to challenge before the ap¬ 
propriate forum. In that view of 
the matter, we find that no live 
issue remains to be adjudicated 
in this writ petition. The same is, 
accordingly, dismissed,” the 
court said. 

Appearing for Vaiko, senior 
advocate Aj mal Khan questioned 
the detention order and said the 
government could not render the 
petition pending before it infruc- 
tuos with its action. The bench 
replied that the petitioner is at 
liberty to approach the appropri¬ 


ate forum, if so advised. 

The court also referred a pe¬ 
tition filed by Bhasin against 
what she claimed was a “com¬ 
munications blackout” after the 
August 5 decision to the bench 
headed by Justice Ramana. 

While Bhasin’s counsel told 
the bench that the government 
is yet to file its response to the 
petition, Solicitor General Tushar 
Mehta said the reply is ready and 
that it will be filed before the 
Constitution Bench. 

Mehta also contended that 
nothing survived in Yechury’s 
petition on Tarigami, as the J&K 
leader had also moved court in 
his personal capacity. The court 
told Mehta to raise this before 
the Constitution bench. 


The bench headed by Justice 
Ramana will also hear a petition 
by child rights activists Enakshi 
Ganguly and Shanta Sinha chal¬ 
lenging alleged detention of chil¬ 
dren in J&K. 

Stating that the plea “raises is¬ 
sues beyond any individual”, the 
court had on the last date of hear- 
ing asked the Juvenile Justice 
Committee of J&K High Court to 
enquire into it and submit a re¬ 
port. On Monday, CJI Gogoi said 
the court had received the com¬ 
mittee’s report and directed that 
it be given to the petitioners. 

In his fresh plea, Tarigami has 
challenged the Centre’s decision 
to revoke special status to J&K. 
His petition also raises the issue 
of alleged lockdown in J&K.

UNION HOME Minister Amit 
Shah said Monday that Prime 
Minister Narendra Modi has 
paid “real homage” to about 
35,000 martyred jawans by re¬ 
moving Article 370 and Section 
35A from Jammu and Kashmir. 

Speaking on the occasion of 
the 27th Foundation Day of the 
Rapid Action Force (RAF) in 
Ahmedabad, Shah also said that 
time has come to bring “perma¬ 
nent peace” in the Valley so that 
soldiers can enjoy Kashmir’s sce¬ 
nic views instead of putting their 
lives in danger. 

“The real homage to the 
about 35,000 martyred jawans 
has been given by our country’s 
Prime Minister who removed 
370 and 35A and initiated per¬ 
manent and constant peace in 
Kashmir. The martyrdom of 
these jawans demand that we 
create a situation in Kashmir so 
that there is peace forever. So 
that no jawan would have to sac¬ 
rifice his life anymore and in¬ 
stead is able to enjoy the scenic 
views of Kashmir,” Shah said. 

“For 70 years, no one dared 
to do this or bothered about it. 
This time, the people of this 
country gave the Prime 
Minister a strong mandate and 
in very first session, Narendra 
Modi ji has heralded a new era 
in Kashmir by removing 370 
and 35A,” he said. 


“I wish to assure the people 
of Kashmir and the country that 
Kashmir will embark on the path 
to development, the path to 
peace. And, if anyone attempts 
to disturb Kashmir, our security 
forces will give them a befitting 
reply,” Shah said. 

Referring to the RAF, which 
was founded in 1992 under the 
Central Reserve Police Force 
(CRPF), Shah said it has played 
a crucial role in ensuring that 
rioters don’t get any opportu¬ 
nity to disturb peace. “Many 
times, a mob gets discouraged 
and flees when they get to 
know that the RAF is going to 
be deployed... In Ahmedabad 
and Puri, RAF played a big role 
in ensuring that the Jagannath 
Yatra is held in a safe manner 
every year,” he said.

Not allowed to meet 
people freely; cameras 
at guesthouses: Azad

HAVING VISITED Jammu and 
Kashmir earlier this month, 
Leader of Opposition in Rajya 
Sabha Ghulam Nabi Azad on 
Monday said the situation in the 
state was not at all normal, as was 
being claimed by the government 

He said there was an environ¬ 
ment of fear, and business activi¬ 
ties in both Jammu and Kashmir 
regions had taken a hit because of 
“government-made disaster”. 

Azad said he was not allowed 
to travel and meet people freely 
by the administration despite 
the Supreme Court permitting 
him to do so. Addressing a press 
conference, Azad said he wanted 
to visit at least 15 places in 
Srinagar to meet handicraft 
workers, those employed in 
shikaras, rickshaw pullers and 
roadside vendors, but was al¬ 
lowed to visit only two places. 

Azad said cameras were in¬ 
stalled at guesthouses where he 
stayed and details of every visitor 
recorded. “And the word was 
spread that... those meeting 
could be picked up once they re¬ 
turn home... many people who 
wanted to come and meet me 
sent messages that they were 
not coming because they feared 
they could be picked up,” he said. 
At some places, he added, peo-

pie were turned away. 

“Those who are saying there 
are no restrictions there... I am a 
living example... Despite the 
Supreme Court’s order... I was 
not allowed to meet people 
freely.... every person’s face was 
captured on camera... the situa¬ 
tion was the same in Anantnag... 
the surveillance was so much 
that when I was talking to peo¬ 
ple on the lawns... the conversa¬ 
tion was being recorded... there 
also I was not allowed to visit 4- 
5 places,” he said. 

Azad said that during his visit 
he found out that business activ¬ 
ity had come to a standstill in 
both the regions. “Every day, 
some 300 oil tankers used to 
leavejammu... it has come down 
to 50 now...” he said, alleging that 
the government was “using lo¬ 
cal government” for repression.

THE FAMILY members of two 
more “minors” in Kashmir have 
approached the Jammu and 
Kashmir High Court in Srinagar 
challenging their detention un¬ 
der the Public Safety Act. 

In the first case, a family from 
Baramulla district has approached 
the court with a habeas corpus pe¬ 
tition seeking directions to quash 
the PSA detention order passed by 
the authorities. While the family 
members claim the detenue is a 
16-year-old, Sopore Police have 
mentioned his age as 21 years. 

“You are highly-motivated 


stone-pelter of Sopore area. You 
are motivating gullible youth of 
Sopore and other adjoining areas 
for creating law and order prob¬ 
lems...” reads the police dossier. 
Police have also cited an HR filed 
in connection with a law and or¬ 
der incident. 

According to the birth certifi¬ 
cate, attached along with the pe¬ 
tition and issued by a school on 
May 15, the date of birth of the 
detenue has been mentioned as 
“2.2.2003”. 

In the petition filed by his un¬ 
cle, it has been submitted that the 
detention order is “prima facie 
arbitrary illegal and unconstitu¬ 
tional". “The detenue is prima fa¬ 
cie a juvenile and has placed all 


the relevant records in support 
thereof in the petition” and “he 
cannot be placed in custody in 
any jail which houses adult pris¬ 
oners”, the petition stated. 

A single bench of Justice Ali 
Mohammad Magrey issued a no¬ 
tice on September 20 and fixed 
October 18 as the next date of 
hearing. 

In the second case, a family 
from Srinagar has approached the 
court with a habeas corpus peti¬ 
tion, submitting that the detenue 
is prima facie a “juvenile”, and 
terming his detention “arbitrary, 
illegal and unconstitutional”. A 
certificate issued by the J-K Board 
of School Education, attached 
with the petition, shows the de- 


tenue’s date of birth as 8.01.2002. 

The police dossier which 
mentions his age as “20 years ap¬ 
proximately” cites the detenue’s 
alleged involvement in a case 
filed this year. “The subject has 
come to the adverse notice in po¬ 
lice records since long owing to 
his involvement in anti-national 
activities...” it said. 

“When the case came up for 
hearing last week, the govern¬ 
ment lawyer informed that the 
case has been reviewed. The 
court then asked to provide 
complete details in the next 
hearing which has been set for 
October 3,” said advocate Wajid 
Haseeb, who represented the 
detenue in the High Court. 


Phone-tapping 
row: BJP 
leaders seek 
Kumaraswamy 
apology, he 
denies any role

A WAR of words has broken out 
between the ruling BJP and the 
Opposition JDS in Karnataka af¬ 
ter an inquiry ordered by the 
state government found that the 
cellphone of the pontiff of 
Adichunchungiri Mutt, who is 
influential among the Vokkaliga 
community, was tapped when H 
D Kumaraswamy, also a 
Vokkaliga, was Chief Minister in 
the Congress-JDS government. 

Some BJP leaders have 
sought an apology from 
Kumaraswamy who has claimed 
that his name has been “unnec¬ 
essarily” linked to the tapping. 

“The reports of the tapping of 
the phone of the 
Adichunchungiri Swami and the 
statements of political leaders 
has caused unbearable pain in 
my heart. Moreover, the anguish 
this has caused the Swamiji has 
only aggravated my pain,” 
Kumaraswamy said on social 
media. 

A probe ordered by the BJP 
government into the alleged tap¬ 
ping of phones of political lead¬ 
ers and others between August 
2018 to August 2019 — when 
Kumaraswamy was chief minis¬ 
ter — found that the phone of 
Nirmalananda Swami was 
tapped by the police. The probe 
has now been handed over to 
the CBI. 

The name and number of the 
seer and an aide were listed for 
tapping among persons being 
investigated in a case of smug¬ 
gling of red sanders. The tapping 
was allegedly done around the 
time of Lok Sabha elections. 

The CBI is currently investi¬ 
gating several police officers in 
connection with the matter. 
While there is no direct link be¬ 
tween the then chief minister 
and the alleged phone tapping, 
the investigation is looking at 
whose instance police were tap¬ 
ping the phones. 

“Nirmalananda Swami has 
given me strength. He has given 
me shelter under his social pro¬ 
grammes. He prayed for me to 
Kalabyreshwara. Is it possible for 
me to behave in a suspicious 
manner with him. Never,” 
Kumaraswamy said on social 
media. “In this case my name is 
being taken unnecessarily.” 

Chief Minister Yediyurappa’s 
son Vijayendra has demanded 
that Kumaraswamy apologise to 
the seer. “There is no match for 
Kumaraswamy when it comes 
to stooping low for selfish inter¬ 
ests and power. He has not just 
tapped the phone of a seer re¬ 
spected all over the country but 
has committed an unforgivable 
offence by including his name 
among a list of smugglers. If he 
has any decency left, he should 
apologise to the guru,” 
Vijayendra has said. 

“They have tapped phones 
on a large scale and in an illegal 
manner. It is a cognizable of¬ 
fence. They will have to give an¬ 
swers and they must face jus¬ 
tice for their actions. Let the 
whole community know about 
their actions,” Deputy Chief 
Minister C N Ashwathnarayan, 
also from the Vokkaliga com¬ 
munity, said.

Cong slams EC 
move to reduce 
disqualification 
period of Tamang 

New Delhi: The Congress on 
Monday alleged that the Election 
Commission’s decision to reduce 
the disqualification period of 
Sikkim Chief Minister Prem 
Singh Tamang by almost five 
years has sent out a message - 
that one is “immunised from the 
law of the land” if one sings 
praises of the government. 

Congress spokesperson 
Abhishek Singhvi pointed to 
Tamang’s case, unconfirmed re¬ 
ports of the Home Ministry com¬ 
muting the death sentence of 
Balwant Singh Rajoana, and the 
Chinmayanand rape case in 
Uttar Pradesh. “The running 
thread between these examples 
is the complete abuse of law... 
sending a clear message that you 
are immunised from the law of 
the land if you chant l tusi great 
ho (you are great)’,” he said. ENS

WHILE THERE was no official 
confirmation from the Union 
Home Ministry on commuting 
death sentence of former Punjab 
Chief Minister Beant Singh’s as¬ 
sassin Balwant Singh Rajoana to 
life imprisonment, and sources 
in the ministry said the process is 
still on, political posturing has 
begun over reports that the BJP- 
led Union government’s plans on 
such a move. 

Punjab Chief Minister Capt 
Amarinder Singh on Monday 
distanced the state government 
from the issue, saying that the 
Congress party’s stand on Beant 
Singh’s killers had “always been 
clear and consistent — that they 
should serve their full sentence” 
— even as he said that he is per¬ 
sonally against capital punish¬ 


ment. His predecessor, 
Shiromani Akali Dal (SAD) 
leader Parkash Singh Badal, 
meanwhile called it a “strong 
positive gesture” on the eve of 
550th birth anniversary of 
Guru Nanak. 

In New Delhi, Congress’s 
chief spokesperson Randeep 
Surjewala termed the develop¬ 
ment “painful and shameful”. 

State Congress president 
Sunil Jakhar called it a move by 
BJP to establish itself as a “sepa¬ 
rate entity” in Punjab by break¬ 
ing free from the SAD. 

Welcoming the reported 
move to commute Rajoana’s 
death sentence and release eight 
other Sikh prisoners, Badal said 
the Centre’s decision is “ states¬ 
manlike, far-sighted and 
humane”. 

In New Delhi, a Home 
Ministry official said the pro¬ 
posal to commute Rajoana’s

death sentence is “yet to be sent 
for the President’s assent”. 

Amarinder, who was in 
Ludhiana, said his government 
had sent a list of 17 TADA prison¬ 
ers held in Punjab for over 14 
years, as required by the Centre, 
and is yet to receive names of 
nine prisoners who the MHA 
had decided to grant remission. 

Rajoana was in that list of 17, 


as he was a TADA prisoner who 
had completed more than 14 
years in jail, Amarinder added. 

A Punjab Police constable at 
the time, Rajoana was a “back¬ 
up suicide bomber” in the 
August 31,1995 assassination of 
Beant Singh. 

If effected, the remission 


would make him eligible for pa¬ 
role for the first time in 24 years. 

Congress MP from Ludhiana 
and Beant Singh’s grandson 
Ravneet Singh Bittu reacted 
sharply at reports that Rajoana’s 
death sentence could be 
commuted. 

Slamming the reported 


move, Bittu accused the BJP of 
doing petty politics to woo Sikh 
voters despite the Prime 
Minister vowing to fight terror¬ 
ism on a global platform, PTI re¬ 
ported. “Who are they to com¬ 
mute the death sentence to life 
term when the Supreme Court 
has given capital punishment (to 
Rajoana),” Bittu said in Ludhiana. 
“He is a dreaded terrorist and 
should not be spared at any 
cost.” 

Jakhar said, “This is an open 
secret now that the BJP is trying 
to establish itself in Punjab as a 
separate entity to break free 
from the Akalis, and I think this is 
a step in that direction. They 
(BJP) are not bothered about Sikh 
sentiments...it is a well-thought 
-out political move to establish 
themselves in Punjab.... We also 
apprehend all these could lead 
to some kind of resurgence in 
anti-Punjab activities...” 


Punjab BJP president Shwait 
Malik said, “I do not want to 
speak on this. As of now, it is not 
clear to me...there are assump¬ 
tions only until now. I will com¬ 
ment only when there is 
clarity.” 

Rajoana’s March 31, 2012 
hanging was stayed after the 
Shiromani Gurdwara 

Parbandhak Committee (SGPC) 
filed a mercy petition before the 
President on behalf of Rajoana, 
who never challenged his con¬ 
viction. In 2010, the Punjab and 
Haryana High Court had com¬ 
muted the death sentence 
awarded to another accused 
Jagtar Singh Hawara by a 
Chandigarh court after Hawara 
challenged the death penalty. 

The SGPC’s petition to the 
President had come days before 
Rajoana was to be hanged. It 
came on the orders of the Akal 
Takht.

He is a fiery 
young leader. The BJP is confi¬ 
dent of winning Baramati seat,” 
Fadnavis said. 

Senior NCP leader Ajit Pawar, 
who quit as the MLA on Friday, 
was representing the Baramati 
seat, which happens to be the 
home turf of Pawars. The 
Baramati Lok Sabha seat is rep¬ 
resented by Supriya Sule, daugh¬ 
ter of NCP chief Sharad Pawar. 

The BJP wants to cash in 
Padalkar’s hold in the Dhangar 
community — which has a size¬ 
able vote share in Western 
Maharashtra and parts of 
Marathwada — in the upcoming 
polls. 

“I decided to join the BJP as the 
CM has made sincere attempts to 
resolve the problems of the 
Dhangar community. The BJP has 
given Rs 1,000-crore package and 
22 welfare schemes for the com¬ 
munity,” Padalkar said, adding 
that the chief minister was hon¬ 
estly pursuing the long pending 
demand of the Dhangar commu¬ 
nity to get reservation under 
Scheduled Tribe category.

said while addressing a meeting 
of party workers at Lala Lajpat 
Rai college in Worli. 

The announcement was met 
with huge applause and Sena 
leaders gave him a ceremonial 
sword.

that Thackeray is expected to file 
his nomination papers on 
October 3. 


Sena chief Uddhav Thackeray 
was not present during the an¬ 
nouncement. Aaditya said his fa¬ 
ther was busy in the distribution 
of AB Forms to other party candi¬ 
dates. However, the Thackeray 
scion was joined by his mother 
Rashmi and younger brother 
Tejas at the event. 

“Since childhood, I loved pol¬ 
itics. Many Shiv Sainiks might 
have seen that I used to travel 
with my grandfather and father. 
Whenever my friends and others 
questioned me what else you can 
do apart from politics, I told them 
I can’t do anything apart from 
politics,” the 29-year-old said. 

Since the Shiv Sena's found¬ 


ing in the 1960s, no Thackeray 
family member has ever made a 
foray into electoral politics. So, the 
upcoming election points to a 
fundamental shift in the Shiv 
Sena’s political thinking, which 
had so far insulated the Thackeray 
clan from playing a hands-on role 
in running governments. 

“This is a historic step for me. 
As I am taking a big leap, I am not 
worried as all shiv sainiks are 
there with me,” he said. 

Shiv Sena leader Sanjay Raut 
said “the historic moment that 
Maharashtra has been waiting 
for” had arrived. 

“While the Chandrayaan 
could not land on Moon due 
technical issues few days back, 
the Sena's Suryayaan will cer¬ 
tainly land on the sixth floor of 
Mantralaya,” said Raut, indicat¬ 
ing that Aaditya would become 
the chief minister.

Three international sportsper- 
sons, who joined the BJP in recent 
weeks, will be making their elec¬ 
toral debut with party fielding 
Phogat from Dadri, Olympic

Another notable addition to 
the list is Aditya Devilal, the 
grandson of INLD founder and 
former deputy prime minister 
Devi Lai.

Modi: After US visit, 
realise world is 
looking at India with 
great expectations 

In Chennai, PM praises Tamil language

STATING THAT the US media 
widely reported his praise of 
Tamil as the world’s oldest lan¬ 
guage, Prime Minister Narendra 
Modi on Monday said that after 
the visit he has “realised that the 
world is looking up to India with 
great expectations”. 

Modi’s words, made during 
his visitto Chennai on Saturday to 
address two separate events, 
come days after Union Home 
Minister and BJP president Amit 
Shah’s “request” that if people 
learn a second language they they 
should leam Hindi, had kicked up 
a storm in Tamil Nadu, with op¬ 
position DMK alleging that the 
BJP-led Union government wants 
to impose the language on non- 
Hindi-speaking states. 

Addressing people who re¬ 
ceived him at the Chennai air¬ 
port, Modi said that he spoke in 
Tamil to the Indian community 
in the US and said that Tamil is 
the world’s oldest language. “It 
was widely reported in all US 
media,” he added. 

He also said it is “our respon¬ 
sibility to make India a great na¬ 
tion and make sure that we meet 
expectations of the international 
community”. 

Addressing a gathering at 
Singapore-India Hackathon 2019, 
Modi hailed India’s innovations 
and said the country is commit¬ 
ted to create homegrown solu¬ 
tions for global applications. 
Stating that India is poised to be¬ 


come a $5-trillion economy and 
innovation and start-ups will play 
a crucial role in that, he said en¬ 
couraging innovation and incu¬ 
bation is important, as there is a 
need for easy solutions to solve 
India’s problems and make life 
easier for the people. 

The event was held at the IIT 
Research Park, where the Prime 
Minister distributed awards for 
winners of the event. Over the 
last five years, he said, India has 
given a great emphasis on inno¬ 
vation and incubation. “India 
promotes the culture of innova¬ 
tion. Now we are giving exposure 
to modem technologies,” he said. 

Modi said encouraging incu¬ 
bation and innovation to find 
cost-effective solutions will ben¬ 
efit not only India but even the 
“poorest and most deprived peo¬ 
ple, no matter where they live”. 

He made a special mention 
of a particular research project 
of a camera technology that can 
detect who is paying attention in 
a room. Speaking in a lighter 
vein, the Prime Minister said he 
specially liked the idea since it 
may be useful for 
Parliamentarians — “I will talk to 
the Speaker (in Lok Sabha).. I am 
sure it will be very useful for 
him,” he said, inviting laughter. 

Addressing IIT-Madras stu¬ 
dents at the 56th convocation 
event later, Modi said he saw an 
optimism about “new India” dur¬ 
ing his meetings in the US recently. 
He told the students that they are 
graduating at a time when the en¬ 
tire world is looking at India as a 
land of unique opportunities.

Act, 1989, calling it “against the 
spirit of the Constitution”. 

A bench comprising Justices 
Arun Mishra, M R Shah and B R 
Gavai had on September 18 re¬ 
served its order in the matter, 
even as it observed that the 2018 
order was “against the spirit of 
the Constitution”. 

Taking serious note of in¬ 
stances of abuse of the Act by 
“vested interests” for political 
and personal reasons, a two- 
judge bench in the 2018 order 
had laid down stringent safe¬ 
guards, including provision for 
anticipatory bail and vetting of 
complaint to determine if a case 
was made out before registra¬ 
tion of FIR under the SC/ST Act.

Lack of video proof doesn’t give 
Roy clean chit, says IPS officer

REFUTING BJP leader Mukul 
Roy’s claim that there was no 
video showing him accepting 
any money, arrested IPS officer 
S M H Mirza Monday stated that 
it doesn’t give him a clean chit. 
The suspended IPS officer was 
talking to the media in Kolkata 
on his way to Bankshall court, 
which remanded Mirza injudi¬ 
cial custody till October 15 in 
the Narada tapes case. The CBI 
produced him in the special 


court after his five-day custody 
with them got over on Monday. 

“He is saying he was not cap¬ 
tured taking money, but that 
doesn’t prove that he didn’t take 
money. That will only be clear 
during investigation. For that 
confrontation and reconstruc¬ 
tion, both have been done. He 
said something, that doesn’t 
prove anything. He was himself 
on phone,” said Mirza. 

On Sunday, the CBI took Mirza 
to Roy’s Elgin Road residence in 
Kolkata, where an alleged trans¬ 
action of money had taken place 
in 2014, for face-to-face question¬ 


ing and reconstruction of events. 
The CBI said Mirza had confessed 
handing over money to Roy, then 
a TMC leader. The entire proce¬ 
dure was videographed. 

Responding to Mirza’s state¬ 
ment, BJP leader Roy said, 
“Whose money, what money 
and for what purpose did I take 
it, there should some clarity on 
that at least. With full responsi¬ 
bility and accountability, I re¬ 
peat I was never a part of any 
exchange of money and am not 
into all this even today.” 

He reiterated it was a con¬ 
spiracy against him.

HC grants bail to 
2 more convicts 
in Gulberg case

AHMEDABAD,SEPTEMBER 30 

THE GUJARAT High Court on 
Monday granted regular bail to 
two convicts — Raju alias Mamo 
Kaniyo alias Ramavtar Tiwari and 
Dinesh Prabhudas Sharma — of 
the 2002 Gulberg massacre on 
grounds of parity, while five oth¬ 
ers of the total 11 sentenced to life 
imprisonment, were released on 
bail earlier. 

A total of 24 people were con¬ 
victed in the case by the sessions 
court in June 2016. 

A division bench, headed by 
Justice Bela Trivedi, took note of 
the fact that the main perpetra¬ 
tor, as was observed by the ses¬ 
sions court, Narayan Sitaram 
Tank alias Naran Chenalwalo 
alias Naran Kodhiyo, was granted 
bail by a different division bench 
headed by Justice Harsha Devani 
in July. 

Given the sessions court’s ob¬ 
servation that Narayan was in¬ 
volved in seven killings in the 
massacre, and was yet granted 
regular bail by the HC, Justice 
Trivedi said, “The present ac¬ 
cused (Raju and Dinesh) are at a 
better footing than those already 


released.” 

The court also noted that 
Narayan was released on bail af¬ 
ter spending eight years and nine 
months in jail. 

In the case of the applicants, 
they had spent more than nine 
years in jail. The court imposed a 
bail bond of Rs 25,000 and or¬ 
dered that the two accused can¬ 
not move out of the state with¬ 
out the court’s permission. 

The bail plea was strongly op¬ 
posed by Special Investigation 
Team(SIT) counsel R C Kodekar 
and the lawyer of victims Saira 
Sandhi and Rupa Mody, advocate 
SuhelTirmizi. 

The SIT submitted that a sug¬ 
gestion was made to the state to 
challenge Narayan’s suspension 
of sentence at the apex court. 
Tirmizi too submitted, “Parity 
doesn’t apply wherein some of 
the accused convicts were 
granted bail after spending 15 
years (such as Kailash Dhobi) in 
jail. This would be nothing but 
nullifying the SIT (findings)." 

The 24 accused persons were 
convicted by an Ahmedabad 
court in June 2016, following 
which they moved the High 
Court in August 2016, appealing 
against the conviction. 


Give Bilkis Bano job, 
compensation in two 
weeks: SC to Gujarat

NEW DELHI,SEPTEMBER30 

THE SUPREME Court on Monday 
gave the Gujarat government two 
more weeks to comply with its 
direction to provide compensa¬ 
tion of Rs 50 lakh, a job and ac¬ 
commodation to Bilkis Bano. who 
was gangraped during the 2002 
post-Gondhra communal riots. 

A bench headed by Chief 
Justice of India Ranjan Gogoi 
asked Solicitor General Tushar 
Mehta, who appeared for the 
state, why it had not complied 
with its April 23 order regarding 
compensation. 

Mehta replied that the state 
was planning to file a review in 
view of the fact that the amount 
has not been mentioned in the 
victim compensation scheme. 

The bench however, ordered 
that the state must comply with 
its direction within two weeks. 

To which, Mehta said the or¬ 
der may be cited in other cases 
and requested the court to spec¬ 
ify that it order was in keeping 
with the peculiar facts of the case. 

The bench agreed to this and 
said so in the order. 

On April 23, the top court had 
ordered the compensation for 
Bano saying, “It is very apparent 
that what should not have hap¬ 
pened, has happened and the 
state has to give compensation.” 

It had given the state govern¬ 
ment two weeks to issue the 



compensation. 

In March, Bano had declined 
to accept a compensation of Rs 5 
lakh awarded by the state and 
had sought an enhancement. 

A pregnant Bilkis Bano was 
gangraped on March 3,2002 in 
Randhikpur village, while fleeing 
the riots that broke out in the af¬ 
termath of the Godhra train burn¬ 
ing and fourteen members of her 
family were killed. 

The trial court, while sentenc¬ 
ing 11 persons to life imprison¬ 
ment in the case on January 21, 
2008, had acquitted five police¬ 
men and two government doc¬ 
tors. The convicts went in appeal 
to the High Court against the trial 
court order. 

The HC order referred to the 
“laxity" and “failures” of the po¬ 
lice in the registration and inves¬ 
tigation of the case. It upheld the 
convictions and also set aside the 
acquittal of the five policemen, 
holding them guilty under sec¬ 
tions 218 (public servant framing 
incorrect record with intent to 
save person from punishment) 
and section201 (tampering with 
evidence) of the Indian Penal 
Code(IPC). 


Greenhouse gas 
emission, innovation 
top IPCC agenda

MORE THAN 200 experts from 
around 65 countries, including 12 
scientists from India, are partici¬ 
pating in a week-long consulta¬ 
tive meeting of the Intergovern¬ 
mental Panel on Climate Change 
(IPCC), which began in New Delhi 
on Monday. 

India is hosting the Second 
Lead Author Meeting of the IPCC 
Working Group III Sixth 
Assessment Report, which will 
look at arriving at solutions to 
combat climate change. 

The Sixth Assessment Report 
will examine topics like the link 
between consumption and be¬ 
haviour and greenhouse gas emi¬ 
ssions, and the role of innovation 
and technology. The report will 
assess the connection between 
short to medium-term actions 
and their compatibility with the 
long-term temperature goal in 
the Paris Agreement It will assess 


mitigation options in sectors such 
as energy, agriculture, forestry 
and land use, buildings, transport 
and industry. 

Jim Skea, co-chair ofWorking 
Group III, highlighted the role of 
the report, saying, “Building on 
previous Working Group III asse¬ 
ssments, this report will empha¬ 
sise what can be done in the near 
term to mitigate climate change, 
and how mitigation actions can 
be enabled through policy, insti¬ 
tution-building and finance.” 

“Aspirations have been set out 
in the Paris Agreement and we 
will now be looking at what the 
collective reaction of the govern¬ 
ments has been,” said Skea. 

Ministry of Environment For¬ 
est and Climate Change Secretary 
C K Mishra said the IPCC authors 
and scientists are working to de¬ 
liver the most relevant and up-to- 
date research on climate change 
mitigation. 

“Global coalition on innova¬ 
tion and technology is the only 
way forward," Mishra said.

21 killed as bus 
overturns in Gujarat

AHMEDABAD, SEPTEMBER 30 

AT LEAST 21 people died and 55 
others were injured when a bus 
packed with devotees returning 
from Ambaji temple in 
Banaskantha district in North 
Gujarat turned turtle after losing 
control in the Danta taluka of the 
district. 

Officials said that among the 
55 injured, the condition of four 
is extremely critical. Passengers 
were trapped under the bus that 
overturned, they said. 

The mishap took place 
around 4.15pm when the private 
luxury bus, with more than 70 
passengers, lost control at a 
sharp turn at Trishulia Ghat, a 
hilly patch on the Ambaji-Danta 
road near Ambaji town of 
Banaskantha district, around 
160km from here. The driver lost 
control over the vehicle due to 
heavy rain in the area, 
Banaskantha district SP Ajit 
Rajian said.

Kerala HC 
orders CBI probe 
into Youth Cong 
leaders’ killing

THIRUVANANTHAPURAM, 
SEPTEMBER 30 

IN A setback to the ruling CPI 
(M) and the state police, the 
Kerala High Court on Monday 
ordered a CBI probe into the 
murders of two Youth Congress 
leaders in Kasaragod, in which 
CPI (M) workers have been ar¬ 
raigned as accused. The victims, 
Kripesh and Sarathlal were 
hacked to death allegedly by 
CPI(M) workers on February 17 
this year. 

Acting upon the petitions 
moved by the families of the vic¬ 
tims, the bench of Justice B 
Sudheendra Kumar also 
quashed the charge sheet sub¬ 
mitted by the state police. The 
judge observed, “considering 
the facts and circumstances of 
the case, this court has strong 
reservations about the impar¬ 
tiality and fairness in the inves¬ 
tigation by the state police be¬ 
cause of the political fallout. 
Having gone through the mate¬ 
rials, it appears that the genesis 
of the incident was suppressed 
by the prosecution. The con¬ 
tention of the petitioners that 
the twin murder was planned 
and executed not by the first ac¬ 
cused alone, but by the CPM 
party, is probable.” 

The court said the investi¬ 
gating officer had filed a charge 
sheet without conducting “a 
proper and effective probe”, 
believing the version of the 
first accused “as the gospel of 
truth". 

“The investigating officer did 
not incline to question the foren¬ 
sic surgeon who conducted the 
autopsies showing the weapons, 
which had, no doubt, caused se¬ 
rious prejudice to the investiga¬ 
tion,” the judge said. 

Opposition leader Ramesh 
Chennithala said the probe was 
torpedoed by Chief Minister 
Pinarayi Vijayan to save senior 
CPI (M) leaders involved in the 
crime. BJP state president P S 
Sreedharan Pillai said the ver¬ 
dict was a slap on the CM's face 
and he should publicly apolo¬ 
gise to the people.

Trishulia Ghat. The bus driver 
lost control due to heavy rain as 
the tyres slipped on the road 
when brakes were applied. We 
rescued 53 persons from the bus 
using a crane,” he said. 

“The injured persons were 
taken to Palanpur Civil Hospital 
and a government hospital in 
Danta. The identities of the de¬ 
ceased are being ascertained,” 
said a police officer in 
Banaskantha. Of the 55 injured, 
42 were admitted to the Civil 
Hospital in Palanpur. 

“We have deployed more 
doctors at both the hospitals to 
treat the injured and carry out 
post-mortems. All the passen¬ 
gers were residents of Anklav 
village of Anand taluka and were 
returning after visiting Ambaji 
temple,” said District Collector 
Sandip Sagale, who rushed to 
Danta hospital. 

Speaking to The Indian 
Express, Dr PR Lodhani, chief dis¬ 
trict medical officer of 
Banaskantha, said, “ All our med¬ 
ical staff and doctors are present 
at the civil hospital. We have also 
called all our specialist doctors 


to deal with the complications 
in the injuries. Four persons, in¬ 
cluding a woman, are being 
shifted to Civil Hospital in 
Ahmedabad as they are in ex¬ 
tremely critical condition.” 

Prime Minister Narendra 
Modi took to Twitter to express 
his condolences. “Devastating 
news from Banaskantha. I am 
extremely pained by the loss of 
lives due to an accident. In this 
hour of grief, my thoughts are 
with the bereaved families. The 
local administration is providing 
all possible help to the injured. 
May they recover soon,” he 
tweeted. 

Gujarat Chief Minister Vijay 
Rupani said on Twitter, 
“Saddened by the loss of lives 
due to a road accident near 
Trisulia Ghat (On Danta road). 
Instructed officials to do need¬ 
ful. May those who have been in¬ 
jured recover at the earliest. I 
pray for the departed souls.” 

Union Home Minister Amit 
Shah who attended an event in 
Ahmedabad earlier in the day 
also took to Twitter to express 
condolences.

Uttarakhand HC 
allows CBI to file FIR 
against ex-CM Rawat 


Held for rape 
and murder as 
minor, he now 
gets death for 
similar crime

DEHRADUN,SEPTEMBER 30 

THE UTTARAKHAND High Court 
on Monday allowed the CBI to 
file an FIR against former chief 
minister Harish Rawat in con¬ 
nection with a 2016 video that 
purportedly showed him nego¬ 
tiating a deal to buy the support 
of rebel MLAs. 

A single bench of Justice 
Sudhanshu Dhulia passed the or¬ 
der on Monday after the CBI 
placed a report of the prelimi¬ 
nary inquiry before the court. 

“The court has been informed 
that the preliminary inquiry has 
been completed and now the CBI 
wants to proceed further in the 
matter. In case the CBI wants to 
proceed further and register a 
First Information Report, this 
court will not come in its way, but 
it is made clear that there are 
larger issues here before this 
court, such as, the order of the 
Governor dated 31.03.2016, 
where the investigation was or¬ 
dered to be done in the first place 
by the CBI, and the subsequent 
notification which followed on 
02.04.2016, and then ultimately 
the Government on 15.05.2016 
by which these orders, by which 
sanction was granted were with¬ 
drawn. The question here would 
be that when the Government it- 
self had withdrawn its consent 
for the CBI inquiry... why did the

CBI continue... and the validity of 
this enquiry. What has also to be 
seen by this Court is the validity 
of the order dated 31.03.2016 
read with subsequent notifica¬ 
tion dated 02.04.2016,” the court 
order stated. 

The court said that action 
taken after filing of FIR shall be 
subject to the decision in the pe¬ 
tition filed by Rawat. He had filed 
a writ petition challenging the 
CBI notification initiating an in¬ 
quiry on April 2,2016. 

The court will next hear the 
matter on November 1. Speaking 
to The Indian Express, CBI lawyer 
SandeepTandon said, “The court 
has read the report of prelimi¬ 
nary inquiry and has not stopped 
CBI from registering the FIR..” 

V B S Negi, a senior lawyer as¬ 
sociated with Rawat’s case, said, 
“But the court has also said that 
since petitioner Harish Rawat 
has challenged the validity of 
preliminary inquiry, then any ac¬ 
tion taken by CBI will not affect 
the petition filed by the peti¬ 
tioner. The court has also said 
that any action taken by the CBI 
subject to decision in writ 
petition."

A POCSO court in Indore sen¬ 
tenced to death a 22-year-old 
man on Monday for raping and 
murdering a four-and-half-year- 
old girl in 2018, five years after 
he committed a similar offence 
as a minor. 

He was a minor when he was 
convicted of murdering a seven- 
year-old girl after raping her in 
Mandsaur in 2013. He spent the 
next three years in an observa¬ 
tion home. 

District Prosecution Officer, 
Indore, Mohammed Akram 
Shaikh told The Indian Express 
that the man moved to Indore af¬ 
ter being released. For about five 
months, he lived with the fam¬ 
ily of a man who worked as a 
civic body staffer, Shaikh said. 

On October 25,2018, he was 
told to leave after he allegedly 
misbehaved with a woman in 
the family, said Shaikh. He later 
disappeared with the woman’s 
four-and-half-year-old daughter. 

The minor’s body was found 
on October 27 near the banks of 
Khan river. An SIT was formed 
and the man was arrested when 
he was about to leave for Ratlam. 

Meanwhile, another POCSO 
court in Vidisha sentenced to 
death another man Monday for 
raping and murdering a minor 
on October 25,2015.

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IMD: Wettest 
monsoon in 
India in 25 yrs 


AN JALIMARAR 

PUNE, SEPTEMBER 30 

THE RAINFALL during the south¬ 
west monsoon season, which 
ended on Monday, has been 
termed as “above normal" as the 
country experienced its wettest 
monsoon in 25 years, according 
to the India Meteorological 
Department (IMD). 

Rainfall during September this 
year was the second heaviest in 
102 years, according to the IMD’s 
2019 Southwest Monsoon 
Rainfall report, issued on Monday. 

The rainfall across India dur¬ 
ing June to September this year 
was recorded at 968 mm, taking 
the total rainfall to 110 per cent of 
the Long Period Average (LPA), 
which was last seen in 1994, ac¬ 
cording to the agency. 

Meteorologists attributed this 
excess rain to the continuous low 
pressure systems that formed 
over the Bay of Bengal and tra¬ 
versed along the monsoon 
trough, bringing good spells of 
rainfall, mainly over central Indian 
regions. “The larger states like 
Madhya Pradesh, Maharashtra, 
Odisha, Rajasthan, along with 
Chhattisgarh, benefitted due to 
these systems, some of these that 
lasted for as long as even 10 days,” 
D Sivanand Pai, head of the IMD’s 
Climate Research and Services at 
Pune, told The Indian Express. 

Most states have received nor¬ 
mal or above normal and some 
even recorded excess rainfall this 
season. 

However, some states re¬ 
mained rainfall deficient, includ¬ 
ing Manipur (-56 per cent), 
Haryana (- 42 per cent), Delhi 
(-35 per cent) and Jammu and 
Kashmir (- 21 per cent). 

States that recorded excess 
rain were Madhya Pradesh (44 
per cent), Gujarat (43 per cent), 
Maharashtra (23 per cent), 


Karnataka (32 per cent) and 
Sikkim (22 per cent). 

The weakening of El Nino in 
earlyjuly helped the monsoon re¬ 
gain strength after a delayed on¬ 
set and rainfall in June being 33 
per cent short of normal. 

It was also for the first time 
since 1931 that the seasonal rain¬ 
fall remained more than the LPA 
(88 cm), despite an over 30 per 
cent rainfall deficiency injune, the 
statement said. 

Monsoon activity, which 
picked up duringjuly and August, 
wiped off all existing deficiencies 
in most regions barring the 
Northeast. The cumulative rain¬ 
fall recorded during August and 
September (130 per cent) this year 
was second highest after 1983 
(142 per cent) for these two 
months. 

While the Met department 
had injune forecast normal rain¬ 
fall for this season, the total reach¬ 
ing the above normal category 
was due to large-scale intra-sea- 
sonal variability. “The positive 
phase of Indian Ocean Dipole 
(IOD) during the second-half of 
the season coupled with the 
many low pressure systems 
formed in the Bay of Bengal 
brought this excess rainfall that 
took the total rainfall to above nor¬ 
mal category,” Pai said. 

The monsoon trough, this sea¬ 
son, largely remained to the south 
of its normal position, that en¬ 
hanced the rainfall activity over 
central, west and the south penin¬ 
sular regions during the months 
of July and August. IMD officials 
also observed that the north¬ 
western regions remained on the 
warmer side in comparison to the 
southern region. “This difference 
in temperatures acted favourably 
in pulling monsoon winds land¬ 
wards, keeping the monsoon ac¬ 
tive for most time of the season,” 
said AK Srivastava, head of the 
Climate Research Division at IMD.

40 killed in rain-related incidents 
in Bihar, Patna still waterlogged

PATNA, SEPTEMBER 30 

AS PATNA and 12 other districts 
of Bihar continued to face a 
flood-like situation following 
heavy rainfall over the past cou¬ 
ple of days, the state disaster 
management authority on 
Monday stated that 40 people 
have been killed in rain-related 
incidents in the last few days. 

The state received 370 mm 
rainfall between Saturday morn¬ 
ing and Monday morning. 

Patna continued to remain 
waterlogged on Monday. 
However, there has been a let up 
in rainfall with the state capital 
receiving 91 mm of rain in the 
past 24 hours. 

According to officials of the 
India Meteorological 

Department, seven districts in 
the state are expected to get nil 
to heavy rainfall in the next 24 
hours. 

Chief Minister Nitish Kumar 
on Monday conducted an aerial 
survey of Patna and other af¬ 
fected areas and conducted a re¬ 
view meting later. 


Deputy Chief Minister Sushil 
Kumar Modi, renowned folk 
singer Sharda Sinha and Addl 
DGP (civil defence) Kundan 
Krishnan were among those res¬ 
cued on Monday. 

The Deputy Chief Minister 
was rescued by the Patna admin¬ 
istration from his Rajinder Nagar 
house. He was seen wading 
through chest-deep water in the 
first floor of his house to get on 
an NDRF boat. He did not take 
questions from the media and 
left for his official residence. 

Sinha and her family mem¬ 
bers were evacuated after the 
folk singer took to Facebook to 
appeal for help. 

Low-lying areas like Rajinder 
Nagar, Kankerbagh and Kumhrar 
are still waterlogged and most 
people are not ready to leave 
their homes for fear of theft. The 
state government on Monday 
arranged to air-drop food pack¬ 
ets and medicines from two IAF 
helicopters in these areas. About 
50 NDRF and SDRF teams are en¬ 
gaged in rescue work. At several 
places in the state capital, power 
lines are snapped and there is no 
water supply. 


Awkash Kumar from 
Vishwakarma Nagar of Kumhrar 
said, “Thirteen members of my 
family are living in one room. 
After three days, I came out to 
buy food items and candles. We 
cannot leave the homes vacant 
as thieves are moving around. 
We cannot depend on the gov¬ 
ernment. Two choppers cannot 
provide food to 10 lakh affected 
people in low-lying areas.” 

Vinay Kumar, a psychiatrist 
who lives near Kankerbagh, said 
the situation is worse than the 
1975 floods. Kankerbagh resi¬ 
dents blamed Patna Municipal 
Corporation for not cleaning ma¬ 
jor nullahs. With the water level 
in the Ganga not receding much 
despite the opening of all gates 
of Farakka Barrage, the low-ly¬ 
ing areas might remain water¬ 
logged for a week. 

Medical services have been 
affected at the state-run Nalanda 
Medical College and Hospital 
and over 50 private hospitals in 
Kankerbagh and Rajinder Nagar. 

Over a dozen trains have 
been cancelled or rescheduled 
and the road to the airport re¬ 
mains waterlogged.

SEVERALPARTS of Uttar Pradesh 
were on Monday reeling from 
floods following incessant show¬ 
ers over the past few days, with 
the death toll in rain-related in¬ 
cidents mounting to 111. 

Since Thursday, 104 people 
have died in rain-related inci¬ 
dents, with the state government 
on Sunday cancelling leave of of¬ 
ficials in view of the situation. 

On September 26,36 people 
died, 18 people on September 27, 
28 on September 28,18 people 
on September 29 and four on 
Monday, according to officials. 

In Ballia, authorities had to 
shift about 900 prisoners to 
other jails after flood waters en¬ 
tered the barracks of the district 
jail located near the Ganga river. 

In Jharkhand, three members 
of a family died in Dumka district 
after a wall collapsed on them fol¬ 
lowing heavy rains in the region. 

Besides these states, as many 
as 13 deaths were reported on 
Saturday from Uttarakhand, 
Madhya Pradesh and Rajasthan. 

Delhi may witness scattered 
rains over the next three to four 
days, according to the weather 
office. In Himachal Pradesh, light 
to moderate rainfall occurred in 
most places since Sunday 
evening, bringing the maximum 
temperature down by a few 
notches, the IMD said. 

In Gujarat, three women 
drowned after their car was 
swept away at a flooded cause¬ 
way in Rajkot district on Sunday.

SHAHJAHANPUR 

Court rejects bail pleas 
of Chinmayanand 
and law student

LUCKNOW, SEPTEMBER30 

THE DISTRICT and Sessions court 
of Shahjahanpur on Monday re¬ 
jected the bail applications of 
both former BJP minister 
Chinmayanand in the sexual as¬ 
sault case as well as the com¬ 
plainant, the 23-year-old law 
student arrested for allegedly 
trying to extort Rs 5 crore from 
the 72-year-old politician. 

A lower court had earlier re¬ 
jected the bail pleas of the two. 

“District and Sessions Court 
judge Ram Babu Sharma heard 
the bail applications of 
Chinmayanand and the student. 
The court rejected both the bail 
applications,” government 
counsel Anuj Kumar Singh said. 

Based on a complaint filed by 
the student who studied in a law 
college run by a Trust led by 
Chinmayanand, the former 
Union minister was booked un¬ 
der IPC sections 376-C (sexual in¬ 
tercourse by a person in author¬ 
ity), 354-D (stalking), 342 
(wrongful confinement) and 
506 (criminal intimidation). 
Though the student had accused 
the former minister of raping 
her, he was not booked for rape. 

Meanwhile, the SIT also 
booked the law student and 
three youths for alleged extor¬ 


tion attempt based on a com¬ 
plaint filed by Chinmayanand’s 
lawyer. She has been booked un¬ 
der IPC sections 385 (putting a 
person in fear of injury in order 
to commit extortion), 506 (crim¬ 
inal intimidation), 34 (Acts done 
by several persons in further¬ 
ance of common intention) and 
201 (causing the disappearance 
of evidence of the offence, or giv¬ 
ing false information to screen 
offender). 

The two cases are being 
probed by the SIT formed by the 
state government on the direc¬ 
tion of the Supreme Court and 
are running parallel. 

“We will appeal against to¬ 
day’s judgment in the Allahabad 
High Court,” Chinmayanand’s 
lawyer Om Singh said. The fam¬ 
ily of the student said they 
would also move the High Court. 

Meanwhile, Chinmayanand 
was discharged from the Sanjay 
Gandhi Post Graduate Institute 
(SGPGI) in Lucknow where he 
was admitted on September 23 
after he complained of chest 
pain “The former minister has 
been sent back to Shahjahanpur 
jail from where he was brought 
to the SGPGI on September 23. 
On the same day, doctors at 
SGPGI conducted an angiogra¬ 
phy and no significant blockage 
was found,” said SGPGI’s 
Director Rakesh Kapoor. 


Cong workers held ahead of march 
in support of Shahjahanpur student 


Shahjahanpur: Hours before the 
Congress’s Nyaya March in sup¬ 
port of the 23-year-old law stu¬ 
dent who had accused former BJP 
minister Chinamayanand of rape 
and sexual assault, police here on 
Monday arrested about 80 
Congress workers. 

Congress leader and former 
Union minister Jitin Prasada was 
also detained before he could take 
part in the 180-km march from 
Shahjahanpur to Lucknow. 


SP (Shahjahanpur City) 
Dinesh Tripathi said Congress 
workers were holding a meeting 
in front of the party office at a 
time when prohibitory orders 
were promulgated in the city. 
“They had not taken any permis¬ 
sion from the administration. 
After arrest, they have been taken 
to Police Lines,” Tripathi said. 

But the Congress accused the 
BJP government and its police of 
blocking the march. PTI

THE GOVERNMENT does not propose 
a blanket ban on single-use plastic on 
October 2 and instead prefers a phased 
reduction in the use of plastic prod¬ 
ucts, Secretary, Ministry of 
Environment, Forest and Climate 
Change C K Mishra said on Monday. 
He added that what the government 
proposes is launch of a “mass move¬ 
ment to sensitise the public against the 
use of plastic”. 

“We will also start talking to indus¬ 
tries and start exploring alternatives 
to plastic use. Industry has already 
committed research on alternative 
eco-friendly material for manufacture 
of their products as a part of their 


Extended Producer Responsibility 
(EPR). As a part of this mass move¬ 
ment, which will be a part of the 
Swacch Bharat mission programme, 
villages and gram panchayat as well as 
municipalities will collect plastic waste 
and deposit it at one designated loca¬ 
tion. The eventual goal is that plastic 
waste is not dumped on land or water 
but recycled,” said Mishra. 

Single-use plastics, also referred to 
as disposable plastics, are commonly 
used for packaging and include items 
intended to be used only once before 
they are thrown away or recycled. 

Under the Plastic Waste 
Management Rules 2016, all produc¬ 
ers that use plastic packaging for their 
products are required to collect back 
an equal amount of plastic waste un¬ 
der the EPR framework. 
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Govt to consolidate 
buildings around 
Sabarmati Ashram 

PARIMALDABHI 

GANDHINAGAR, SEPTEMBER 30 

THE CENTRAL and state governments are plan¬ 
ning a consolidation of around 63 historical 
buildings related to Mahatma Gandhi around 
Sabarmati Ashram in Ahmedabad and turning 
them into a “world class memorial” to mark the 
150th birth anniversary of Gandhi. 

A declaration on the same is likely on October 
2 when Prime Minister Narendra Modi is sched¬ 
uled to attend a public function at Sabarmati 
Riverfront. 

Kartikeya Sarabhai, trustee of Sabarmati 
Ashram Preservation and Memorial Trust 
(SAPMT), said details are yet to be worked out 
on the project but an initiative has been taken. 

According to Sarabhai, at present, visitors 
tour only an area of around 3-4 acres, housing 
the Hriday Kunj and the museums, where as the 
actual area spreads around 30 acres, housing 
around 63 historical buildings related to Gandhi. 

The Sabarmati Ashram precincts, which was 
earlier called the Satyagraha Ashram, had 120 
acres and 28 gunthas of land till 1951. It was then 
divided into five trusts. “(So) the idea is that the 
Ashram area should be a bigger experience for 
the visitor by consolidating the different proper¬ 
ties... Some land (also) has to be readjusted. 
Details are yet to be worked out,” said Sarabhai. 


UP: Congress, SP to boycott 
marathon Assembly session

LUCKNOW,SEPTEMBER30 

EVEN AS the state government 
is aiming at setting a record by 
holding a special two day session 
of the Legislative Assembly 
round-the-clock to mark the 
150th birth anniversary of 
Mahatma Gandhi, on October 2, 
the main opposition parties, in¬ 
cluding the Samajwadi Party 
(SP) and the Congress have de¬ 
cided to boycott the special 
session. 

The Bahujan Samaj Party 
(BSP), however, has not made its 
stand clear yet. Senior party 
leaders said no instructions had 
been issued to attend the ses¬ 
sion. Several also cited personal 
engagements. 

While the Congress has 
made it clear that none of its leg- 
islators would attend the ses¬ 
sion, the SP said its MLAs would 
be busy with the party’s own 
event on October 2. 

“When they (state govern¬ 
ment) are adamant on killing 


democracy, what kind of discus¬ 
sion do they plan to have in the 
name of Mahatma Gandhi? 
There is no law and order in the 
state, there is no employment 
and the government is unable to 
do much about it,” claimed 
Congress Legislative Party leader 
Ajay Kumar Lallu. 

He added, “We will not attend 
the session just to become part of 
some record making. There are 
more pressing issues in the state 
that should be addressed but the 
government is not allowing any 
space for anyone to raise their 
voice. So what is the point of at¬ 
tending the session?” 

The Congress has announced 
a “peace march" from Shaheed 
Smarak to Gandhi statue near 
GPO in Lucknow on October 2 to 
mark Gandhi Jayanti and senior 
leaders have been asked to par¬ 
ticipate in it. 

Meanwhile, a senior legisla¬ 
tor of SP, who did not wish to be 
named, said, “In fact, we were the 
first to organise our own event, a 
bhajan programme, to mark 
Gandhi Jayanti at Gandhi Pratima 


in Lucknow. Our party chief, 
Akhilesh Yadav, will participate, 
along with all our party MLAs and 
MLCs. Moreover, we also fail to 
understand the actual motive of 
the exercise, (two-day Assembly 
session) where more than about 
Mahatma Gandhi, the govern¬ 
ment will be speaking about its 
own schemes and initiatives.” 

SP spokesperson Rajendra 
Chaudhary said, “Our party is or¬ 
ganising its own event to mark 
Gandhi Jayanti, which would be 
led by Akhilesh ji. All the party 
legislators along with senior 
leaders will be present there.” 

While the Bahujan Samaj 
Party is yet to make any an¬ 
nouncement, sources said that 
many of its leaders are likely to be 
absent at the two-day session. “I 
will be busy with the ongoing by¬ 
poll campaign and will not be able 
to attend the Assembly session,” 
BSP leader Lalji Verma said. 

BSP leader and MLA Sukhdev 
Rajbhar, said, “We will all be in 
Lucknow on Tuesday for a party 
meeting, where it will become 
clear.”

Nashik traders say move 
impractical, stage protest

ONIONTRADERS in Nashikstaged 
a protest on Monday against the 
Centre’s announcement of a stock 
limit for onions. They termed the 
move “impractical” and threate¬ 
ned to boycott the auction of oni¬ 
ons if action was taken against th¬ 
em for violating the stock limits. 

With less than a month to go 
for state elections in Maharashtra 
and Haryana, the Centre on Sun¬ 
day decided to ban the export of 
onions in a bid to control the re¬ 
tail price hike across the country. 
Union Minister for Food and Civil 
Supplies Ram Vilas Paswan also 
announced a stock limit for oni¬ 
ons, prescribing a limit of 500 
quintals for wholesale and 100 
quintals for retail traders per day 
till November 30. The minister 
also asked state governments to 
take action against traders found 
violating this limit. 

Prior to this, the Centre had 
slapped a steep Minimum Export 
Price (MEP) of $850 per tonne to 
stem exports so that the prices dip 
in wholesale and retail markets. 

On Monday, trade in most 
wholesale markets in Maharas¬ 
htra remained suspended as 
traders and farmers from various 
parts of Nashik and Pune took to 
the streets to protest against the 
stock limits. Several traders gath¬ 
ered at Chandwad in Nashik to 
discuss the fallout of the measure. 
Trade resumed in the second half, 


but remained slow, sources said. 

Sohanlal Bhandari, president 
of Nashik onion traders’ associa¬ 
tion, said, “Once onion is procured 
from wholesale markets, it has to 
be sorted and graded before it can 
be sent across. This process takes 
two to three days. This notification 
would virtually dry up the trade 
as traders would have to dispose 
of their stocks before they can buy 
more,” he said. 

Several other traders told The 
Indian Express that in every mar¬ 
ket, there were four to five traders 
who control the trade and buy in 
bulk. “If such traders stop buying, 
what will the market committees 
do if the whole arrival from farm¬ 
ers is not sold?” they said. 

Traders also pointed out that 
at the present rates, hoarding did 
not make sense. They claimed 
that while the government 
yields the stick for traders oper¬ 


ating out of the wholesale mar¬ 
kets, there was little or no mech¬ 
anism to control the prices at the 
retail end. 

Bhandari, who led a delega¬ 
tion of traders to meet the Nashik 
Collector, said they have asked for 
a reconsideration on the stock 
limit. “We are ready to submit 
daily reports of procurement and 
sales of onion, but action should 
be initiated only if the trader fails 
to dispose of the onion within 
seven days of purchase. If any ac¬ 
tion is taken before that, we will 
boycott auction in the wholesale 
markets,” he said. 

Onion prices in wholesale 
markets of Nashik had crossed 
Rs 3,500 per quintal, while in the 
major cities, the bulb is trading at 
Rs 60-80 per kg. A dip in produc¬ 
tion in the states of Maharashtra 
and Karnataka has led to the spike 
in its price. 


NH 766 STRETCH PASSING THROUGH FOREST AREA 

SC proposal intensifies 
protests over traffic ban

MASS PROTESTS have flared up 
across Wayanad district in Kerala 
with people demanding lifting of 
a traffic ban at night on the forest 
stretch of Kozhikode-Mysuru- 
Kollegal national highway 766, 
which cuts through Bandipur Ti¬ 
ger Reserve in Karnataka and is 
one of the three major corridors 
linking Kerala with the rest of the 
country. 

It has been a decade since the 
ban came into effect but protests 
intensified last Wednesday after 
the Supreme Court earlier this 
month asked the Union Ministry 
of Forest, Environment and 
Climate Change to suggest alter¬ 
native routes so that the NH 766 
could be closed forever. 

The court’s suggestion for a 
complete ban on traffic on the for¬ 
est stretch of NH 766, which is the 
lifeline of Wayanad district, has 
triggered an indefinite relay fast 
at Sulthan Bathery town in Waya¬ 
nad, where Congress, BJP and 
CPM supporters have shared the 
protest venue that is thronged by 
hundreds every day. On Monday, 
farmers joined in with a long 
march to Karnataka border, de¬ 
manding that the ban be lifted. 

Kerala Transport Minister and 
NCP leader A K Saseendran said 
the state government wants the 
ban to be lifted. “We want that the 
night traffic be restored with some 
regulations. The Union govern¬ 
ment has rejected our proposal for 
elevated highway through the 
tiger reserve. The SC suggestion for 
closing down the highway would 
only aggravate the situation. 
People of two states are deprived 
of their right to mobility. In the 
country, no other highway pass¬ 
ing through forest is closed for traf¬ 
fic in such a manner. Why the trou¬ 
ble in Kerala alone,” he said.

immense hardship to lakhs of peo¬ 
ple in Kerala and Karnataka.” 

D Rajkumar, managingtrustee 
of Mysum-based Wildlife Conser¬ 
vation Foundation, which is am¬ 
ong the petitioners in Supreme 
Court, said the highway’s closure 
would help wildlife. “The previ¬ 
ous Congress government in 
Karnataka supported the ban, 
which is a must to ensure safety 
of animals. Wild animals move to 
and fro between Bandipur reserve 
and the adjacent Wayanad wild¬ 
life sanctuary. Traffic along the 
highway has increased manifold 
over the years. At night, we have 
noticed that all types of animals 
move very close to the road. If the 
highway is opened again for traf¬ 
fic during the night, animals 
would be exposed to danger,” 
Rajkumar said. 

The traffic ban at night was 
first imposed by the 
Chamarajanagar district admin¬ 
istration in Karnataka in 2009. It 
was also slapped along the 
Bandipur-Mudumalai forest 
stretch of the Mysuru-Ooty road. 

The ban was upheld by the 
Karnataka High Court and later by 
the Supreme Court Acting on PILs, 
the apex court on August 7 or¬ 
dered that the ban would continue 
and asked the Centre to come up 
with a permanent solutions to 
avoid traffic through the tiger re¬ 
serve, giving the government a 
month to submit suggestions. 

Bandipur Tiger Reserve, spre¬ 
ad over 1,400 sq km, was estab¬ 
lished in 1973 as part of Project 
Tiger and declared a core critical 
tiger habitat in 2007.

A DAY after real estate giant Ansal 
API’s vice-chairman Pranav Ansal 
was arrested by Lucknow Police 
in Delhi, a nine-member special 
monitoring team headed by an 
IPS officer was formed on Monday 
to monitor the cases registered 
against the company here.

Kerala govt hits jackpot in lottery 
craze, revenue from ticket sale up 


Jagan: Village, ward 
secretariats to start 
functioning on Oct 2

IN A state with a population of 
3.34 crore as per 2011 Census, an 
astounding 7.92 crore lottery tick¬ 
ets are sold every week in Kerala, 
making lottery one the major 
sources of non-tax revenue. A 
large chunk of this revenue 
earned goes towards meeting 
costs of the state government’s 
social welfare schemes. 

According to Kerala Economic 
Review, 2018, the rise in non-tax 
revenue as a proportion of Gross 
State Domestic Product (GSDP) 
since 2013-14 in Kerala is due to 
the increase in gross receipt from 
lotteries. The share of revenue 
from sale of state lotteries in¬ 
creased from 13.4 per cent in 
1980-81 to 38.39 per cent in 
2000-01 — and to a whopping 
80.49 per cent in 2016-17. 

According to data from the 
state lottery directorate, revenue 
from lottery in 2018-19 financial 
year was Rs 9,276 crore, up from

Last fiscal, the profit was Rs 1,673 
crore. This year’s projected rev¬ 
enue is Rs 11,800 crore. 

Sources said there is a whop¬ 
ping increase in the number of 
tickets printed and sold. “If 60 
lakh tickets were printed in 2016, 
the figure has now reached 1.32 
crore. We don’t have any unsold 
tickets. At present there are six 
weekly tickets, all of which are 
equally popular.” 

According to sources, out of 
the state’s 14 districts, most busi¬ 
ness comes from Palakkad and 


Thrissur. In Palakkad, an official 
said, people from neighbouring 
Tamil Nadu also come every day 
to buy tickets. 

A Vinod, a lottery trader in 
Thiruvananthapuram, said peo¬ 
ple from across social and eco¬ 
nomic spectmm buy tickets. He 
said: “I have government officials 
who spend Rs 30 or Rs 50 on tick¬ 
ets every day. Sometimes, they 
may win small prizes, which 
make them invest in their luck 
every day. Many do not disclose 
this at home. Most of my cus¬ 
tomers are above the age of 40.” 

Vinod said he sells400 tickets 
on average. 

Besides being a just source of 
revenue for the state, government 
officials said, lotteries also provide 
jobs, including to physically chal¬ 
lenged people, who constitute a 
section of ticket-sellers. 

According to Kerala State 
Lottery Agents and Lottery Sellers 
Welfare Fund Board, the number 
of sellers or agents are growing in 
tune with the growth in ticket 
sale. S Kaneshyas, member of the 


Board, said when the CPI(M)-led 
LDF government assumed office 
in 2016, there were 38,000 regis¬ 
tered vendors. The figure, 
Kaneshyas said, is 70,000. “Of 
them, at least 55,000 are actively 
engaged in the agency/selling 
business,” she said. 

Ten per cent of the prize-win¬ 
ning money goes as agent’s com¬ 
mission and 30 per cent income 
tax is levied on the remaining 
amount. In cases of tickets not 
winning, an agent gets a certain 
percentage as commission on the 
selling price. For a ticket priced Rs 
30, the agent gets a commission 
of Rs 5.80, officials explained. 

Talking about the “addiction” 
that business is for scores of peo¬ 
ple, Dr R S Dinesh, a senior psychi- 
atrist at Government Mental 
Hospital, Thiruvananthapuram, 
said said psychiatrists occasion¬ 
ally get people who go into de¬ 
pression, or develop other forms 
of disorder, due to their obsession 
with lottery. “The lottery craze 
should be seen as part of a general 
addiction of a society,” he said.

ANDHRAPRADESH ChiefMinister 
Y S Jagan Mohan Reddy on Mon¬ 
day said village and ward secre¬ 
tariats aimed at decentralising ad¬ 
ministration and ensuring better 
delivery of government schemes 
and services will start functioning 
in the state from October 2. 

An idea floated by Jagan soon 
after he was sworn in, these secre¬ 
tariats are to serve as the final link 
between the government and 
beneficiaries of various welfare 
schemes in the state. 

The government has so far re¬ 
cruited 1.26 lakh people to man 
these secretariats. These employ¬ 
ees will supervise 2.41 lakh vol¬ 
unteers, who will be in direct con¬ 
tact with beneficiaries. Each 
volunteer, who is paid a honorar¬ 
ium of Rs 5,000 per month, will 
be in-charge of servicing 50 ben¬ 
eficiary households. According to 
theJagan,over21 lakh people ap¬ 


plied for jobs in the secretariats. 

The ChiefMinister Monday 
handed over appointment letters 
to several secretariat employees 
who were selected after an exam¬ 
ination and screening process last 
month. “Village secretariats will 
ensure decentralised administra¬ 
tion and deliver transparent, ac¬ 
countable and corruption-free 
services to the people of the state 
and create over five lakh jobs,” 
Jagan said at the event. 

According to the Chief Min¬ 
ister, 11,158 village secretariats and 
3,786 ward secretariats will start 
functioning on October 2. 

Some of the schemes that the 
secretariat staff are supposed to 
ensure doorstep delivery of in¬ 
clude the delivery of 20 kg rice 
bags at Rs 1 per kg; Rs 3,000 per 
month pension to senior citizens; 
Rs 10,000 per month to kidney dis¬ 
ease patients requiringdialysis; Rs 
15,000 per annum to women with 
two children in school; farm in¬ 
vestment support of Rs 12,500 per 
annum to eligible farmers.

IN A bid to fight drug resistance 
and tackle rheumatic heart dis¬ 
ease, the Government of India is 
planning a revival of penicillin, 
one of the oldest antibiotics 
known to man. Not many organ¬ 
isms have developed resistance 
to it yet. 

Penicillin went out of pro¬ 
duction in India because of un¬ 
realistic price control, officials 
said. The government is now 
planning to procure penicillin 
centrally for three years and give 
it to all children between 5-15 
years who have a sore throat, at 
least once. The drug will be dis¬ 
pensed through primary health 
centres or administered by 
ASHAs. 

A committee has been 
formed with officials from the 
department of health research 
to finalise the contours of the 
plan to tackle rheumatic fever 
and heart disease burden and re¬ 
vive penicillin. 

A senior health ministry of¬ 
ficial said, "We are looking at a 
plan to deal with rheumatic 
fever and rheumatic heart dis¬ 
ease load and are trying to re¬ 
vive penicillin availability be¬ 
cause it is the cheapest option 
for rheumatic fever treatment. 
We are exploring various op¬ 
tions including talking to the 
National Pharmaceutical 
Pricing Authority to take it off 
the price control list. Also, to 
kickstart production, we are 
looking at procuring the medi¬ 
cine centrally — enough stock 
for three years so that manufac¬ 
turers are encouraged to restart 
production." 

Penicillin, discovered in 1928, 


is still the first line antibiotic in 
many western countries, but it 
gradually went out of the Indian 
market even though some of its 
more expensive derivatives con¬ 
tinue to be prescribed. 

Population-based studies in¬ 
dicate the prevalence of rheu¬ 
matic heart disease in India to 
be about 2/1000 population. 
However, surveys conducted in 
school children in the age group 
of 5-16 years by ICMR gives 
overall prevalence of 6/1000. 
Rheumatic fever is endemic in 
India and remains one of the 
major causes of cardiovascular 
disease, accounting for nearly 
25-45% of acquired heart dis¬ 
ease. Not all sore throats go on 
to become rheumatic fever with 
severe joint pain or affect the 
heart in a disease that eventu¬ 
ally leaves no option but to re¬ 
place the heart valves — a con¬ 
dition known as rheumatic 
heart disease. However, doctors 
say, it is better to give an antibi¬ 
otic dose and nip the possibility 
in the bud. 

Dr Arun Singh, advisor to the 
Ministry of Health, said: 
"Penicillin is one of the oldest an¬ 
tibiotics and in many western 
countries still remains the first 
antibiotic. Yet in India it has al¬ 
most gone out of the market be¬ 
cause of price control.The prices 
were kept so low that manufac¬ 
turers stopped making the dmg. 
On the other hand, India has a 
high burden of rheumatic fever 
and rheumatic heart disease — 
the latter often goes undiag¬ 
nosed and leads to many mater¬ 
nal deaths at the time of child¬ 
birth. The first presentation often 
is a sore throat, so we are look¬ 
ing at giving a course of penicillin 
to all children between 5-15 
years once."

THE NITI Aayog on Monday re¬ 
leased its first School Education 
Quality Index (SEQI) report, in 
which Kerala emerged as the 
best performing state, while 
Uttar Pradesh was the worst 
among the larger 20 states in the 
country. 

Aimed at assessing the qual¬ 
ity of school education in states 
and Union Territories, the SEQI 
is based on 30 indicators 
grouped into two broad cate¬ 
gories - ‘outcome’ and ‘gover¬ 
nance processes aiding out¬ 
comes’. States and UTs have been 
ranked in the index based on 
their overall performance in the 
reference year of 2016-17. 

The list does not include 
West Bengal as the state did not 
participate in the exercise. 

Titled ‘The success of Our 
Schools: School Education 
Quality Index 2019’, the report 
was released by NITI Aayog vice¬ 


chairman Dr Rajiv Kumar and 
CEO Amitabh Kant. 

According to the report, 
among larger states, Kerala 
topped the list with a score of 
0.766 in overall performance, 
with Rajasthan second with a 
score of0.729. 

Uttar Pradesh was the worst 
performer with a score of just 
0.364. and ranked at the last 
place on the list. The other big 
states with dismal performance 
are Jammu and Kashmir (0.411), 
Punjab (0.411), Bihar (0.420) and 
Jharkhand (0.439), ranked at 
19th, 18th, 17th and 16th place 
respectively. 

The report has ranked eight 
smaller states and the seven 
Union Territories separately. As 
far as the smaller states are con¬ 
cerned, Manipur topped the list 
with a score of0.688, followed by 
Tripura (0.645) and Goa (0.584), 
with Amnachal Pradesh (0.246) 
the worst performing state. 

Among Union Territories, 
Chandigarh topped the list with 
a score of 0.829, followed by

Initially, the NITI Aayog had 
planned to prepare this index 
along 33 parameters, but due to 
a lack of reliable data, it had to 
drop at least three indicators. 
Highlighting the credibility of 
the education data in the coun¬ 
try, NITI officials said some indi¬ 
cators have been dropped due to 
inconsistencies in data submit¬ 
ted by States/UTs. 

A similar index was released 
by the Ministry of Human 
Resource Development (MHRD) 
in April. However, officials at NITI 
Aayog said that the SEQI is a sub¬ 
set of a Performance Grading 
Index (PGI) released by the 
MHRD, and the only difference 
between the two indices is that 
SEQI accords a higher emphasis 
to learning outcome, whereas 
the PGI accords a higher weigh- 
tage to input and infrastructure. 
PGI measures the quality of the 
school education on the basis of 
the 70 parameters, and is a tool 
to provide insights on the status 
of school education in states and 
UTs.

THE OFFICE of the Labour 
Commissioner in Assam lodged 
a case against Wipro at the CJM 
court in Guwahati based on a 
two-year-old complaint by a 
group of eight data-entry opera¬ 
tors working on contract for the 
NRC through the IT company, of¬ 
ficials said on Monday. 

“The case has been registered 
against Wipro for violating the 
Contract Labour (Regulation and 
Abolition) Act of 1970 because 
they had not obtained the re¬ 
quired license,” said Labour 
Commissioner Narayan Konwar.

Holding local body elections in J&K amid lockdown and 
detentions could only deepen the distrust 

T HERE IS SOMETHING of the surreal about Sunday’s announcement by the 
Jammu and Kashmir State Election Commission: Block Development Council 
elections will be held on “party lines” on October 24. According to this plan, 
the BDC polls will take place — for the first time in the state — at a juncture 
when restrictions imposed on citizens by the Centre since August 5 remain largely in 
place and political leaders continue to be detained, bringing to a standstill all political ac¬ 
tivity that calls for, and depends upon, the freedom of expression, movement and asso¬ 
ciation. The panchs and sarpanchs, who form the electorate for the BDC polls, are also in¬ 
hibited by these curbs. In fact, they have been especially affected, for longer. As this paper 
has reported, almost a year after the last round of J&K panchayat polls, many of these rep¬ 
resentatives of the people at the bottom-most tier of electoral democracy from different 
parts of the Valley continue to seek refuge in a hotel in uptown Srinagar as they are fear¬ 
ful of visiting their villages. Even before the current lockdown and communication block¬ 
ade, this persistence of fear has served to underline the many questions of legitimacy 
that afflicted the electoral exercise at the end of which many seats of panch and sapanch 
in the Valley lie vacant, and most of those elected were elected unopposed. 

Given that there has been little progress since then in empowering and enabling pan- 
chayati raj institutions, and in view of the heavy pall of anxieties and insecurities that has 
descended over the people and politicians in Kashmir now, the move to push ahead with 
the BDC polls raises serious questions about what that exercise could possibly achieve. But 
these questions are being stonewalled by the top echelons of government and the bot¬ 
tommost. The J&K Chief Electoral Officer, Shailendra Kumar, has sought to sweep the po¬ 
litical questions under the administrative carpet. The state election commission, he said, 
is ready and willing to “facilitate” a level playing field, “whenever any candidate or polit¬ 
ical party approaches us”. The BDC polls cannot be preceded by bypolls to fill the vacant 
panch and sarpanch seats, he said, because that would require electoral roles to be pre¬ 
pared afresh. It is important to go ahead with the BDC polls because “at block level many 
development works have stopped and are not moving ahead”. And Union Home Minister 
Amit Shah has countered the questions about continuing restrictions in Kashmir by tar¬ 
geting the Opposition for the decades-old militancy in the state and the long imprison¬ 
ment of Sheikh Abdullah, by invoking the deaths of jawans, and of course, by blaming 
the “Himalayan” blunders of Jawaharlal Nehru. 

In just over a month, the map of J&K is about to change. It is still not known to what 
extent the move has sparked opposition among the people most affected by it — that as¬ 
sessment can be made only after the restrictions on them are completely lifted. 
Undoubtedly, what is needed inJ&K is a genuine political process with politicians on the 
ground, not in detention. The push to hold elections when the basic conditions of democ¬ 
racy are not met could only deepen public distrust. 


At hot sea 

IPCC report on oceans underlines urgency of upscaling GHG 
reduction targets, building resilience to climate change 

B Y 2100, OCEANS all over the world will absorb five to seven times more heat than 
they have done in the past 50 years, if we do not reduce our emissions trajec¬ 
tory,” notes a report of the Intergovernmental Panel on Climate Change (IPCC) 
released last week. This, the report warns, will lead to global sea- levels rising 
by at least a metre, submerging several coastal cities, including Mumbai, Kolkata, Chennai 
and Surat. Marine heatwaves are projected to be more intense, they would last longer and 
occur 50 times more often. Sea-level rise could also lead to an increase in the frequency of 
extreme weather events, which occur, for example, during high tides and intense storms. 

Oceans cover more than 70 per cent of the earth’s surface and provide critical ecosystem 
services such as soaking up heat and distributing it evenly. So, as the planet warms, it’s the 
oceans that get most of the extra energy. But hotter oceans also mean stronger cyclones and 
storms. This could mean unprecedented volatility in several coastal regions. For instance, in 
2014, Cyclone Nilofar was the first extremely severe cyclone to be recorded in the Arabian 
Sea in the post-monsoon season. Earlier cyclones impacting the country generally origi¬ 
nated in the Bay of Bengal and made their landfall on India’s eastern coast. Cyclone Nilofar 
did not make a landfall but it led to heavy rains in the country’s west coast. And in October 
last year, a higher than normal surge in sea-level due to the dual impact of Cyclone Luban 
and high tide swamped several beaches in Goa. Some of them, in fact, went completely un¬ 
der water for a few hours. Warming seas have changed cyclone behaviour in other ways as 
well. In 2017, Cyclone Ockhi, which originated in the Bay of Bengal, travelled more than 
2,000 km to wreak havoc on India’s western coast — the first cyclone to do so in 30 years. 

The IPCC report warns of more “frequent El Nino and La Nina events”. These events in 
the Pacific Ocean are critically linked to the southwest monsoons in India. In fact, a El Nino 
caused a severe drought in the country in 2015. This means that countries will not only 
have to upscale efforts to check GHG emissions, they will also need to ramp up invest¬ 
ments in infrastructure and knowledge systems that help build up peoples’ resilience 
against extreme weather events. However, after the Paris Climate Treaty, progress on both 
counts has been patchy at best. The latest IPCC report should serve as a wake-up call. 


Threshold in orbit 


Elon Musk ups the ante in the space race, and this 
time it is a target worth shooting for 

S PACE ENTREPRENEUR ELON Musk, long criticised for setting unrealistic dead¬ 
lines, and then criticised some more for trying to meet them with an inhuman 
work schedule, has done it again. He threatens to put a prototype of his heavy 
and reusable rocket Starship into orbit in six months. It’s a deadline that even 
the engineers of the Apollo 11 mission, who won the race to space, would have balked at, 
and they had a government budget and a huge space industry at their command. But a 
reusable rocket system — rather than single-use rockets for every flight—is the Holy Grail 
of space exploration. 

A rocket system that can ferry people back and forth between earth and orbit is the 
threshold for the leap to the planets and the stars. It is speculated that craft with other 
propulsion modes unsuitable for use near planets, like ion drives, could take over from 
there, propelling crews at tremendous speeds to distances now unimaginable. The exist¬ 
ing transport system on earth works efficiently because people can easily change modes 
— bus to train or plane, then bus or taxi to the final destination. Space mass transport 
would probably be similarly variegated and interconnected. 

But why is Musk in such a hurry to “extend consciousness beyond earth”, in his words? 
Perhaps it’s because he believes that consciousness is up to no good down here. Musk has 
repeatedly sounded warnings about artificial intelligence, currently the Holy Grail of com¬ 
munications technology, running wild. Even if the AIs don’t get us, climate change will. It 
appears certain that extreme events at shorelines will be experienced by people alive to¬ 
day. Against this grim backdrop, the sands of Mars as depicted by Edgar Rice Burroughs may 
seem inviting, and reaching earth orbit would be the first leg of the journey to safety.

Free together, or not at all 

South Asia needs a culture of commitment to human 
rights, not human rights as communal props

THERE IS, NO doubt, a stunning irony in 
Pakistan positioning itself as a champion of 
the rights of Kashmiris and human rights 
more generally. India’s biggest asset diplo¬ 
matically is that it is dealing with a state 
whose commitment to self-serving violence 
and the persecution of its minorities is so ev¬ 
ident that it will taint any human rights cause 
it touches. But the superficial satisfaction that 
a diplomatic victory might yield for India 
should not blind us to one practical danger, 
and one deep moral truth. The practical dan¬ 
ger is this: We can dismiss the current rhet¬ 
oric as mere words. But two things stand out: 
India and Pakistan are now not just accusing 
each other of specific actions that are evil. 
They are impugning the core character of 
each other. Pakistan’s charge against India is 
now not that India is a state that illegally oc¬ 
cupies and oppresses Kashmir; it is that the 
nature of the Indian regime has changed to a 
majoritarian racial ideology. For India, 
Pakistan is not a state that uses terror; the 
core of the state is terror incarnate. These 
mutual accusations have been implicit in 
India-Pakistan relations. But now they are 
explicit positions, an attack on each other’s 
core identity. 

Combine this with another fact. The 
heightened rhetoric has raised expectations 
of action in both countries. Imran Khan in¬ 
coherently oscillates between expressing 
helplessness and warning of nuclear apoca¬ 
lypse. But it is difficult to see the current po¬ 
litical establishment in Pakistan not losing 
face, if it is not seen to do something. India, for 
its part, has clearly announced an intention 
to now “solve” the Kashmir problem and 
make sure Pakistan is taught enough lessons 
that it cannot get away with its characteris¬ 
tic perfidy. After the misinformation in India 
on what Balakot achieved and the constant 
need to drum up nationalist frenzy, there is 
also heightened domestic expectation in 
India’s capacity to now take this fight to the 
finish. Whether this signal gets Pakistan to 
back down or increases the risk of conflict is 
an open question. There is also a leadership 
vacuum in the international system. The con¬ 
flict has become a lot more existential on 
both sides. The room for clawing back is less, 
the prospect of a violent denouement high. 

It would be complacent to deny this im-

pending danger. But here is another moral 
issue. It is touching to see Pakistan express a 
love for India’s minorities. India, quite legit¬ 
imately, in turn used Pakistan’s treatment of 
Ahmadiyas, Shias, and Balochis, as props in 
its own ideological defence while minorities 
in both countries say, “Don’t use us. You will 
delegitimise us. We will deal with our own 
oppressors, thank you very much.” But im¬ 
plicit in these rhetorical invocations is a clue 
to what went wrong in ideological thinking 
in South Asia. Rather than a general commit¬ 
ment to human rights, or the dignity and in¬ 
violability of the individual, rights were al¬ 
ways invoked in the context of one 
community or the other. The problem of hu¬ 
man rights was framed as the problem of dis¬ 
tribution of power in particular communi¬ 
ties: Muslim against Hindu, Hindu against 
Muslim, Shia against Sunni, Kashmir against 
India, Balochistan against Pakistan. The list 
could go on. In part, this was understandable 
since groups were often targeted in virtue of 
particular identities. But this framing had 
two unfortunate consequences. 

We invoke the rights of our favourite 
group as and when we want; often those of 
our co-ethnics at the expense of others. So, 
rights are tied to communal sympathies. 
They set up a competitive dynamic over 
whose human rights matter. Human rights 
are, paradoxically, used to divide, not unite. In 
the South Asia context, we also have the chal¬ 
lenge of endless minorities within minori¬ 
ties. If one group gets self-determination, for 
instance, chances are you will land up with 
another minority to protect within that 
group. In short, group-based rights don’t 
work if there is no commitment to human 
rights and freedom within those groups. But 
if there is a general commitment to freedom 
and human rights, the claims of group-based 
rights become less necessary. 

This paradox can be seen in the relation 
between nationalism and subnationalism. It 
is a tmism that in the modem world a nation 
state is the political form under which rights 
can be claimed. But the process of consoli¬ 
dation of nation states can also become ex¬ 
clusionary, and often spawn counter resist¬ 
ance in the form of subnationalism. But if 
nationalism is, by virtue of its exclusions, il¬ 
legitimate, so should subnationalism be (un¬ 


less purely defensive), which often produces 
the same logic in miniature. It should be sub¬ 
ject to the same suspicion. In a way, both 
need to be held to a human rights standard. 

If South Asia wants to get out of the 
morass of deadly identity politics, it will 
have to make a commitment to human 
rights in general, not align them to a com¬ 
munal imagination. If individuals have free¬ 
dom and dignity, identities will flourish and 
proliferate anyway. But these will be freely 
chosen, not scripted by exclusionary nation¬ 
alisms. No matter how presumptuously a 
community might feel it can get away by 
denying other communities their rights by 
virtue of its power or numbers, eventually 
the culture of impugning rights comes and 
bites back. 

India is right: Pakistan’s persecution of its 
minorities has deeply distorted its nature and 
character. But India is being complacent if it 
thinks that the decimation of law, the sus¬ 
pension of habeas corpus, and the near per¬ 
manent state of emergency we have prac¬ 
tised in Kashmir is not coming to imperil the 
liberties of all of us. In some ways, it already 
has. Whichever way we look at it, there is no 
way out for South Asia unless there is a cul¬ 
ture of commitment to human rights, not hu¬ 
man rights as communal props. The chal¬ 
lenges of both India and Pakistan can be 
solved only if we re-imagine ourselves, in¬ 
ternally, as a zone of freedom, not warring 
identities. 

It is easy to hear the utter derision human 
rights evokes. They can be conceptually com¬ 
plicated. But we have a good start. It looks 
like we understand the rights of individuals 
in particular groups. All we need to do is ex¬ 
tend the same courtesy to everyone else. But 
in a week when we will be drowned in 
Gandhian piety, it is worth going back to first 
principles and asking: Even with these bom¬ 
bastic diplomatic victories, and full arsenal 
of force and repression at our disposal, can 
we imagine an enduring peace in South Asia, 
without reorienting its culture to individual 
dignity and freedom? 

As Gandhi knew: We can either be free 
together or not at all.

Bad Air, But How Bad 

Smog does affect health but there is no data on the problem’s magnitude

IN THE PAST three years, several studies have 
linked air pollution with health effects. For 
instance, the State of Global Air 2019, pub¬ 
lished by the Health Effects Institute (HEI), 
claimed exposure to outdoor and indoor air 
pollution contributed to over 1.2 million 
deaths in India in 2017. Another study con¬ 
ducted by researchers at the International 
Food Policy Research Institute (IFPRI) and 
partner institutes peg the economic cost of 
exposure to air pollution from crop residue 
burning at $35 billion, or nearly Rs. 2.35 lakh 
crore annually, for the three north Indian 
states of Punjab, Haryana and Delhi. 

While we do not question the basic 
premise that air pollution has adverse health 
impact, we are sceptical about the figures 
quoted and the methodology adopted in es¬ 
timating the cost. 

First piece of the jigsaw of such studies 
relates to the availability of data on meas¬ 
urement of air pollution levels, notably 
mean concentrate on particulate matter 
(PM)10 (particles smaller than 10 microns) 
and PM2.5 (particles smaller than 2.5 mi¬ 
crons, about 25 to 100 times thinner than a 
human hair). The availability of data has no 
doubt improved significantly in recent years, 
with an increase in number of nodes where 
such data is now being collected 24x7. 
However, while the discourse on air pollu-

tion in the Indian context centres around 
PM10 and PM2.5, there are other pollutants 
in the atmosphere which are more harmful 
— nanoparticles, for example. Soil erosion, 
dust storms, burning of unprocessed fuel 
and industrial and mechanical processes 
also cause air pollution. The lack of data on 
these implies that research excludes an im¬ 
portant aspect of the health implications of 
pollution. This may mean that the total eco¬ 
nomic cost of exposure can, in fact, be higher 
than what is reported. But is it really so? 

This brings to us the second piece of the 
puzzle: Estimating the impact of pollution 
on health. There can be two ways to under¬ 
stand it. For instance, IFPRI has used India’s 
fourth District Level Health Survey data to 
correlate pollution with health impact. 
However, it is a general health survey and 
does not cover all diseases linked to air pol¬ 
lution. Moreover, the information is collated 
from households. Resource constraints pre¬ 
clude any attempt to collect clinical and bio¬ 
metric information of individuals exposed 
to air pollution. Health assessment based on 
respondents’ perceptions may not provide 
a real picture unless a medical examination 
on the subjects captures the residues of such 
pollutants in the blood. Only then can the 
extent and severity of pollution impacts be 
ascertained. 


In India, the general approach is to get the 
cost estimates from developed countries and 
then deflate the numbers using the purchas¬ 
ing power parity (PPP)conversion approach 
to arrive at economic costs of pollution. 
However, there could be a major flaw in this 
approach. For example, it overlooks how hu¬ 
man immunity develops in polluted and non 
polluted areas. To completely overlook this 
fact may lead to an overestimation of pollu¬ 
tion’s adverse impacts. 

While the severity of the air pollution 
problem is a fact, its magnitude can only be 
judged when, apart from scientists measur¬ 
ing air pollution and social scientists assess¬ 
ing economic values, medical practitioners 
are also involved in collecting clinical and 
biometric information. It appears that the 
last part is missing in most studies. Of course, 
given the shortage of doctors in India, it 
would always be costly to involve the med¬ 
ical profession in such studies. But then, re¬ 
searchers should acknowledge that they may 
be off the mark. As of now, the true picture 
remains shrouded in the smog that prevails 
over our cities.

An illusion of parity 

India must reflect frankly upon China’s extraordinary transformation 
as it celebrates the 70th anniversary of the founding of PRC

AS CHINA CELEBRATES the 70th anniversary 
of the founding of the People’s Republic with 
much military pomp and nationalist pride 
today, India must reflect upon the extraordi¬ 
nary transformation on its northern frontiers. 
China’s internal and external trajectory has 
enthused, puzzled and troubled India since 
the early 20th century. The PRC’s fascinating 
evolution presents four broad themes for any 
Indian contemplation. 

The first is China’s awe-inspiring eco¬ 
nomic miracle. This demands a deep Indian 
admiration for China’s success in improving 
the lives of the largest number of people in 
the shortest period ever. While Mao’s eco¬ 
nomic experimentation turned out to be dis¬ 
astrous, the era of reform and opening up 
launched by Deng Xiaoping at the end of the 
1970s transformed China into the world’s 
second largest economy. It’s a matter of time 
that China will overtake the United States in 
terms of the aggregate size of the economy. 
China is not the first country to move from 
underdeveloped to developed status. It is the 
first country to compress that journey into 
just four decades. 

Many in India tend to minimise the sig¬ 
nificance of this growth by pointing to the 
nature of the political system under the 
Chinese Communist Party. They invoke the 
excuse that India has had to pay a democracy 
tax that slows its development while China 
had an authoritarian dividend. The denial of 
China’s economic miracle, however, is also 
often accompanied by an envy of China’s rise. 
A more balanced Indian judgement would 
underline the possibilities for rapid and pro¬ 
ductive change that China has demonstrated 
to other developing countries. 

In the middle of the 20th century, the 
dominant sentiment about Asia’s economic 
future was of pessimism. Many were con¬ 
vinced that it was impossible for late entrants 
into the world economy, dominated by 
Western imperial powers, to develop rapidly 
or successfully. China, in spectacular manner, 
proved that assumption wrong. India’s own 
reforms at the turn of the 1990s generated 
similar optimism that it too could rise within 
a short period. One difference, though, is in 
the comprehensive and sustained nature of 
China’s reforms — from education to diplo¬ 
macy and from military to municipal gover¬ 
nance. India’s reform strategy in comparison 
has been tentative, episodic and limited. 

One exception to China’s story of sweep¬ 
ing reform, though, has been in the arena of 
political modernisation. That takes us to the 
second theme. The CCP deserves much praise 
for stitching a diverse set of people and terri¬ 
tories into a single nation-state. But the CCP’s 
continuing challenges are evident in the 
problems it confronts today in regions with 
ethnic as well as religious minorities such as 
Xinjiang and Tibet. 

China is also having difficulty in bringing 
Hong Kong under full sovereign control. 
Protests have continued for weeks against 
Beijing’s efforts to turn Hong Kong — that has 
enjoyed the benefits of the principle “one 
country, two systems”— into just another city 
in China. The developments are a reminder of 
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the unending and uphill task of generating 
national coherence in a large state. The Hong 
Kong protests might also make it even harder 
for the CCP to complete Taiwan’s unification 
with the PRC. 

Meanwhile, hopes that China’s economic 
growth will eventually lead to the emergence 
of a middle class and the democratisation of 
its polity have been dampened. The Xi Jinping 
era has seen a vigorous crackdown on dis¬ 
sent and the emergence of a surveillance 
state that has deployed emerging digital 
technologies in asserting unprecedented 
control over its population. 

India has rightly avoided telling China 
how to govern itself. For, India has many 
problems of its own in building national unity 
and consolidating territorial sovereignty. But 
India can certainly learn from the ancient 
Chinese wisdom that governing a large na¬ 
tion is like cooking a small fish. They are eas¬ 
ily overdone. 

Deng Xiaoping’s emphasis on “one coun¬ 
try, two systems” and letting some of China’s 
regions grow first and then pulling others for¬ 
ward brought great sophistication and sub¬ 
tlety to administering China. But Xi’s harder 
line could turn China into a strong but brit¬ 
tle state. India’s strength, in contrast, lies in 
its soft but supple structure that can absorb 
the inevitable tensions of nation-building. It 
is easy to forget this. 

Third is China’s huge commitment to 
building national capabilities in science and 
technology. Exactly a century ago, the May 
Fourth Movement in China defined the goals 
of the nation’s modernisation as replacing 
“Mr Confucius” with “Mr Democracy and Mr 
Science”. Nationalists and communists alike 
recognised that breaking free from the chains 
of inherited religious and social custom was 
critical for China’s modernisation. While Mr 
Democracy has been elusive, Mr Science has 
found a thriving home in China. Unlike 
China’s economic rise, its emerging impres¬ 
sive credentials on science and technology 
have been less recognised in India. 

China has begun to take the pole position 
in a number of emerging areas like artificial 
intelligence, robotics, data analytics, synthetic 
biology, new materials and space sciences. 
The size of investments in research and de¬ 
velopment, modernisation of the higher ed¬ 
ucation system, opening China up for foreign 
faculty and talent, and making the People’s 
Liberation Army a major stakeholder have all 
propelled China to the highest ranks of scien¬ 
tific power. But, without a successful battle 


against feudalism, China’s technological 
progress would not have been so dramatic. 

To be sure, the fight against Confucianism 
took extreme forms under Mao, including 
the vandalisation of China’s rich cultural her¬ 
itage. Under Mao’s successors though, China 
has found a better balance between preserv¬ 
ing the rich past and embracing the spirit of 
science and technology. Meanwhile, India’s 
battle against feudal legacy is incomplete 
and might be losing steam. Delhi has also 
much ground to cover in catching up with 
China on science and technology. 

Finally, there is the question of power in 
China’s world view. Nationalists and com¬ 
munists were one in their determination to 
restore China’s “wealth and power” (fuqiang 
in Chinese) that eroded so quickly in the en¬ 
counter with the West during the colonial 
era. The CCP can rightly claim the redemp¬ 
tion of that ambition in good measure. While 
many in the West admired and promoted 
the economic rise of China, they seem ut¬ 
terly surprised by Beijing’s current assertion 
as a great power. 

The expectation that China will play by 
the rules devised by West and accept a sta¬ 
tus designated for them has turned out to be 
a delusion. China is now a great power in its 
own right and wants to deal with the world 
on its own terms. But the CCP, too, has been 
surprised by the pushback from the West 
and the rapid escalation of conflict with the 
United States. The nature of the increasingly 
unpredictable relationship between China 
and the West will shape international rela¬ 
tions in the decades ahead. 

Like the West, India, too, underesti¬ 
mated China’s entirely legitimate aspira¬ 
tions to be a great power and the speed 
with which it has got there. This has been 
compounded by a persistent Indian temp¬ 
tation to romanticise the relationship with 
China and hope that declarations of soli¬ 
darity will overcome contradictory inter¬ 
ests. To make matters worse, the illusion of 
parity with China has prevented Delhi from 
coming to terms with the rapidly widening 
power gap with Beijing and its impact on 
India’s world. Overcoming the conse¬ 
quences of that gap, which is likely to per¬ 
sist for long, will be India’s greatest national 
challenge in the coming decades.

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Man in the arena 

‘Howdy, Modi’ showcased that India, US have shed Cold War baggage 


I WAS AMONG the 50,000 people who 
watched Prime Minister Narendra Modi at 
the Howdy, Modi event in Houston on 
September 22. Along with him on the stage 
were US congressmen and senators, 
Republicans and Democrats. The Mayor of 
Houston was on the stage. And then the 
President of the United States joined him. 
Other than when they congregate in the US 
Congress, I have not seen that many 
American lawmakers of both parties on one 
stage, and that too with 50,000 people cheer¬ 
ing them in a football stadium. None of this 
was familiar ground for Modi, except per¬ 
haps 50,000 deliriously cheering crowd. Yet 
he stood there, owning every moment of that 
event. He played the host and the guest both, 
with remarkable finesse. 

As I watched Modi, the immortal words 
of Theodore Roosevelt played in my head. “It 
is not the critic who counts; not the man who 
points out how the strong man stumbles, or 
where the doer of deeds could have done 
them better. The credit belongs to the man 
who is actually in the arena, whose face is 
marred by dust and sweat and blood; who 
strives valiantly.” Modi that morning was the 
man in the arena — one who leads from the 
front and never shies from a good fight. The 
stakes at Howdy, Modi were so high that if 
even one little thing went wrong the entire 
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event would be derailed. No US president has 
ever appeared on the stage with a foreign 
leader in a rally in a football stadium. 
Houston City had never previously handled 
logistics and security for such a high profile 
event. Khalistani and Pakistani protesters had 
threatened to sabotage the show. Torrential 
rains had flooded the city of Houston just a 
day before the event and 50,000 people had 
to be ushered inside the stadium with proper 
security protocol. Yet that morning in the 
NRG Stadium, everything neatly fell in place 
and history was made. 

To my left sat an elderly lady who had 
flown all the way from Atlanta. Her feet were 
swollen after standing in the security line for 
few hours. “I can barely fit my feet in my 
shoes,” she pointed towards her shoes. 
Originally from Ludhiana, she told me she 
would not have missed the event for any¬ 
thing. “What do you like about Modi,” I 
asked. “I haven’t seen a politician like this in 
my life. He does what he says,” she said, and 
before I could ask her another question, she 
was cheering and screaming like a teenager 
at a pop concert. To my right sat a young IT 
professional originally from Telangana, who 
was continuously charging his two phones 
with his power bank and furiously whatsap- 
ping photos and videos. “I am waiting to see 
what he will say about Pakistan and Article 


370,” he told me. “I doubt he will say any¬ 
thing much,” I said, and he looked at me with 
disbelief. When Modi asked the audience to 
give Indian lawmakers who had helped pass 
the legislation to abrogate Article 370 a 
standing ovation, he stood up and cheered 
wildly, but not without giving me a look that 
said “Modi never disappoints”. 

There was a bunch of giggling teenagers 
with popcorn tubs in front of me. Most of 
them were born and raised in the US. Why 
are they here today, I asked. “To watch India’s 
prime minister and cheer for him," they said. 
“Can you recall the name of any previous 
prime minister of India,” I asked. They looked 
at each other and shrugged their shoulders. 
“Not really,” they said almost in unison. “My 
parents talk about Modi all the time at 
home,” one of them told me. “India and 
United States are friends, it makes sense for 
them to tell the world that,” another teenager 
told me. 

Standing in the NRG stadium it was hard 
to believe that just two decades ago, then US 
president, Bill Clinton, had imposed eco¬ 
nomic sanctions after India announced com¬ 
pletion of a series of underground nuclear 
tests. That morning, as Indian and American 
flags were being waved together, it was clear 
that the cold war baggage had finally been 
thrown off. What was ignited by P V 


Narasimha Rao, carried forward by Atal 
Bihari Vajpayee, solidified by Manmohan 
Singh had now been given new wings by 
Modi. 

India and the US are not allies. The two 
countries will, perhaps, never be allies 
given how the US defines its allies and non- 
allies. However, the largest and oldest 
democracies have found a unique way to 
work with each other, collaborate with 
each other and promote shared interests. 
As US President Donald Trump addressed 
the charged audience in the NRG stadium, 
he saw Indian flags and American flags be¬ 
ing waved together and chants of Modi, 
Modi along with USA, USA. I was wonder¬ 
ing if the US president would be comfort¬ 
able seeing so many flags of any another 
country besides India in his audience. That 
Trump appeared in an event called Howdy, 
Modi was a testament to the comfort level 
both countries have achieved with each 
other. There will be bumps going forward 
because all developing relationships face 
those, but bumps will never slow down the 
progress the two countries continue to 
make. The credit goes to the Man in the 
Arena because he “dared greatly”.

Her way of seeing 

To target Romila Thapar is to target a new way of 
asking questions and writing history 


BEFORE HEADING BACK to Paris, I decided to 
visit Romila Thapar who had been in the 
news for the insidious interrogation of her 
status as professor emerita at JNU. She re¬ 
ferred then, with a certain distraughtness so 
rare to spot in her, to an ancient formula that 
sets out the pattern of debate—Purvapaksh- 
Pratipaksh Siddhanta. According to it, one 
first spells out the opponent’s position as 
truthfully as one can, and then refutes it 
point by point before setting out one’s own 
position. This principle was put forward in 
an ancient Indian text as a methodical way 
of reaching an intellectual resolution and en¬ 
suring further progress. The immediate con¬ 
text for referring to this principle was our 
conversation about the spate of ill-informed 
and foul comments she has been receiving, 
and how far their writers could be from the 
debating siddhanta of ancient India. I was 
outraged to hear about such language, in¬ 
sulting as they were to one of our most em¬ 
inent intellectuals in the world. 

When I reached Paris, I reached out to 
Charles Malamoud, an honorary professor 
of history at L’Ecole of Hautes Etudes en 
Sciences Sociales and a very respected histo¬ 
rian of ancient India. It was Malamoud who 
first translated DD Kosambi’s work into 
French. “I was outraged to hear about Romila 
being asked for her CV,” he fumed. “It’s an 
act of hostility against independent science, 
against Romila and all that she represents...” 

The conversation with Malamoud led 
me to speak to Gerard Fussman, the 
renowned Sanskrit scholar and professor 
emeritus at the College de France, the most 
prestigious research school here which 
boasts of 21 Nobel Prizes (RomilaThapar has 
been a guest lecturer at the College). Visibly 
upset with the JNU administration, Fussman 
remarked: “Questioning her status is an act 
of pettiness and jealousy.” 

Fussman, who has worked closely with 
Indian scholars on historical and archaeo¬ 
logical projects, wondered if people seeking 
Thapar’s credentials realised what her con¬ 
tribution to Indian history, and to India, has 
been. “She is an excellent historian — and 
much more. She is a towering intellectual in 
India and abroad. And her greatest contri¬ 
bution is to have Indianised Indian history.” 

Fussman, who has devoted a lifetime to 
a study of the Indian civilisation, reminisced 
insightfully about an archaeological project 
undertaken in Chanderi (Madhya Pradesh). 
“At the end of the day, when we would sit 
down to discuss our research with the Indian 
colleagues,” he recollected, “I found there 
were questions that the Indians were rais¬ 
ing, but which had escaped me. Similarly, 
there were things that had intrigued me, but 
the Indians hadn’t even thought of them... 
But in the case of Dr Thapar, this was not the 
case because she was at home with both the 
perspectives — Indian and foreign. This is an 


extremely rare inter-cultural quality in an 
intellectual, and it is such qualities that have 
permitted Romila and her colleagues to take 
a university likeJNU from scratch and build 
it into a great institution.” 

In fact, I myself was witness to the nas¬ 
cent years of this university. I wonder 
whether it was the intellectual stature of our 
teachers (Thapar, Bipan Chandra, S Gopal, 
Sabyasachi Bhattacharya) or their manner 
of inspiring a handful of young minds that 
turned JNU into a vast, turbulent sea of in¬ 
tellectual passion. Libraries overflowed with 
students. There was no place to sit in them, 
they looked like railway platforms. It wasn’t 
uncommon to see students taking a nap be¬ 
tween book racks in the library, while they 
waited for their next book. People skipped 
meals as dhabas ran virtually round the clock 
to cater to their insomniac clientele. There 
were passionate discussions everywhere— 
on buses, at dhabas, in rooms and dining 
halls. 

When I look back at those times with 
envy or nostalgia, three “teachings” from 
that era seem to have left an imprint on the 
mind. The first is a spirit of inquiry—a death¬ 
less devotion to the truth and an inner ne¬ 
cessity to dig down to the root of the prob¬ 
lem. Second, that period of learning infused 
in us a certain intellectual confidence to 
stand up to the world. Finally, perhaps the 
most important, we learnt a new way of per- 
ceiving history, a new way of reading our 
colonial and human experience, a new way 
of asking questions and writing history. This 
is “history from below", written from the 
perspective of those who live or suffer it. 

The truth is that, regardless of the gov¬ 
ernments in power, universities need aca¬ 
demic freedom to flourish, they need fresh 
air. Intellectual and creative milieux any¬ 
where in the world will always pose awk¬ 
ward questions to the state. They will say 
and do things that will please or displease 
the powers that be. But freedom of expres¬ 
sion, and of learning, constitutes a sacred 
space that needs to be guarded as, in the long 
term, it teaches us — as individuals and as a 
society — to swim through the enigmas of 
life and history. 

To cite an example that illustrates the 
sad predicament facing intellectual profes¬ 
sions, I once made a film called “India by 
Song” on the post-1947 Indian history. I 
thought Doordarshan would be a good plat¬ 
form for its airing, so I proposed it to them. 
A senior official, who viewed it, liked it and 
wanted to air it on Republic Day. The film 
was sent to the in-house review commit¬ 
tee which, incidentally, re-censors films 
which already have a censor certification! 
One of the committee members called me 
and said: “It’s such a beautiful film. But why 
did you have to include Romila Thapar’s in¬ 
terview where she speaks of the Emergency 
being like a dictatorship? Sorry, we can’t air 
it.” At that time, the Congress was in power. 
One year later, the government changed 
and I spoke to Doordarshan for an airing. 
This time around, it was someone else who 
said: “It’s such a nice film but why did you 
have to speak of the Babri Masjid demoli¬ 
tion and the riots.”

How to read corporate tax cut 
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THE ECONOMIC outlook update re¬ 
leased by the Asian Development 
Bank last week highlighted that, ac¬ 
cording to World Urbanization 
Prospects data, “the number of urban 
inhabitants in developing Asia has in¬ 
creased almost five-fold since 1970”. 
“Developing Asia” refers to a group of 
45 countries that are members of the 
ADB. As such, between 1970 to 2017, 
the urban population in this group of 
countries grew from 375 million to 
1.84 billion. The region led the global 
increase in urban population in this 
period and accounted for 53% of it. 

Two-thirds of the nearly 1.5.billion 
additional city dwellers in Developing 
Asia belong to China and India. 


Developing Asia urbanised faster than 
the rest of the world not only in terms 
of absolute growth, but also in terms 
of growth rate. The urban population 
in this region increased at an average 
3.4% per annum from 1970 to 2017. 
This was much faster than the 2.6% in 
the rest of the developing world — 
mainly Africa and Latin America — 
and 1.0% in the developed world. 

Within the Developing Asia re¬ 
gion, East Asia, at 3.7%, had the high¬ 
est annual growth rate. It was fol¬ 
lowed by Southeast Asia at 3.6%, and 
South Asia at 3.3%. The Pacific saw an 
annual growth rate of 2.9% in the ur¬ 
ban population, and Central Asia wit¬ 
nessed a 1.6% annual growth.

STARSHIP 

Elon Musk has unveiled the prototype spaceship that 
he believes will take humans to Mars 


ROCKET COMPANY SpaceX has unveiled a 
prototype design of the ‘Starship’ — the 
spacecraft that it is building at its facility 
outside Brownsville, Texas, which the com¬ 
pany’s founder Elon Musk says will take 
humans to Mars within the next few years. 

The Starship, made of stainless steel, 
looks like a giant, shiny grain silo, stands 
164 ft tall, and is 30 ft in diameter. It will be 
paired with a behemoth booster stage 
called Super Heavy; the full rocket will be 
387 ft tall and will be able to lug more than 
100 tonnes of payload weight into orbit. 

Musk provided the update to the 
rocket on September 28, the anniversary 
ofSpaceX’s first successful launch 11 years 
ago. That rocket, Falcon 1, was 68 ft high, 
five-and-a-half feet in diameter, and could 
lift payloads up to 180 kg. Since then, 
SpaceX has developed a steady business 
of putting satellites in orbit and carrying 
cargo to the International Space Station. 


An orbital test flight of a refined Starship 
prototype and the Super Heavy booster 
could be carried out in less than six months 
and, according to Musk, “we could poten¬ 
tially see people flying next year”. Building 
a reusable rocket is critical to making space 
flight viable. Musk switched from his orig¬ 
inal choice of carbon fibre to stainless steel 
because it is cheaper, easier to work with, 
becomes stronger in the ultracoldness of 
space, and has a melting temperature that 
can more easily withstand the heat of re¬ 
entry into Earth’s atmosphere. 

The Starship will belly flop in the up¬ 
per atmosphere at a 60-degree angle, 
Musk said. Then, as it slows and nears the 
ground, it will rotate to vertical and land. 
Musk has repeatedly revised the design 
over the last three years, fixing the size of 
the spacecraft, changing the heat shield, 
and adjusting the shape of the fins, etc. 
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A cut in the corporate tax rate announced earlier this month makes India a more attractive destination for 
future investments, but the move may not provide a massive boost to growth in the current financial year

SPEAKING AT the Bloomberg global business 
forum last week, Prime Minister Narendra 
Modi made a strong pitch before global in¬ 
vestors to come to India. Back home, the gov¬ 
ernment has initiated a slew of reforms to ar¬ 
rest the slowdown in economic growth. The 
cut in corporate tax rate has been the biggest 
change; inclusive of cesses and surcharges, 
the rate has come down from roughly 35% to 
25%, and without the cesses and surcharges, 
to 22% from around 30%. The government has 
also nudged public and private banks to look 
at providing new loans to businesses, and has 
been working with RBI to bring down the cost 
of such loans by improving monetary policy 
transmission and reducing interest rates. 
From a policy perspective, the situation looks 
primed to benefit the “wealth creators”, as 
the PM referred to business entrepreneurs in 
his Independence Day speech. 

Why has the government cut tax rates? 

A corporate tax cut works a lot like an in¬ 
come tax cut for individuals. In essence, a 
lower corporate tax rate means businesses 
have more money left with them; in other 
words, it increases their profits. As charts 1 
and 2 show, India’s corporate tax rates were 
quite high in comparison to neighbouring 
countries. A lower tax rate not only improves 
corporate profitability but also makes India 
a more competitive market for investments. 

How does this affect economic activity? 

The cut has three broad impacts. 

One, in the immediate term, it leaves cor¬ 
porates with more money, which they can use 
to either reinvest in existing firms or invest in 
new ventures if they think doing so would be 
profitable. But it is also possible that they may 
simply use this money to pay off old debts or 
pay higher dividends to their shareholders. 
Whether or not companies invest will depend 
on the prevailing economic conditions. 

Investments crucially depend on the con¬ 
sumption levels in an economy. If there is 
high consumer demand for, say, cars, firms 
in that sector would happily invest — but if 
there is no demand for, say, chocolates, firms 
in that sector would not invest. However, if 
the consumption level is depressed because 
incomes are low across the board, and com¬ 
panies have high unsold inventories (cars 
and chocolates, etc.), the impact on fresh in¬ 


vestments would be muted. 

Two, in the medium to long term, that is 
anywhere between one or two and five years 
or more, a corporate tax cut is expected to 
boost investments and increase the produc¬ 
tive capacity of the economy. That’s because 
regardless of a slump in demand in the short 
term, investment decisions are taken after 
considering long term demand projections. If 
demand is expected to grow, investments will 
bear fruit and with lowers taxes, profits will 
be higher. These investments will also create 
jobs and increased earnings in due course. 

However, a corporate tax cut also de¬ 
presses economic activity to the extent that 
it reduces the money in the hands of the gov¬ 
ernment in the form of tax revenues. If this 


money had been with the government, it 
would have been spent on either paying 
salaries or creating new productive assets 
such as roads — either way, this money 
would have gone straight to the consumers, 
instead of the investors. 

So, will the tax cut boost growth this year? 

It is difficult to argue that it would. There 
are greater chances that India’s GDP growth 
will continue to struggle in the current finan¬ 
cial year despite the corporate tax cut. This 
is because of a variety of reasons. 

One, official statistics show that workers 
in several key sectors of the economy such 
as agriculture and manufacturing, etc. have 
seen their incomes stagnate. There is also in¬ 


creased joblessness in the country. This es¬ 
sentially means people’s buying power is se¬ 
verely constrained and that is why they are 
buying less, resulting in companies having 
high unsold inventories. 

Two, as an analysis of 2,377 companies 
by Care Ratings shows (chart 3), 42% of the 
tax-saving as a result of the corporate tax cut 
will go to firms in the banking, financial and 
insurance sectors. But these firms can at best 
lend to others — they cannot directly invest 
and start manufacturing units. So while the 
tax savings will help them become stronger 
financially, there may not be an immediate 
boost to economic activity. Other sectors in 
the table like Auto & Ancillary, Power, and 
Iron & Steel are already stmggling with over¬ 
capacity, and are thus unlikely to invest. 

Three, while the headline rates show a 
sharp fall in tax rates, it has been pointed out 
that since, thanks to exemptions, the effec¬ 
tive corporate tax rate paid by companies 
was already 29.5%, the new tax rate of 25% is 
not as dramatically lower as initially thought 
—thus limiting the positive impact of the cut. 

However, in the longer run, the tax cut 
will indeed, boost economic activity. 

What happens to the fiscal deficit? 

While announcing the cuts, Finance 
Minister Nirmala Sitharaman had said that 
the corporate tax cut will cost the govern¬ 
ment Rs 1.45 lakh crore in revenues foregone. 
That is 0.7% of GDP. If added to the budgeted 
fiscal deficit (which maps the government’s 
borrowing from the market) of 3.5% of GDP, 
the impact would have been substantial with 
the fiscal deficit going to 4.2%. 

But here, too, the negative impact is not as 
much as what was initially assessed, even 
though the FM has ruled out cutting expen¬ 
diture to contain the fiscal deficit. 

This is again because of a variety of reasons. 
One, as mentioned earlier, the tax foregone 
may not be as high. Two, a considerable portion 
of the tax foregone will come back to the gov¬ 
ernment via the dividends that public sector 
firms may announce as they too pay lower 
taxes. Three, whatever is the tax foregone, it 
will be shared almost equally between the 
Centre and states. Moreover, the RBI has al¬ 
ready given Rs 58,000 crore of extra dividend 
that was not budgeted earlier. Lastly, the spike 
in stock markets and the overall business sen¬ 
timent would likely mean that the government 
will earn more from disinvestment. 

The result is that the fiscal deficit is ex¬ 
pected to go up to only 3.7% of GDP.

How did minor planet ‘Jasraj’ get its name?

A MINOR planet between the orbits of Mars 
and Jupiter has been named after the leg¬ 
endary vocalist Pandit Jasraj. 

What is a ‘minor planet’? 

Minor planets are celestial objects orbiting 
the Sun that are not large enough for their 
gravity to pull them into a spherical shape. 
This distinguishes a minor planet — or a 
“small Solar System body”, which is now the 
preferred term — from planets or “dwarf 
planets”, which are almost spherical. Small 
Solar System bodies include asteroids, 


comets, and several other celes¬ 
tial objects that go around the Sun. 

How are they named? 

Names of celestial bodies are 
finally approved by a committee 
at the International Astronomical 
Union (IAU), a global organisation 
of professional astronomers, 
which also decides on definitions 
of fundamental astronomical and 
physical constants. 

In the case of small Solar 
System bodies, the discoverer has 
the privilege to suggest the name. The dis¬ 
coverer holds this privilege for 10 years since 
the discovery. But there is a process to be fol¬ 


lowed, and not all names are ac¬ 
ceptable. 

Once it is determined that a 
celestial body is indeed new, a 
provisional name is given. This 
name has the year of discovery, 
two letters of the alphabet and, 
perhaps, two numbers. The mi¬ 
nor planet that has been named 
after Pandit Jasraj was initially 
called‘2006VP32’. 

Once more information is 
available about the body, particu¬ 
larly its orbit, and after it has been 
sighted on at least four occasions, it is entitled 
to have a permanent number. In this case, the 
number allotted was 300128. Only after this is 


the discoverer invited to suggest a name. 

What are the requirements of the name? 

There are rules for nomenclature, and re¬ 
strictions on the names that can be sug¬ 
gested. The proposed name must have 16 
characters or less, it must be “non-offensive”, 
and not too similar to an existing name. 

Names of political or military leaders can 
be suggested only 100 years after their death. 
The same applies for a political or military 
event. Names of pets, and names of a com¬ 
mercial nature are “discouraged”. There can 
be restrictions depending on where the body 
is located — for example, new objects discov¬ 
ered beyond Neptune are supposed to be 
given names of creation deities.

China @ 70: Why National Day military parade in Beijing today matters

TUESDAY, OCTOBER 1, marks the 70th an¬ 
niversary of the People’s Republic of China, 
which Beijing will mark with the “biggest 
ever” celebrations and a “joyful atmosphere”. 

The celebrations will be an affirmation 
of national pride. President Xi Jinping has 
repeatedly articulated a vision of national 
rejuvenation and China’s economic trans¬ 
formation into a developed country. 

Beijing has been transformed into a sea 
of red. Red flags have been lined atop build¬ 
ings, and red lanterns and banners with the 
logo of the 70th anniversary have been fas¬ 
tened across streets and draped over foot 
overbridges. The celebrations, which will go 
on through the entire day and night, will in¬ 
clude a military and civilian parade. Close 
to 300,000 people took part in rehearsals 
for the parade, which included perform¬ 
ances and a fireworks display. 

Military might on display 

The parade, on Chang’an Avenue cutting 
through the heart of Beijing, will display 
some of China’s most advanced weapons 
systems for the first time, with a focus re¬ 


portedly on weapons developed since Xi 
came to power in 2012. The parade — the 
18th of its kind and the “biggest ever”, ac¬ 
cording to the organisers — will continue 
for 80 minutes, and will involve 15,000 per¬ 
sonnel of the People’s Liberation Army, the 
People’s Armed Forces, as well as China’s 
militia and reserve service. 

Fifteen units will march down the 
Avenue, and 32 units displaying 580 
weapons and equipment will show China’s 
“prowess” in land, sea combat, air and mis¬ 
sile defence, informational operations, un¬ 
manned tasks, logistic support and strate¬ 
gic strikes, according to the Office of the 
Parade Leading Group. 

Also, 160 fighter jets, bombers, early 
warning and control aircraft, and attack hel¬ 
icopters in 12 units will display the country’s 
air power, a senior official from the Central 
Military Commissioner’s Joint Staff Depart¬ 
ment, said at a press conference last week. 

Chang’an Avenue will be locked down, 
and only a handpicked audience will wit¬ 
ness the parade. Intensive rehearsals have 
led to early closures of subway stations in 
central Beijing over the past three week¬ 
ends. The city’s residents have spotted tanks 
rolling down the roads, and there has been 
speculation that the machines have been

parked at the heavily boarded Beijing 
Workers’ Stadium. 

Some video clips on social media have 
shown several types of aircraft, apparently 
rehearsing. The South China Morning Post 
reported that KJ-2000 airborne early warn¬ 
ing and control aircraft and J-10 and J-11B 
fighters have taken part in rehearsals over 
the countryside surrounding the capital. 

The SCMP report also quoted an un¬ 
named military insider as saying that 
China’s first stealth fighter jet, the J-20, had 
been “rehearsing over the western suburbs 


of the capital since April”. 

The Defense Ministry spokesperson has 
underlined that China has “no intentions to 
flex its muscles” through the parade. “Some 
people are fond of playing up the Chinese 
military’s development. In their mind, there 
exists a weird logic: If the Chinese military 
displays its weapons, then it’s a ‘show of 
force’, and if it doesn’t, then it ‘lacks trans¬ 
parency’,” he told reporters. 

But an editorial in the state-run China 
Daily said: “The parade will show people 
that China is no longer the ‘sick man of Asia’. 
It has the ability to stand up for itself should 
the need arise. It will show the world that 
the Chinese nation has the means to safe¬ 
guard its rejuvenation.” 

President Xi’s show 

The 70th National Day celebrations 
carry an important message on the way in 
which Xi is perceived within China and out¬ 
side. Over the last several months, state-run 
People’s Daily has published the President’s 
quotes above articles on its front pages, and 
there have been reports that journalists in 
state media will be expected to take part in 
pilot tests to assess their loyalty to Xi. 

Former SCMP editor Wang Xiangwei 
wrote in an opinion piece recently: “It goes 


without saying that the People’s Republic 
has much to celebrate on its 70th anniver¬ 
sary... The occasion will also be Xi’s show 
as the celebration aims at further elevating 
his political authority and stature. He is al¬ 
ready described as the most powerful 
Chinese leader since Mao Zedong, founder 
of the People’s Republic.” 

Chen Dingding, associate dean and pro¬ 
fessor at the Institute for Silk Road Studies in 
21 st Century told The Indian Express: “After 
four decades of rapid development, China is 
now the second largest economy but it is still 
a developing country with large population 
and myriad problems. Meanwhile, China is a 
responsible actor in the international com¬ 
munity, playing a significant role in global 
governance. In the near future, the main is¬ 
sues for the government is to explore a sus¬ 
tainable way of maintaining economic 
growth and promoting people’s welfare.” 

Celebrations and concerns 

The grandest ever National Day celebra¬ 
tions come at a time of multiple challenges 
for China. The turbo-charged growth of the 
past decades has slowed in recent years, and 
the prolonged trade war with the United 
States has hurt the economy. In August, China 
saw industrial output grow at its slowest pace 


since 2002, and soon afterward, Premier Li 
Keqiang said it wouldn’t be easy for the coun¬ 
try to sustain growth rates above 6%. 

“We are in the face of the conflict be¬ 
tween economy growth and sustainable 
development, pressure from trade disputes 
with the US, and other societal issues such 
as aging population, urbanisation, etc,” Prof 
Chen said when asked to highlight the chal¬ 
lenges before the country. 

A massive shortage of pork, the nation’s 
staple meat, has dampened spirits for a few 
months now, and officials have been wor¬ 
ried it would ruin the “happy and peaceful 
atmosphere” required during National Day. 
A sweeping epidemic of African swine fever 
has left 40% of China’s pigs dead or culled, 
and pork prices have risen over 50% com¬ 
pared to last year. Vice Premier Hu Chunhua 
warned last month that rising prices would 
“seriously affect the lives of urban and rural 
residents, especially low-income people, 
and affect the joyful atmosphere...”. 

Beyond the borders of the mainland, the 
violent anti-government protests in Hong 
Kong present a formidable challenge. A pos¬ 
sible intensification of the police crackdown 
has probably been held in check due to 
China’s concerns over its international im¬ 
age ahead of the National Day celebrations.

Hafiz Saeed claims threat to life, 
Pak court shifts case to Lahore

A PAKISTANI court on Monday 
accepted the plea of Mumbai at¬ 
tack mastermind and Jamaat- 
ud-Dawa chief Hafiz Saeed to 
transfer a terrorism financing 
case against him from the anti¬ 
terrorism court in Gujranwala 
district of Punjab province to a 
court here on the ground that 
there is a “threat to his life”. 

On July 17, Saeed, a UN-des¬ 
ignated global terrorist, was ar¬ 
rested in connection with ter¬ 
rorism financing cases while on 
his way from Lahore to 
Gujranwala. Prior to his arrest, 
the top 13 leaders of theJuD, in¬ 
cluding Saeed and Naib Emir 
Abdul Rehman Makki, were 
booked in nearly two dozen 
cases for terror financing and 
money laundering under the 
Anti-Terrorism Act, 1997. 

Lahore High Court Chief 
Justice Sardar Shamim Ahmed 
held the hearing on Saeed’s peti¬ 
tion and accepted it when the 


government law officer raised no 
objection on it. 

Saeed’s advocate A K Dogar 
said his client is kept at Kot 
Lakhpat jail in Lahore, but he is 
taken to Gujranwala, some 
80 km from Lahore, on every ap¬ 
pearance before the anti-terror- 
ism court there. 

He said shifting Saeed from 
Lahore to either Gujranwala or 
Gujrat anti-terrorism courts may 
entail threat to his life. Besides, 


the government has to make 
elaborate security arrangements 
on his shifting to the ATCs out¬ 
side Lahore, he argued. 

Accepting his plea, Justice 
Shamim allowed the trial of Saeed 
to proceed in the Lahore Anti- 
Terrorism Court. 

Last week, the Lahore High 
Court’s chief justice had trans¬ 
ferred Saeed’s petition against 
his arrest to another two-mem¬ 
ber bench. PTI 


Maleeha Lodhi removed 
as Pakistan’s UN envoy

IN A major reshuffle of diplo¬ 
mats, Pakistan on Monday re¬ 
moved Maleeha Lodhi and ap¬ 
pointed Munir Akram as the 
country’s permanent represen¬ 
tative to the United Nations. 

The development came a day 
after Pakistan Prime Minister 
Imran Khan returned from the 
US, where he raised the Kashmir 
issue in his maiden address to the 
UN General Assembly last week. 

“Ambassador Munir Akram 
has been appointed as the 
Permanent Representative of 
Pakistan to the United Nations in 
New York, in place of Dr Maleeha 
Lodhi,” the Foreign Office said in 
a statement. 

However, it gave no reason 
for her removal. 

Akram had served as the 
Permanent Representative of 
Pakistan to the UN from 2002

to 2008. He was dismissed by 
then president Asif Ali Zardari 
due to disagreements over 
how to present the case of the 
assassination of Benazir Bhutto 
to the United Nations. 

Akram had also courted con¬ 
troversy after he was accused of 
domestic violence by his partner, 
Marijana Mihic, in December 
2002 while serving as Pakistan’s 
ambassador to the UN.

THE FRONTRUNNERS for 
Afghanistan’s presidency, in¬ 
cumbent Ashraf Ghani and Chief 
Executive Abdullah Abdullah, 
have both declared victory. 

Afghanistan’s Independent 
Election Commission is gather¬ 
ing votes from Saturday’s elec¬ 
tion. If no candidate wins more 
than half, a runoff vote would be 
held between the top two. 

“Our votes are the highest in 
the election, and the election will 
not go to the second round,” 
Abdullah said at a press confer¬ 
ence in Kabul on Monday. 

Ghani’s running mate 
Amrullah Saleh said on Sunday 
that Ghani had won a clear 
first-ballot victory. 

“The information that we 
have received show that 60 to 70 
per cent of people voted (for) us,” 
Saleh was quoted by news out¬ 
let VOA as saying. 

The chief executive of the 
electoral commission, 
Habiburrahman Nang, told a 
press conference that no candi¬ 
date had the right to declare 
himself the winner before the 
results are tallied. 

Preliminary results are not 
expected before October 19 and 
final results not until 
November 7. 

Abdullah said on Monday 
that he would accept only votes 
that were filed with biometric 
voter verification. Problems 
with scanning machines had 
led the commission to also ac¬ 
cept votes without scanning 
fingerprints. 



Rival claims lead 
to fear of crisis 


WITH THE camps of both 
Ashraf Ghani and his main 
electoral rival Abdullah 
Abdullah declaring them¬ 
selves winners weeks ahead 
of the expected release of of¬ 
ficial results, fears rose of an¬ 
other political crisis in 
Afghanistan. Allegations of 
fraud are common after ma¬ 
jor elections in Afghanistan. 
Since both sides have de¬ 
clared victory, it is feared 
that the side that loses may 
refuse to accept the result, 
leading to a protracted crisis. 

Abdullah and Ghani 
were also the top two candi¬ 
dates in the 2014 elections. 
The former, however, had re¬ 
fused to accept the results of 
those elections, leading to a 
months-long political crisis. 
The US then intervened to 
broker a power-sharing deal. 
Even in the elections before 
that, in 2009, Abdullah had 
refused to accept Hamid 
Karzai’s victory, leading to a 
long political deadlock.

US PRESIDENT Donald Tmmp on 
Monday intensified his attacks 
on a lawmaker leading the 
House of Representatives’ im¬ 
peachment inquiry, suggesting 
that congressman Adam Schiff 
should be arrested for “treason”. 

Witnesses are due to testify 
in the House this week in hear¬ 
ings related to Trump’s request 
that a foreign power investigate 
Joe Biden, one of the leading 
Democratic candidates seeking 
to challenge him in 2020. 

A US intelligence official filed 
a whistleblower complaint cit¬ 
ing a July 25 telephone call in 
which Trump asked Ukrainian 
President Volodymyr Zelenskiy 
to investigate Biden and his son 
Hunter, who sat on the board of 
a Ukrainian gas company. 

The whistleblower has not 
been publicly identified. 

In a series of Twitter posts on 
Monday morning, Trump ap¬ 
peared to reference comments 
made by House Intelligence 
Committee Chairman Schiff dur¬ 
ing a committee hearing last week. 

In those comments, Schiff 
says the call to Zelenskiy “reads 
like a classic organised crime 
shakedown” and parodies the 
President’s remarks. 

“Rep. Adam Schiff illegally 
made up a FAKE & terrible state¬ 
ment, pretended it to be mine as 
the most important part of my 
call to the Ukrainian President, 
and read it aloud to Congress and 
the American people. It bore NO 
relationship to what I said on the 
call. Arrest for Treason?” Trump 
wrote in a post on Twitter.

UK’s Johnson denies 
groping allegations

BRITISH PRIME Minister Boris 
Johnson denied on Monday that 
he had inappropriately touched 
a female journalist 20 years ago, 
and said the public were more 
interested in hearing about his 
plans for public services. 

As Johnson prepares to lead 
the United Kingdom out of the 
European Union on Oct. 31, his 
past relations with several 
women have come under 
scrutiny. The allegations over¬ 
shadowed the Conservative 
Party’s annual conference which 
opened on Sunday. 

Charlotte Edwardes, a colum¬ 
nist, wrote in The Sunday Times 
that Johnson had groped her at a 
lunch in 1999 when he was edi¬ 
tor of The Spectator magazine. 

“Under the table, I feel 
Johnson’s hand on my thigh. He 
gives it a squeeze,” Edwardes 
wrote. “His hand is high up my 
leg and he has enough inner 
flesh beneath his fingers to make 
me sit suddenly upright.” 

Edwardes said that after the 
meal, she confided in another 
woman who had sat on the 
other side of Johnson. The other 
woman said Johnson had also 



groped her, Edwardes said. 

Asked in a television inter¬ 
view if he had inappropriately 
touched her thigh as she re¬ 
ported, Johnson said: “No”. 

When subsequently asked if 
she had made up the account, he 
replied: “I’m just saying what I 
said, and I think what the public 
want to hear is what we are do¬ 
ing for them and the country and 
for investment in ways of uniting 
the country.” Asked if the allega¬ 
tions were overshadowing the 
conference, he said “Not at all. I 
think what the public want to 
hear is what we’re doing to bring 
the country together and get on 
with improving their lives.” 

After a denial by a Downing 
Street spokesman, Edwardes 
said on Twitter: “If the Prime 
Minister doesn’t recollect the in¬ 
cident then clearly I have a better 
memory than he does.” 


Combining Political Chaos With Diamond Trade In The Central African Republic 

Gems, warlords, mercenaries: Russia’s new playbook in Africa

THE DEALER pulled back a shiny 
pink curtain and sprinkled the 
contents of two white envelopes 
across his desk: sparkling dia¬ 
monds, more than 100 of them. 

Some gems are sold legally, 
he said. But many are trafficked 
by rebels who fight over the 
mines, adding fuel to a six-year 
uprising that has killed thou¬ 
sands and displaced more than 
1 million people in the Central 
African Republic. 

Now, hoping to wrest control 
over the diamond trade and 
piece the country back together, 
the government has turned to a 
new partner — Russia — in what 
some lawmakers fear is a dan¬ 
gerous bargain that trades one 


threat for another. 

Russian mercenaries have 
fanned out across the nation to 
train local soldiers. A former 
Russian spy has been installed by 
the Central African President, 
Faustin-ArchangeTouadera, as his 
top security adviser. Russians shut¬ 
tled warlords to peace talks with 
the government, helping lead to a 
deal with more than a dozen 
armed groups to stop fighting. 

And the central figure behind 
the Russian involvement, ac¬ 
cording to local and Western of¬ 
ficials, is Yevgeny V Prigozhin, a 
confidant of President Vladimir 
Putin who was indicted in the 
United States last year, accused 
of helping to finance “informa¬ 
tion warfare” and disrupt the 
2016 US election. 

The Central African govern¬ 
ment has welcomed the 


Russians, betting that stability 
will enable it to sell more dia¬ 
monds legally and use the 
money to rebuild the nation. 

“The rebellion in our country 
has cost us a lot,” said Albert 


Yaloke Mokpeme, the 
spokesman for Touadera. “No 
one came to our aid except the 
Russian Federation.” 

But Russia’s help comes at a 
cost. Its representatives have 


struck deals with the government 
to mine diamonds where the 
trade is legal—one of many signs 
that Russia’s push into the country 
is closely tied to profits. 

Russian operatives have even 
teamed with murderous rebels 
to obtain diamonds in areas 
where the trade is outlawed, 
cashing in on the very lawless¬ 
ness they have been brought in 
to end, according to members of 
the Central African government, 
Western officials and some of 
the warlords themselves. 

More broadly, the fact that 
Russian mercenaries are training 
the nation’s troops has unnerved 
some lawmakers. Human rights 
violations in the country are so 
common that the United Nations 
imposed an arms embargo 
against Central African soldiers. 
But the Russian trainers have 


been accused of abuses as well, 
including rounding up innocent 
bystanders in mass sweeps. 

“I keep thinking of what kind 
of army we are going to have if 
they are trained by Russians,” said 
Hamadou Aboubakar Kabirou, a 
member of Parliament. 

Prigozhin’s role in the country 
has set off international alarms. 
Three Russian journalists were 
killed last year under suspicious 
circumstances while looking into 
his ties to diamond and gold min¬ 
ing. The Central African govern¬ 
ment has said it is investigating 
the deaths, Russian officials have 
denied involvement, and 
Prigozhin’s spokesman declined 
to answer questions about the 
companies’ mining or security op¬ 
erations in the country. 

As in the American election, 
the battle for control over the 


country is also being fought in the 
media and on social media. As 
Russian mercenaries connected 
to Prigozhin were streaming into 
the nation, Facebook sites were 
popping up with pro-Russian 
themes, showing photographs of 
local residents inT-shirts bearing 
a giant red heart and the slogan 
“Russia 2018”. 

Analysts and some diplomats 
say the Central African Republic 
has offered Russia a blueprint 
that it can export to other oil- 
and mineral-rich nations in ex¬ 
change for mining rights. 

As the United States has 
pulled away from engaging 
Africa, withdrawing troops and 
offering no broad policy agenda, 
Russia has pushed hard into the 
continent, expanding its presence 
in unstable nations with abun¬ 
dant natural resources.

Along came a spider 

The Supreme Court puts more obstacles before Boris Johnson's Brexit plan

IT IS rare for the Supreme Court to give a 
unanimous judgment on a contentious ap¬ 
peal. But that is what happened on 
September 24th when it ruled that Boris 
Johnson's prorogation of Parliament for five 
weeks until October 14th had been unlaw¬ 
ful. The 11 justices upheld and even strength¬ 
ened a Scottish lower-court judgment 
against the suspension, while overturning 
an English high-court finding that the issue 
was political and accordingly not suitable for 
judicial determination. In doing this, the 
court delivered a powerful blow to the prime 
minister's authority. 

The blow was the more effective for the 
manner of its delivery. In a calm but melliflu¬ 
ous voice, the court's president, Lady Hale, 
sporting a glittering spider brooch, read out 
a damning judgment against Mr Johnson. If 
there were no limit to the government's abil¬ 
ity to prorogue, that would be incompatible 
with parliamentary sovereignty. She cited a 
1611 court ruling that "the King hath no pre¬ 
rogative, but that which the law of the land 
allows him." She dismissed the govern¬ 
ment's argument that a long suspension was 
needed to prepare a Queen's Speech and new 


legislative agenda. She noted that it would 
limit parliamentary scrutiny. This mattered, 
she said, because of the exceptional circum¬ 
stance that Brexit is due to happen on 
October 31 st. 

Although the Supreme Court did not say 
so explicitly, its ruling implied that Mr 
Johnson had misled the queen when advis¬ 
ing her in August to prorogue Parliament. Not 
surprisingly, the opposition Labour leader, 
Jeremy Corbyn, interrupted his party confer¬ 
ence in Brighton to call on the prime minis¬ 
ter to resign. T-shirts with spider motifs 
quickly popped up on eBay, where they sold 
in their thousands. Coming after six succes¬ 
sive defeats in the House of Commons, the 
passage of an act designed to prevent a no¬ 
deal Brexit, the resignation of two ministers 
and the removal of the Tory whip from 21 re¬ 
bellious MPs, even the ebullient Mr Johnson 
might have been expected to feel some em¬ 
barrassment or, just possibly, shame. 

Instead he doubled down. He said he pro¬ 
foundly disagreed with the court's judgment. 
He offered no apology for his actions, even 
though they had been found unlawful. 
Although neither the government's defence 


nor the court's judgment suggested that pro¬ 
rogation was directly connected to Brexit, he 
declared ominously that a lot of people were 
seeking to frustrate it. And he continued to 
insist that Britain must leave the EU on 
October 31 st, deal or no deal. 

As has happened before, some of his nois¬ 
ier supporters attacked the judges as part of an 
anti-Brexit establishment bent on thwarting 
the will of the people. Jacob Rees-Mogg, the 
leader of the Commons, reportedly spoke of a 
constitutional coup. A few Brexiteers suggested 
that justices should be subject to political vet¬ 
ting before appointment. Yet Geoffrey Cox, the 
attorney-general, declared that, although dis¬ 
agreeing with the judges was acceptable, im¬ 
pugning their motives was not. Indeed, the 
court ruling points to a constitution that is 
working, not to one that is broken. 

What next? The court declared that, be¬ 


cause the prorogation was unlawful, it had 
not happened at all. John Bercow, the 
Speaker, duly recalled MPs to Westminster 
on September 25th. They asked about the at¬ 
torney-general's advice on prorogation, Mr 
Johnson's relationship with an American en¬ 
trepreneur and no-deal preparations. They 
subjected the prime minister to two hours 
of questioning, in which the Tory benches 
roared their approval for his bombast. But he 
shocked many by claiming that the way to 
honour the memory of Jo Cox, a pro-Remain 
Labour MP murdered in 2016 by a far-right 
fanatic, was to get Brexit done. Nicky Morgan, 
a cabinet minister, was among those who 
criticised his language. 

Mr Johnson repeated his demand for an 
early election. But under the 2011 Fixed-term 
Parliaments Act, two-thirds of MPs must vote 
for dissolution, so it needs Labour as well as 


Tory backing. Although Mr Corbyn said he 
too favoured an early election, he insisted 
that it was vital first to stop a no-deal Brexit 
happening on October 31 st. That means en¬ 
suring that the so-called Benn act, which re¬ 
quires the government to seek an extension 
of that deadline if it has not agreed a Brexit 
deal by October 19th, works as planned be¬ 
fore any dissolution. 

A final question is what effect all this may 
have on Mr Johnson's negotiations for a new 
Brexit deal. He claimed again that these were 
making progress. Yet the EU still wants a 
legally binding, written alternative to the 
backstop (a mechanism to avert a hard bor¬ 
der in Ireland), which Mr Johnson wants to 
excise from the withdrawal agreement. 
Brussels has dismissed four ideas recently 
put on the table by the British team. A 30- 
day deadline for a new plan hinted at by 
Angela Merkel, the German chancellor, in late 
August has been and gone. Suggestions by 
Mrjohnson's team that he also wants to ditch 
earlier promises to avoid any border checks 
in Ireland by sticking closely to EU regula¬ 
tions are making it even harder to reach 
agreement. 


Mrjohnson's lost authority after the 
Supreme Court judgment will serve further 
to emphasise his weak position in Brussels. 
His loss of parliamentary control was any¬ 
way making his negotiating partners nerv¬ 
ous about offering concessions. The EU side 
fears that, just as Westminster rejected the 
deal struck last year with Theresa May three 
times, so it could do the same to any deal 
done with Mr Johnson. The Supreme Court 
mling will make it harder for the prime min¬ 
ister to find some clever way round the Benn 
act. So the EU is assuming that, if no deal is 
reached at the European Council on October 
17th-18th, Mr Johnson will be forced to ask 
for more time. 

Weary though it is of the whole issue, 
Brussels is likely to say yes to a further exten¬ 
sion of at least a few months. The expecta¬ 
tion is that Mr Johnson will then secure an 
election. He wants to run by standing up for 
the people, who voted to leave the EU, against 
an establishment blocking the way. His hu¬ 
miliation by the court this week may do that 
populist strategy no harm.

Hearts and minds 

China’s demand for undivided loyalty is causing tragedy in Hong Kong

OVER THE past four months as many as 2m 
Hong Kongers-or more than a quarter of the 
city's residents-have marched to demand the 
scrapping of a bill that would have exposed 
criminal suspects to the mainland's courts. 
Those protests were a stunning vote of no 
confidence in China's Communist-controlled 
legal system. They worked: the extradition 
bill is being withdrawn. 

It is hard to imagine a clearer rallying cry 
for the many mainlanders who distrust their 
own justice system. Their cousins in Hong 
Kong, guaranteed access to independent 
courts and uncensored news under the 
rubric of "one country, two systems", could 
not bear to live as mainlanders must every 
day. But dissent in Hong Kong has not proved 
contagious. 

Not all 1.4bn mainlanders think alike, but 
there are no reports of any of them march¬ 
ing in sympathy. That may be in part because, 
thanks to the unsleeping censors who guard 
the Great Firewall of China, many know 
nothing of the extradition debate. But it is 
also because an unknowable but significant 
number accept the narrative of China's me¬ 
dia that treacherous radicals in Hong Kong, 
perhaps funded by the CIA, are trying to split 
the motherland. The widespread acceptance 
of this narrative is a testament to the govern¬ 
ment's success in shaping the way its citi¬ 
zens see the world. 

Yet China's propaganda machine, so ef¬ 
fective at home, is making a fool of itself in 


Hong Kong. When officials try to peddle the 
idea that a silent majority in Hong Kong loves 
China, their efforts strike many people in the 
territory as laughable. Communist-con¬ 
trolled outfits in Hong Kong have often sim¬ 
ply copied successful stunts by protesters. In 
mid-September pro-democracy marchers 
hiked up a local peak, Lion Rock, creating a 
chain of lights with smartphones, torches 
and laser pointers as dusk fell. The next day 
a smaller group of red-clad patriots puffed 
up the same hill to wave a giant national flag, 
in images heavily promoted by the main¬ 
land's media. When youngsters in Hong 
Kong packed shopping centres to sing a new 
protest anthem, small bands of the party 
faithful were mobilised to belt out China's 
national anthem in the territory's malls. 

On the eve of a spectacular parade in 
Beijing on October 1st, when tanks and nu¬ 
clear missiles will trundle past President Xi 
Jinping to mark 70 years of the People's 
Republic, it is worth pondering the domestic 
success of China's propaganda apparatus, 
and its external cluelessness. That machine 
is best understood as a giant, state-directed 
monopoly. Within China, it has grown strong. 
But in free markets fizzing with ideas and ar¬ 
guments from around the world, China's pa¬ 
triotic sloganeering falls flat. 

In Hong Kong the city's former colonial 
master, Britain, left behind an awkward hy¬ 
brid. The territory has the political culture and 
education system of a liberal democracy. But 


its leaders are mostly appointed, with only a 
minority of political offices opened to direct 
election. Since Mr Xi became the Communist 
Party's boss, China has betrayed its impa¬ 
tience with even that limited accountability, 
and the central government's agents have 
worked to marginalise competing voices. 

In 2012, the year Mr Xi took over, the 
Hong Kong government tried to impose "na¬ 
tional education" on schools, but retreated 
in the face of mass protests. Politicians seek¬ 
ing greater autonomy or even independence 
(a minority view) have been barred from of¬ 
fice or from mnning for office. A national-an¬ 
them law demanded by Beijing, if passed, 
would make criminals of Hong Kongers who 
boo the tune at football games. 

The results may be heard in Hong Kong's 
shopping centres almost every night. Strolling 
this week through Kowloon, Chaguan 
chanced upon a few dozen youngsters who 
had been summoned by Telegram, an en¬ 
crypted social-media app, to sing the protest 
anthem in the atrium of a shopping complex. 

Nic, a 25-year-old protester, described his 
mixed identity. He does not imagine that 
Hong Kong can be independent, noting that 
50 years after the handover from Britain the 
promise of one country, two systems will ex¬ 
pire. "In 2047 we will return to China fully, 
we understand that," he says. "But we are 
trying to protect what we have until the last 
day." When he travels, his passport says 
"Hong Kong, China". But when asked who he 


is, he replies: a Hong Konger. "China is not 
what we are proud of," he explains. "The 
Chinese government sucks." 

Politics in Hong Kong is turning danger¬ 
ously tribal. Rather than a debate about poli¬ 
cies, it is becoming an argument about who 
is good and who is bad, who is bent on saving 
Hong Kong or on destroying it. In that culture 
war politicians who sympathise with the 
party conflate flag-waving patriotism with 
legitimacy. That has led them to endorse "pa¬ 
triotic" thugs and alleged gang members, in¬ 
cluding when they assaulted protesters in the 
far-northern district of Yuen Long in July. That 


single incident changed the nature of the 
demonstrations, says Cheng Chung-Tai, chair¬ 
man of Civic Passion, a party that wants more 
autonomy for Hong Kong. After Yuen Long, 
showing resistance and defiance to author¬ 
ity became a badge of belonging to the group 
that sees itself as defending the territory. "Last 
Sunday Tseung Kwan O got tear-gas for the 
first time. They celebrated," notes Mr Cheng, 
referring to an operation by police to quell 
protests in an eastern district. 

No room for a loyal opposition 

Little in Mr Xi's record suggests that he 


will respond generously and imaginatively 
to Hong Kong's identity crisis. In other pe¬ 
ripheral territories, such as Tibet and 
Xinjiang, he has authorised brute force 
backed by high-tech surveillance and a 
pounding drumbeat of propaganda to crush 
hybrid identities. Hong Kong, a still-vibrant if 
troubled world city, will be harder to bring 
to heel. Alas, 70 years after its founding, China 
is hostile even to constrained forms of plu¬ 
ralism. That is why, wherever people have 
choices, it inspires fear or awe, but not love.

States improve fiscal position, 
but with sharp cuts in capex

NEW DELHI,SEPTEMBER30 

A RESERVE Bank of India study 
Monday revealed that states’ 
gross fiscal deficit was within the 
threshold of Fiscal Responsibility 
and Budget Management laws in 
the last two years, but it was pos¬ 
sible due to sharp reduction in 
capital expenditure by states. The 
RBI’s report on States Finances: A 
Study of Budgets of2019-20 said 
that the outstanding debt of 
states have risen over the last five 
years to 25 per cent of Gross 
Domestic Product, posing 
medium-term challenges to its 
sustainability. 

“States’ gross fiscal deficit 
(GFD) has remained within the 
FRBM threshold of 3 per cent of 
gross domestic product (GDP) 
during 2017-18 and 2018-19. This 
has, however, been achieved by 
sharp retrenchment in expendi¬ 
tures, in particular, capital expen¬ 
diture. For 2019-20, states have 
budgeted for a consolidated GFD 
of 2.6 percent of GDP with a mar¬ 
ginal revenue surplus (as against 
revenue deficits in the previous 
three years),” as per the report re¬ 
leased Monday. 

The report said sharp reduc¬ 
tion in capital expenditure by 
states has potentially adverse im¬ 
plications for the pace and qual¬ 
ity of economic development, 
given the large welfare effects of 
a much wider interface with the 
lives of people at the federal level. 
“Currently, states employ about 


Change in fiscal position from 2016-17 to 2017-18 
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five times more people and 
spend around one and a half 
times more than the Centre. 
Moreover, public expenditure by 
states influences the quality of 


physical and social capital infra¬ 
structure of the economy,” it 
noted. 

The report said states need to 
combine efforts towards mobilis¬ 


ing higher revenues with strate¬ 
gies to maximise efficiency gains 
rather than mere increase in tax 
rates. Unless revenues pick, states 
will be forced to cut capital ex¬ 
penditure, further stoking the 
economic slowdown. Reduction 
in capital expenditure can feed 
an ever-tightening vicious spiral 
of austerity deepening the eco¬ 
nomic downturn which, in turn, 
cramps fiscal revenues and forces 
further expenditure reductions 
and so on. 

“States’ revenue prospects are 
confronted with low tax buoyan¬ 
cies, shrinking revenue auton¬ 
omy under the GST framework 
and unpredictability associated 
with transfers of IGST and grants. 
Unrealistic revenue forecasts in 
budget estimates thereby leave 
no option for states than expen¬ 
diture compression in even the 
most productive and employ¬ 
ment-generating heads,” it said. 
It noted that states need to grad¬ 
ually harness the GST database 
to expand the tax base. They also 
need to review their tariff poli¬ 
cies relating to power and irriga¬ 
tion, keeping in mind the break¬ 
even user charges. 

The report also warned about 
risk of off-budget liabilities in the 
form of guarantees mutating into 
a contingent risk to debt sustain¬ 
ability even as structural bottle¬ 
necks in power distribution con¬ 
tinue to foster. States may have to 
take over higher losses of power 
distribution companies if they do 
not show a turnaround in their 
performance.

AIDED BY higher invisible receipts 
and lower cmde oil prices, India’s 
current account deficit (CAD) at 
$14.3 billion, or 2.0 per cent of 
GDP, in the June quarter of 2019- 
20 narrowed from $15.8 billion 
(2.3 per cent of GDP) in the same 
period of 2018-19, the Reserve 
Bank of India (RBI) has said. 

However, CAD rose sharply 
from $4.6 billion (0.7 per cent of 
GDP) registered in the preceding 
quarter amid the spike in gold im¬ 
ports. “The healthy growth in the 
surplus of services and secondary 
income, as well as lower cmde oil 
prices helped to restrain the size 
of the current account deficit in 
the June quarter, despite a sharp 
increase in gold imports. 

Oil imports rose by a mild 0.4 
per cent to $34.9 billion in Ql of 
FY2020 from $34.7 billion in Ql 
FY2019, dampened by the decline 
of 6.9 per cent in oil prices between 
these two quarters,” said Aditi 
Nayar, Principal Economist, ICRA. 
However, gold imports rose by a 
sharp 35.6 per cent to $11.4 billion 
in the June quarter from $8.4 bil¬

Invisible receipt is that 
part of the balance of trade that 
refers to services and other prod¬ 
ucts that do not result in the trans¬ 
fer of physical objects.

Net services receipts increased

ices. “Private transfer receipts, 
mainly representing remittances 
by Indians employed overseas, 
rose to $19.9 billion, increasing by 
6.2 per cent from their level a year 
ago,” the RBI said.

Indian banks most vulnerable... their capital will 
be wiped out under stress scenario: Moody’s

AMONG THE 13 Asia-Pacific 
economies, India’s banking sys¬ 
tem is the most vulnerable to a de¬ 
terioration in corporate debt re¬ 
payment capacity along with 
Indonesia, followed by Singapore, 
Malaysia and China, Moody’s 
Investors Service said on Monday, 
causing the Nifty bank index to 
close 2.59 per cent lower. 

Slower economic growth and 
rising trade and geopolitical ten¬ 
sions could weaken debt servic¬ 


ing abilities of corporates in the re- 
gion, the rating agency wrote. 
“Indian banks are the most vul¬ 
nerable because they have lower 
capital ratios, and their capital will 
be wiped out under our stress sce¬ 
nario,” it added. 

On Monday, Yes Bank stock fell 
15 percent, State Bank of India 3.7 
per cent, ICICI Bank 3.5 per cent, 
Axis Bank 2.3 per cent, and HDFC 
Bank 1.4 per cent. 

According to a recent Crisil re¬ 
port, PSBs — which make up for 
roughly 80 per cent of the bad 
loans in the banking system—will 
see their gross NPAs shrinking by 
as much as 400 bps to 10.6 per 


cent by March 2020 from 14.6 per 
cent in March 2018. Separately, 
the government recently told 
Parliament that gross NPAs of 
state-run banks dropped to Rs 
8,06,412 crore as of March 2019 
from the peak of Rs 8,95,601 crore 
a year earlier, highlighting the im¬ 
provement in PSBs’ asset quality. 

While the ratio of corporate 
debt to GDP is relatively lower in 
India and Indonesia, the distribu¬ 
tion of debt is skewed toward 
highly leveraged corporate bor¬ 
rowers with low interest coverage 
ratios, and this has resulted in high 
loan default rates that have 
plagued Indian banks since 2011, 


according to Moody’s. 

“Our stress test — which as¬ 
sumes a 25 per cent decline in 
EBITDA (earnings before interest, 
tax, depreciation and amortiza¬ 
tion) — shows banks in India and 
Indonesia are most prone to a de¬ 
terioration in corporate debt re¬ 
payment capacity ...,” wrote 
Rebaca Tan, assistant vice-presi¬ 
dent and analyst at the Moody’s 
Investors Service. India and 
Indonesia will have the largest 
share of debt owed by corporates 
with debt/EBITDA ratios of more 
than 4 and interest coverage ratios 
(ICRs) of less than 1, as well as 
those with negative EBITDA.

Despite the recent tax cuts 
hitting government finances, 
he said the government is stick¬ 
ing to the glide path of keeping 
fiscal deficit at 3.3 per cent of 
the GDP in the current fiscal. 
During the first half of this fis¬ 
cal, the government has raised 
Rs 4.42 lakh crore, 62.25 per 
cent of the total borrowing. “Rs 
2.68 lakh crore borrowing indi¬ 
cates that the fiscal glide path 
as indicated in the budget is be¬ 
ing maintained,” he said.

Suppressing criticism 
a sure fire recipe for 
policy mistakes: Rajan

PEOPLE IN authority have to tol¬ 
erate criticism and suppressing 
criticism is a sure fire recipe for 
policy mistakes, former Reserve 
Bank of India Governor Raghuram 
Rajan said Monday. In an essay on 
linkedln, Rajan said governments 
that suppress public criticism do 
themselves a gross disservice. 

“People in authority have to 
tolerate criticism. Undoubtedly, 
some of the criticism, including in 
the press, is ill-informed, moti¬ 
vated, and descends into ad- 
hominem personal attacks. I have 
certainly had my share of those in 
past jobs. However, suppressing 
criticism is a sure fire recipe for 
policy mistakes. If every critic gets 
a phone call from a government 
functionary asking them to back 
off, or gets targeted by the mling 
party’s troll army, many will tone 
down their criticism. The govern¬ 
ment will then live in a pleasant 
make-believe environment, until 
the harsh truth can no longer be 
denied,” Rajan wrote in his essay. 

He added that constant criti¬ 
cism allows periodic course cor¬ 
rections to policy, and public crit¬ 
icism indeed gives government 
bureaucrats the room to speak 
truth to their political masters. 
“Conversely, fulsome public praise 
crowds out the possibility that the 
government can be self-critical - 
even a whisper of dissent stands 
out. Governments that suppress 
public criticism do themselves a 
gross disservice.” 

He said understanding history 
is good but using history to thump 
our own chest reflects great inse¬ 
curity. “Understanding our history 
is, obviously, a good thing, but us¬ 
ing history to thump our own 
chest reflects great insecurity and

can even be counterproductive. It 
does nothing for enhancing our 
current capabilities. It was our 
poverty in the past and continu¬ 
ing shortcomings in our still-de¬ 
veloping academic, corporate, and 
government research systems 
that keep us from the frontier.” 

In his introductory note for the 
essay, Rajan — currently teaching 
at the University of Chicago Booth 
School of Business — referred to 
the 150th birth anniversary of 
Mahatma Gandhi, as well as re¬ 
called jurist Nani Palkhivala, 
whose birth centenary is ap¬ 
proaching. “At times like the pres¬ 
ent ones, we must remember that 
what makes India strong is its di¬ 
versity, debate, and tolerance. 
What makes it weak is narrow 
mindedness, obscurantism, and 
divisiveness,” he wrote. 

Rajan also mentioned the sus¬ 
picion for foreign ideas and for¬ 
eigners as one of the concerns. “In 
the “not invented here” syndrome 
lies stagnation. We cannot be so 
insecure that we believe allowing 
foreign competition will demol¬ 
ish our culture, our ideas, and our 
firms. Indeed, it is by erecting pro¬ 
tective walls that we have always 
fallen behind, making us suscep¬ 
tible to total colonisation. There is 
no need for us to be slaves to any¬ 
thing foreign, but it is best that we 
examine everything, domestic or 
foreign, dispassionately, and see 
what is worth keeping. It is only 
then that we will have a dynamic 
society, adapting to the needs of 
the times,” he said.

After setback at WTO, 
India likely to ‘rework’ 
more export schemes

NEW DELHI,SEPTEMBER30 

WITH INDIA losing a key trade dis¬ 
pute with the United States at the 
World Trade Organization (WTO) 
on export subsidies, it will likely 
expedite a process to replace or re¬ 
structure various WTO-incom- 
patible export schemes in the 
coming months, a source said. 

A WTO dispute settlement 
panel is learnt to have ruled in 
favour of the US that had claimed 
that New Delhi offered illegal ex¬ 
port subsidies and “thousands of 
Indian companies are receiving 
benefits totaling over $7 billion an¬ 
nually from these programmes”. 
These export subsidies were in vi¬ 
olation of the WTO’s subsidies and 
countervailing measures (SCM) 
pact, the US had alleged. 

India is awaiting the panel’s fi¬ 
nal report and its precise findings, 
which is expected soon, said an¬ 
other source, indicating that a de¬ 
tailed impact assessment would 
be done once the report was re¬ 
ceived. Analysts say what comes 
as a blessing in disguise for India 
is the US move to block judges to 
the appellate tribunal, which will 


be crippled with just one judge left 
after December 11. 

In that case, the fate of any ap¬ 
peal by India against a verdict in 
favour of the US remains uncer¬ 
tain. Unless a decision is made by 
the tribunal on the appeal, the 
findings of the WTO’s dispute 
panel cannot be binding on India, 
they have added. 

In a business-as-usual sce¬ 
nario, though, once the dispute 
panel’s final report is made pub¬ 
lic, India would be required to ap¬ 
peal the mling before an appellate 
body within 30 days. If the appel¬ 
late body upholds the panel’s ml¬ 
ing, India will have to stop the ex¬ 
port promotion schemes within a 
mutually-agreed-upon time 
frame, which is often a year. Here, 
too, India will have time to com¬ 
ply if it starts the restructuring of 
controversial programmes early. 
Last March, the US had challenged 
many Indian export subsidy pro¬ 
grammes, including MEIS, Export 
Oriented Units Scheme; sector- 
specific schemes, including 
Electronics Hardware Technology 
Parks Scheme; special economic 
zones; Export Promotion Capital 
Goods Scheme; and duty free im¬ 
ports for re-exports. FE

Domestic 
natural gas 
price slashed 
by over 12%

THE CENTRE Monday cut domes¬ 
tic natural gas price for the first 
time in two-and-a-half years but 
rates for gas produced from diffi¬ 
cult fields like Reliance Industries’ 
under-development fields in KG- 
D6 block are still at almost the 
same level as the one fixed during 
the Congress-led UPA regime. 

The price of most of the natu¬ 
ral gas produced by state-owned 
ONGC and Oil India Ltd, which ac¬ 
count for bulk of India’s existing 
gas output, was cut to $3.23 per 
million British thermal unit for the 
six-month period beginning 
October 1, from $3.69 as of now, 
according to the oil ministry’s 
Petroleum Planning and Analysis 
Cell (PPAC). This is the first reduc¬ 
tion in rate since April 1,2017. 
Simultaneously, the government 
cut the price of gas produced from 
difficult fields to $8.43 from $9.32, 
the PPAC notification said. 

Prices of natural gas are set 
every six months—on April 1 and 
October 1 each year. The rates also 
decide the revenue of gas produc¬ 
tion companies.

The com¬ 
pany’s shares fell 12.32 per cent to 
Rs 24.55 on the BSE Monday. 
Ambani said the company has 
suffered over the last six months 
as collateral damage due to crisis 
in the financial services industry, 
irrational action of rating agencies 
and auditors, as well as slowdown 
in economy. The Reliance Group 
has repaid over Rs 35,000 crore in 
the last four months and will re¬ 
pay another Rs 15,000 crore by 
next March.

Sebi eases buyback rules 
for companies with NBFC 
and housing finance arms

MARKETS REGULATOR Sebi has 
eased its norms for buyback of 
shares by listed firms, especially 
those having subsidiaries in hous¬ 
ing finance and NBFC segments. 
The notification comes after the 
board of Securities and Exchange 
Board of India (Sebi) approved 
norms in this regard in August. 

The repurchase of shares 
by listed companies is governed 
by the Buyback Regulations of 
Sebi as well as the Companies Act. 

Among the main conditions 
that the companies need to follow, 
the buyback offer cannot exceed 
25 per cent of the aggregate paid- 
up capital and free reserves of the 
company, but shareholders’ ap¬ 


proval is required through a spe¬ 
cial resolution in case the size ex¬ 
ceeds 10 per cent. 

Also, a buyback is permitted 
only if the ratio of the aggregate of 
secured and unsecured debts 
owed by the company after the 
buyback is not more than twice 
the paid-up capital and free re¬ 
serves, unless a higher debt-to-eq- 
uity ratio is specified under the 
Companies Act. 

While Sebi takes into account 
financial statements on stand¬ 
alone as well as consolidated basis 
for evaluating the buyback thresh¬ 
olds, issues have been raised re¬ 
cently with regard to considering 
consolidated financial statements 
for companies with subsidiaries 
having higher debt due to their 
presence in businesses like NBFC 
and housing finance segments.

Remembering Kaalia

THOUGH HE appeared in more than 100 
films and TV serials of equal volume, ac¬ 
tor Viju Khote has been immortalised in 
the frames of cinematic history for his ren¬ 
dition of Kaalia, the faithful underling of 
dacoit Gabbar Singh, in Sholay (1975), a 
film that was a unique masala take on the 
Spaghetti Westerns. When after a foiled 
attempt to rake in grain from the poor vil¬ 
lagers in Ramgarh, Kaalia and his two ac¬ 
complices return empty-handed to 
Gabbar’s den. The scene has Gabbar play¬ 
ing a form of Russian roulette with a re¬ 
volver that only had three bullets, for the 
three culprits. “Tern 1<ya hoga Kaalia ?” asks 
Gabbar, when Kaalia’s turn comes. Kaalia 
takes a gulp and utters, “Sardar, maine 
aapka namak khaya hai ”. Gabbar, just 
about to pull the trigger, responds, “To/i ab 
goli kha”. 

Viju had a 10-day schedule to shoot for 
the Ramesh Sippy classic, a film that made 
him a household name. Following the suc¬ 
cess of Sholay, Khote became a regular in 
Hindi films, he was a recognisable face in 
the supporting cast of many mega films, 
such as Qurbani (1980) and Karz (1980). 
Viju made a name for himself for his un¬ 
canny on liners, said often times with a 
sad, almost apathetic face. His co-star from 
Karz, Rishi Kapoor tweeted on his death. 
“RIP. Viju Khote. Dear friend over the years. 
Though much elder, we used to bike to¬ 
gether along with sister Shobha Khote 


ji.when I was young. Passionate and well 
informed about American films. We will 
miss you.” 

Younger brother of actor Shubha 
Khote, Viju was born into a family, who 
were closely associated with films. His fa¬ 
ther was Marathi actor Nandu Khote, a 
prominent stage name, with many silent 
movies to his credit. Viju became a known 
face in the ’80s. He would often appear as 
a wingman to the main villain. He also 
dabbled in Marathi theatre. Satish Alekar, 
Marathi actor and playwright recalls the 
late actor. “I met Viju Khote for the first 
time while shooting for Ventilator (2016). 
He was a very humble and cooperative 
person, who always came on time even 
when he was not in good health. I found 
that he was an ardent fan of Hollywood 
films and knew the smallest details of the 
films of John Wayne. He had acted in a lot 
of Marathi plays and had fond memories 
of them all. “Khote repeated his feat of 
playing the sidekick with AndazApnaApna 
(1994), where he uttered l Galti se mistake' 
another line that became a pop culture 
phenomena and is repeated even today. 
Actor Paresh Rawal, who played Mr Bajaj 
and Khote’s boss in the film, also tweeted 
about the actor’s death. “An endearing 
fellow and a generous co actor. AUM 
SHANTIVIJUJI.” 

Viju is also remembered for his stint 
on TV, with Zabaan Sambhal Ke. He passed 
away yesterday, at the age of 77, due 
to multiple organ failure in his 
Mumbai home.

At the exhibition, nearly 25 award-win-

Gandhi through a multitude of artforms, in- 
THE SALT Satyagraha, like an earthmover, eluding handloom weaving, tie and dye, shi- 


bazaar, they will get commissions for their 
work from museums, private collectors and 
galleries,” says Jaitly. 

In West Bengal artist Karthik Manna’s 
batik work, there’s a mix of Indonesian and 
Indian techniques as he presents his exhibit 
on khadi. “Today, the face of Gandhi is only 
a shadow. His ideals of going back to nature 
is depicted in my indigo work. I have shown 
Gandhi making thread on the charka inside 
the sun, as a symbol of hope. The wheel has 
been turning all these years, be it at a pot¬ 
ter’s kiln or the manjha that’s used during 
kite flying or in the round fishing net we 
have in Bengal. Everything is constantly 
turning, and as the wheel turns and the 
thread is made, we can hope for a better to¬ 
morrow," says Manna. 

For Abdul Kalam, whose family for gen¬ 
erations have been carpet weavers from 
Bhadohi, Uttar Pradesh, taking the carpet 
from the floor to the wall as a work of art, 
has been a journey. His hand tufted carpet 
shows a silhouette of Gandhi’s face. “I have 
developed Hollywood film posters into car¬ 
pets. We can do much more if given a 
chance,” says Kalam.

had excavated and moved scores of villages 
to join Gandhi in his protest against a law 
that hit every home in British India. For 
nearly 24 days, they would march till they 
reached the coastal village of Dandi. There 
were bullock carts that carried khadi and 
charkas, since he would spin thread even 
when he was on the move. On Dandi’s 
shores, his fistful of salt shook the British 
empire like nothing ever had. It was a sym¬ 
bol of India’s defiance, unity and a statement 
of the “battle of right versus might”.

New Delhi. “We’ve all grown up hearing sto¬ 
ries of his andolans, and as an artist it was 
my search to understand what unity meant. 
We live selfish lives and the birds lined on a 
thread of the charka are a metaphor for how 
we need to work together. Just like birds 
who flock together, we need to join hands, 
so our thread is not broken,” says Shyam. 
Using traditional motifs and colours of Gond 
art, he presents a message close to the heart 
of the leader.

Some of these include bead 
work and Gudia Shilp from Jhabua, wooden 
comb and papier-mache birds from Ujjain, 
thread jewellery from Uttaranchal, silver 


jewellery from Rajasthan, bandhani and 
wood work from Gujarat, kotpad weaving 
and paddy craft from Orissa, and paper crafts 
from Tamil Nadu. Jaitly says that the idea of 
swades that Gandhi nurtured through vil¬ 
lage industries guided the Samiti in choosing 
artisans and craftspeople for the show. 

At the gallery, there’s Andhra Pradesh- 
based master weaver Gajam Govardhana’s 

exhibit in calligra¬ 
phy with zari, 
while blow glass 
artist Mahesh

Cloudy With a Chance 
of Catastrophe 

A children’s book that talks about caste, and 
inspires you to be a climate champ

IF YOU are one of those annoying mem¬ 
bers of the human species that author-ed¬ 
itor Bijal Vachharajani calls “groan-ups”, 
you probably do what almost all adults do 
in her new book, A Cloud Called Bhura 
(Talking Cub): put on your blinkers (and 
breathing masks) and learn to cope. One 
fine day, four teens in Mumbai — Amni, 
Tammy, Mithil and Andrew — wake up to 
find a fat brown cloud squatting over their 
city, gobbling up their sunlight and air, and 
turn it into a simmering, smoke-filled 
cauldron. What do people in charge do? 
Minister Motabhai calls the cloud, Bhura, 
an “anti-national” and a conspiracy against 
India’s growth; news anchor Vaatodiyo 
Bahuche wonders if this Hollywood-style 
disaster is a sign of our “economic 
progress”; an ageing cinema superstar 
tries to vacuum away the dusty cloud in a 
televised dance performance; and numer¬ 
ous other parents plan to leave the city. The 
smog of denial is as toxic as Bhura. 

But the children want answers and go 
about looking for them, despite the de¬ 
spair and disinformation all around. “I 
strongly believe children have the power 
to challenge things more than adults, be¬ 
cause they observe. When you talk to 
them, they listen and act. I have worked 
with many children, some have asked me 
to sign tiger petitions, raised money for 
tiger conservation; written letters to chief 
ministers,” says Vachharajani. She began 
writing the book in 2014, five years before 
a 16-year-old Swedish girl would grab the 
world’s collar and force its attention on a 
dying planet. “That children would be a 
part of the solution wasn’t as clear then. 
There was no global climate strike at the 
time,” she says.

Even then, Vachharajani knew that the 
brown cloud was not just a figment of her 
imagination. She was an environment and 
animal rights activist in her twenties, and 
in 2012 did a Master’s in climate change 
from the University of Costa Rica. “In our 



climate science classes, we saw satellite 
images of seasonal brown cloud forma¬ 
tions, mostly across the south of the 
world, caused by pollutants. But there was 
so little political will to do anything about 
them,” she says. The story seeded in her 
head also because of the number of days 
she would open the weather app and find 
her hometown Mumbai “under smoke”. 

The children’s literature community in 
India is a vibrant, passionate and close-knit 
one — and Vachharajani is one of its many 
spunky champions. As a senior editor with 
Pratham Books, Vachharajani curates 
books that are fun, intelligent and rooted 
in Indian life. Her work, as an editor and 
writer, also reveals a welcome interest in 
equality. A Cloud Called Bhura not just 
stands out for its biting satire, the way it 
breaks down climate science for kids, but 
also for being a rare children’s book that 
talks about Ambedkarite politics. 

While we enter the book through the 
perspective of Amni, a smart nerd from a 
privileged family, it is Tammy, her Dalit 
friend, who helps Vachharajani engage 
with questions of caste and inequality. 
“Tammy came from my late partner 
Abhiyan. He and I had several conversa¬ 
tions about the Ambedkarite movement. 
He was very outspoken about discrimina¬ 
tion, about the marginalisation he had 
faced. They made me realise that his ex¬ 
periences as a child were very different 
from mine. It left him feeling more alien¬ 
ated than anything else,” she says. While 
Amni is “someone many of us know,” 
Vachharajani knew that was not the 
only perspective. 

“Climate change is going to impact the 
more vulnerable sometimes. And that 
frightens me sometimes. So, I wrote a 
whole draft only from Tammy’s point of 
view. And then I merged it with an earlier 
one,” she says. 

While the book is her way of getting 
children talking about the climate crisis, 
Vachharajani is not an optimist about the 
planet’s survival. “Sometimes, I think we 
are in a car crash,” she says. “Change has 
to happen at many levels, but most impor¬ 
tantly at the policy level. Finally, the chil¬ 
dren have forced out attention, what do 
we do with it?” Do the kids end up win¬ 
ning the battle? Let’s just say, Bhura has a 
fight on its hands.

I reached the 
statue, which looked like that of a white 
man, holding a book and walking. It actu¬ 
ally looked like Groucho Marx. Later, I saw 
a statue of Ambedkar that looked like Rajiv 
Gandhi. It got me thinking about how 
many statues there are of Gandhi and 
Ambedkar, which look like other people. I 
recalled Gandhi statues from my home¬ 
town Kochi, which looked nothing like 
Gandhi, and others that I had seen in other 


parts of the country. 

Then there was this one statue that I 
saw in Bangalore, which seemed to be 
stuck to the ground. The statue had actu¬ 
ally existed before the road, so when the 
road was built, they ended up covering his 
feet. So this statue of a man, who was 
known for walking everywhere, depicted 
him as being stuck in one place. 

Another statue I saw was on the roof of 
a building, behind the house that I lived in 
while in Bangalore. This house belongs to 
a guy who makes and sell statues. On the 
roof, he had placed Gandhi’s statue, along 
with one of Tirupati Balaji and a white 
man sitting naked on a commode. It was 
strange and funny. 

There are a couple of questions that I 
wished to explore when I began photo¬ 
graphing Gandhi’s statues. One is how 
much of the images of Gandhi in the pub¬ 


lic space do we accept as Gandhi? The 
other is how much of Gandhi’s philosophy 
is appropriated and ends up not resem¬ 
bling what he had said. You see something 
similar in his images in the public space as 
well. I’ve seen a Gandhi statue that looked 
like LK Advani, whose politics is very dif¬ 
ferent. Everyone has their own use for 
Gandhi, and I thought that these various 
images of Gandhi, which don’t look like 
him, speak of that. 

I also did a series of works in which I’ve 
projected onto my face the faces of people 
who have influenced me and my outlook 
on life. One such important influence is 
Gandhi. The projection is done in such a 
way that one eye of mine overlaps with 
one of Gandhi’s eyes, so it’s like I’m seeing 
the world through his perspective.

An opening... or a dead end 

Given the team management’s trigger-happy ways, Rohit, treading the best phase of his career, needs to make an instant impact

WHAT’S WITH Rohit Sharma that despite 
numerous examples of forced openers failing 
that we cling to the rare exceptions like 
Virender Sehwag to justify our hope that he 
would come good in Tests? Just recently, 
England tried the Sehwag template to hoist 
Jason Roy but he was dismantled and dishev¬ 
elled by the end of the series that he had to be 
dropped for the final game. 

Still, somehow, there is hope about 
Sharma. We know why of course - talented 
stars like him get that extra rope. Not neces¬ 
sarily, a consistent run over a few series but 
every now and then, an optimistic shove into 
a Test series to see if he can do some magic. 
He, of course, didn’t but what makes this 
time different? 

Probably because he is the best prepared 
he has ever been for a spot in Tests. Ideally, it 
should have been in the middle order but 
since that spot isn’t opening up, he has been 
given that old Indian back-door entry as an 
opener. Still there is a reason to hope. For a 
man who used to get squared-up to straight 
deliveries outside off stump, he has come a 
long way in terms of his balance at the 
wicket. It’s not been an overnight change ei¬ 
ther; slowly he has eased out one worry af¬ 
ter another. 

For a while, even when he was scoring 
big in ODIs, he used to get in a great deal of 
trouble against the ball that would duck back 
into him, especially if it was from a left-han¬ 
der. The left leg would be pressed so far 
ahead and more importantly across the line, 
that he would get into an awful tangle. With 
quality seamers, there wasn’t much time to 
wriggle out of trouble - and he was an lbw 
candidate. 

Sometime during the last IPL, one 
sensed he had worked out a plan. He 
stopped trying to work the ball to the leg, 
even if it meant tapping a ball on the mid¬ 
dle and leg towards mid-on. The entire fo¬ 
cus it seemed was on maintaining a bal¬ 
ance and a side-on stance, feet not too wide 
at the crease. 

The forward press became a matter of 
choice rather an involuntary movement. 
He began to look in better control out there. 
But it also meant a greater strain on his 
mental fortitude - he now had to ensure 
he doesn’t upset his balance by trying to 
flick. It created a few problems even in the 
dreamy World Cup in the early games 
where his aerial flick shots just about fell 
wide of lunging catchers at square-leg. He 
immediately shut the leg-side shop. Not 
easy for a free-flowing batsman like him 
but he did that. 

Tightened off-side game 

The game outside off stump also has im¬ 
proved but it’s still an area that could make or 
break his Test career. It’s a better version than 
in the past of course when he would fish and 
hang his bat away from the body. A loose- 
limbed fatal prod and would get him 
squared-up. You would wait for the replays 
to see if it was some vicious leg-cutter but it 
would turn out to be a ball that just about 
dinked away if anything. 

Just the muscular twitch was under¬ 
standable to an extent - OMahela 
Jayawardene would do offer a limp prod a lot 
in his young days but the squaring up was 
worrisome. All that has stopped in recent 
times. Simply put, he looks much better of 
control of his mind and as a result over his 
body in the middle. 

But as Vernon Philander showed in the 
warm-up game the other day, it's an area that 
will test him. The only good thing is he now 
is like any other opener who has a problem 
with that line.

Behind Rahane's revival: 
Not fretting over technique 


All openers would have; it’s not such a 
egregious weakness as it used to be for him. 
It’s the ball that took him out in world cup 
semi-final when New Zealand’s Matt Henry 
took him out with a lovely curler. 

Like any other opener, he needs some 
luck and while Indian team management 
might think they have provided him with 
cover by giving him a home series. But his 
luck, he would run into the most nagging 
new-ball bowler in world cricket today, 
Philander, who thrives on any hint of iffiness 
of technique and mind. 

Expected: Pitch to play low 

The Vizag pitch is expected to play low 
but there has been some rain in the air and 
more has been forecasted in the days to 
come. If there is even an iota of moisture in 
the air or the pitch, Philander would exploit 
it in his new-ball spell. And that’s the spell 
Sharma will be at his most tentative. 

The general expectation about him is 
that if he gets through the first 10 overs, he 
will be good for the long haul in Indian con¬ 
ditions but he has to get through that pe¬ 
riod. There is another factor that he has to 
contend with: the impatience in this Indian 
think tank. Ask Ajinkya Rahane, R Ashwin, 
or even Cheteshwar Pujara. 

The Australia series saved Pujara, and 
Rahane has climbed out of the grave with 
performances in the West Indies recently. 
Now, it’s the turn of Rishabh Pant. The word 
is that Wriddhiman Saha is almost certain to 
replace him in the playing eleven for the first 
Test at Vizag.

long unimpeded runs. Make or break. 
Perform or perish. Insecurity as a perform¬ 
ance-enhancing drug. Ashwin one senses is 
at that stage now. The fastest bowler to 250 
wickets now finds himself at a vulnerable 
stage in his career - a state of affairs he could¬ 
n’t have imagined 20 months back. 

Sharma now finds himself with a great 
opportunity in Tests but it comes with all 
these accompanying dark clouds. As he re¬ 
peatedly kept saying in the last World Cup, 
he is at his best when he is at the best men¬ 
tal space.

Visakhapatnam :There is a definite spring in 
Ajinkya Rahane's steps after he ended a 17- 
Test run of not scoring a hundred, a number 
which has proved to be lucky for him. 
Rahane, India's Test vice-captain, was under 
pressure to perform in the West Indies and 
he delivered with an 81 and 102 in the first 
Test in Antigua. 

“You get to learn from every match and 
every series and I had to wait for two years, 
17 Tests, for my Test debut and for this cen¬ 
tury (in West Indies) I had to wait for 17 Tests. 
I think there was some co-ordination,” said 
Rahane. "When I was playing for 
Hampshire, I was thinking, when I made 
my debut, how my mindset was before 
that. In these 17 Tests, I was not getting a 
hundred, I was going behind getting a hun¬ 
dred and it was not coming. “So, in the 
West Indies, my thought process was that 
I will not think of getting a hundred even 
once, whatever has to be happen will hap¬ 
pen. If a hundred has to come, it will come," 
said Rahane who could not hide the excite¬ 
ment of becoming a father soon. 

Rahane insisted that he did not work too 
much on his technique to get back amongst 
the runs. “From outside it may look easy, for 
me it was about believing in my ability. Not 
thinking about the technical stuff, it was all 
about how I make the mental adjustment

like handling difficult situations," said the 
31-year-old.

DDCA secy 
cries foul 
over MLA as 
treasurer

DELHI AND District Cricket Association 
(DDCA) secretary Vinod Tihara has questioned 
the eligibility of OP Sharma, a BJP member of 
the legislative assembly, to continue as treas¬ 
urer of the state unit arguing that it is not in 
accordance with the Supreme Court-ap¬ 
proved amended constitution of the Indian 
cricket board.The constitution of the Board of 
Control for Cricket in India bars ministers, gov¬ 
ernment servants or those holding public of¬ 
fice from taking up posts in cricket administra¬ 
tion. 

In a letter to BCCI electoral officer N 
Gopalaswami, Tihara wrote: “The treasurer of 
DDCA namely Mr OP Sharma is a sitting mem¬ 
ber of the Legislative assembly of Delhi and is 
bound to be disqualified but even after the 
judgement of the Supreme Court, no action 
has been taken by the DDCA or the Committee 
of Administrators... ” 

The DDCA elections were held in June last 
year and results declared in the first week of 
July. A month later, in August 2018, the 
Supreme Court - after a series of hearings - 
asked the BCCI to amend its constitution as 
per the Lodha Committee recommendations. 

When asked why Sharma continued to re¬ 
main DDCA treasurer, the state unit’s counsel 
Saurabh Chadda said in a statement: “The 
amended Articles of Association (AoA) which 
came into force in Sept, 2018 made a person, 
who is a Minister or a Government Servant or 
holds a public office, ineligible for being a 
member of the Apex Council (which includes 
office bearers). However, when Mr. OP Sharma 
got elected as Treasurer, DDCA on 02.07.2018, 
this particular eligibility criterion of “holding 
a public office” was not there in the AoA. Thus, 
his election was both legal and valid and a sub¬ 
sequent eligibility condition cannot be applied 
to it with retrospective effect.” 

In the same letter to the BCCI electoral of¬ 
ficer, Tihara also questions how DDCA presi¬ 
dent Rajat Sharma appointed himself as the 
representative of the state unit without the 
approval of the general body. 

The letter further claims that Sharma had 
appointed himself as the representative of the 
DDCA to BCCI. “Rajat Sharma through the ex¬ 
ecutive committee has taken the decision and 
has appointed himself as the representative 
of DDCA to BCCI. It is most humbly submitted 
that the Articles of Association of DDCA man¬ 
date that the general body of DDCA shall ap¬ 
point its representative to BCCI,” Tihara’s let¬ 
ter reads.However, Chadda argued that under 
the present AoA of DDCA, it is the Apex Council 
and not the General Body which decides who 
will represent DDCA at BCCI meetings. 

“We have not received any communica¬ 
tion so far from the electoral officer, BCCI re¬ 
garding any issues raised by Mr Tihara with 
him. The Articles of Association of the DDCA 
were amended as per the procedure laid 
down bySC. The amended AoA have been ac¬ 
cepted by the CoA and the BCCI,” the state¬ 
ment added.

Azam and Shinwari quell Lanka’s resilience

IN THE end, it was a stroll for Pakistan, as they 
beat Sri Lanka by 67 runs at the National 
Stadium in Karachi. But they managed the vic¬ 
tory only enduring a scare, as Shehan 
Jayasuriya and Dasun Shanaka, stitched to¬ 
gether the highest sixth-wicket partnership 
for the Lankans in this format. But as soon as 
the 177-run alliance ended, after joining hands 
with the tourists reeling at 5/28, Pakistan were 
back in the game and cmised home. 

Again, it was left-arm pacer Usman 
Shinwari who picked the wicket of Jayasuriya 
that snuffed out Sri Lanka’s last lingering hopes 
of an unlikely heist. He then ejected the dan¬ 
gerous Isuru Udana to complete a memorable 
five-wicket on a memorable day for Pakistan. 

He had earlier sliced through the top order, 
gobbling up Sadeera Samarawickrama, 
Avishka Fernando and LahiruThirimanne in a 
hostile first spell that all but ended Sri Lanka’s 
hopes. Shinwari, who was adjudged the man 
of the match, explained his plan: “I've come in 
after 5-6 months. It was a comeback of a sorts. 
I put in my everything. It was a slow wicket, 
but I stuck to my plan. They hit me all over the 
park on my debut, I'm just avenging myself,” 
he said. 

Sri Lanka skipper Thirimanne blamed the 
defeat on the way they batted in the first 10 
overs. “Iwas a great effort by Shehan and 
Dasun. They showed us how to bat in these 


conditions. Disappointed how we handled the 
first ten overs, it was not good enough. They 
bowled pretty well, but overall we could have 
kept them to below300. Our bowlers did well 
in small phases, but later stages they've given 
some extra runs.” 

Earlier, it was the stylish Babar Azam 


thrashed a swashbuckling hundred to steer 
Pakistan to 305-7 in the second day-night in¬ 
ternational against Sri Lanka on Monday as 
Karachi staged its first ODI in 10 years. The 24- 
year-old proved he is currently one of the best 
batsmen in limited overs cricket with a 105- 
ball-115 to lift Pakistan to a big total after the 


home team won the toss and batted. Azam, 
when on 54, became the fifth batsman to com¬ 
plete 1,000 ODI mns in 2019 — behind India's 
duo Virat Kohli and Rohit Sharma, and 
Australian couple Aaron Finch and Usman 
Khawaja. 

He added an innings building 111 for the 
third wicket with Haris Sohail (40), as Sri 
Lankan bowlers toiled to break the stand. It 
was only through an unfortunate run out that 
Sohail fell, leaving Azam to anchor the innings. 
He square cut pacer Lahiru Kumara for a 
boundary to complete his 11th ODI hundred 
off 97 balls. Azam was finally out at deep mid- 
on off Kumara, cracking eight boundaries and 
four sixes. Iftikhar Ahmed batted aggressively 
for his 20-ball 32 not out—two sixes and as 
many boundaries—as Pakistan made 89 in the 
last 10 overs. 

Openers Fakhar Zaman (54) and Imam-ul- 
Haq gave Pakistan a solid start of 73 before Sri 
Lanka's best bowler, leg-spinner Wanindu 
Hasaranga, trapped Imam for 31. Hasaranga 
also had Fakhar for 65-ball 54 studded with six 
boundaries and a six. Hasaranga finished with 
2-63. 

Skipper Sarfaraz Ahmed was also run out 
for eight while Imad Wasim made 12. While 
the first match was rained off in Karachi on 
Friday, the third and final game will be held in 
the city on Wednesday.

Haryana government asks for 
advisory panel if HCA 
doesn’t follow SC directions

THE HARYANA government on Monday wrote 
to the BCCI, asking the cricket board to con¬ 
sider appointing an advisory committee at the 
Haryana Cricket Association (HCA) if the state 
body doesn’t fall in line with the Supreme 
Court directions and the Lodha Committee rec¬ 
ommendations. 

The HCA, however, denied the allegation 
of not conforming to the reforms, mentioning 
that the letter could be a result of “incorrect in¬ 
formation” sent to the government, as it has 
already amended its constitution in accor¬ 
dance with the Lodha recommendations. 

The Committee of Administrators (CoA) 
that helms the BCCI at the moment is tight- 
lipped on the issue, although in a application 
filed before the Supreme Court on September 
23, it stated that the HCA hadn’t yet adhered 
to the new BCCI constitution. 

The Haryana government, in its letter, ex¬ 
pressed apprehension that if the HCA doesn’t 
comply with the apex court’s directives and 
the Lodha reforms, the BCCI might de-recog- 
nise the state body, which could prevent crick¬ 
eters from the state to play in the Ranji Trophy. 

“As a precautionary measure, the Haryana 


government has written to the BCCI that if the 
Haryana Cricket Association doesn’t comply 
with the Supreme Court directions and Lodha 
Committee recommendations and it results in 
the association losing the membership of the 
BCCI, the BCCI should appoint an advisory 
committee,” Anand Mohan Sharan, principal 
secretary (sports), Haryana government, told 
The Indian Express. 

He added: “Haryana players should not suf¬ 
fer and the players should not be barred from 
playing in the Ranji Trophy and other tourna¬ 
ments. We do not have any intention to inter¬ 
fere in the BCCI affairs but if the need arises, 
the BCCI should form an advisory committee 
for mnning the sport in the state.” 

The HCA, though, alleged that some indi¬ 
viduals are trying to “pull the wool” over the 
state government’s eyes, and claimed that the 
association has already amended its constitu¬ 
tion along the lines of that of the Himachal 
Pradesh Cricket Association (HPCA), which was 
approved by the CoA. ‘We are not aware of any 
such communication by the Haryana govern¬ 
ment, but if any such communication has in¬ 
deed been sent, it would only be on account of 
incorrect information or on account of some 
motivated prodding by some individuals by 
pulling (the) wool over the eyes of the state 
government," an official told this newspaper.

Gebrselassie says 
athletes could have died 

DISTANCE-RUNNING great Haile 
Gebrselassie says it was a mistake to 
hold the track and field world champi¬ 
onships in Qatar and that marathon 
runners could have died from the heat. 
The women’s marathon on Saturday 
started at midnight to dodge the worst 
of the heat in Qatar but was still held in 
humidity that made it feel like 40 de¬ 
gree Celsius. Twenty-eight of the 68 
women dropped out 30 mnners were 
given medical inspections and one was 
briefly hospitalised. “It was a mistake to 
conduct the championship in such hot 
weather in Doha, especially the 
marathon race. As someone who has 
been in the sport for many years, I've 
found it unacceptable,” former 
marathon world-record holder 
Gebrselassie said. “God forbid, but peo¬ 
ple could have died running in such 
weather conditions,” Gebrselassie said. 

Withdrawals make 
Asher-Smith favourite 

BRITAIN’S DINA Asher-Smith pow¬ 
ered her way into the 200 metres 
semifinals on Monday, with a gold 
medal suddenly up for grabs follow¬ 
ing a rash of high-profile withdrawals. 
After taking silver in the 100m on 
Sunday, Asher-Smith will be licking 
her lips at the prospect of200m gold 
after clocking the top time of 22.32 
seconds in the opening heats with 
many of the medal favourites unable 
to make it to the starting blocks. 

Newly-crowned 100m champion 
Shelly-Ann Fraser-Pryce, who beat 
Asher-Smith to the gold, decided not 
attempt the double due to the effort put 
in on Sunday while Ivory Coast's bronze 
medallist Marie-Josee Ta Lou was also 
a scratch having picked up an injury in 
the final. Dafne Schippers,200m cham¬ 
pion at the last two worlds, pulled out 
of the 100m final after straining an ad¬ 
ductor muscle and decided she was not 
fit enough to defend her crown. The 
event had already lost one of the gold- 
medal favourites Shaunae Miller-Uibo 
of the Bahamas, who owns the best 
time of 21.74 this season but opted out 
of the 200m in Doha. 

Blessing disqualified 
twice from 200m 

BLESSING OKAGBARE was disqualified 
from the 200 metres for a second time. 
Because of a mix-up by her nation’s 
track federation, the Nigerian sprinter 
was initially disqualified after she did¬ 
n’t show up for the 100-metre races 
that she never intended to run. Only af¬ 
ter an appeal and a long wait did 
Blessing find out she was back in. But 
when she got to the race, she was dis¬ 
qualified for stepping outside of her 
lane. Nigeria's track federation had en¬ 
tered both her and Divine Oduduru in 
the 100-metre races, even though nei¬ 
ther intended to compete at that dis¬ 
tance. When they didn't show up, IAAF 
mles called for them to be disqualified 
from the rest of the meet, including 
their main events, the 200, and the 
4x100 relays. 

Russia’s anti-doping 
chief cries‘betrayal’ 

Russian anti-doping agency’s CEO said 
he feels “betrayed” after evidence 
emerged that cmcial doping data was 
tampered with. Russian authorities 
handed over the data to the World Anti- 
Doping Agency in January after it had 
been kept under seal by Russian law en¬ 
forcement. The data was widely be¬ 
lieved to hold the key to past doping of¬ 
fences in Russian sports, but WADA is 
now investigating apparent tampering 
and could impose new sanctions on 
Russia. “We have been betrayed, we 
have had the right to be on the side of 
truth taken away from us,” Yuri Ganus, 
CEO of the Russian agency, wrote in an 
open letter dated Monday.

Fraser-Pryce and Felix, both competing in first Worlds since taking pregnancy break, clinch record gold medals

JAMAICAN SPRINT queen Shelly-Ann Fraser- 
Pryce surged to an unprecedented fourth 
100m crown and US legend Allyson Felix broke 
Usain Bolt’s gold medal record tally as the re¬ 
turning new mothers lit up the World 
Championships here. Fraser-Pryce and Felix, 
both racing in their first major championships 
since taking time off from the sport to have 
children, lit up a pulsating day three of com¬ 
petition even if the action was played out inside 
a near-empty Khalifa Stadium on Sunday. 

The 32-year-old Fraser-Pryce, who slopped 
the 2017 championships to give birth to her 
first child, delivered a barnstorming run to take 
the 100m in 10.71 sec. Britain's Dina Asher- 
Smith took silver with a time of 10.83sec while 
Ivory Coast's Marie-Josee Ta Lou claimed 
bronze in 10.90sec. “To be standing here as 
world champion again after having my baby, I 
am elated,” said Fraser-Pryce. 

‘The females keep showing up. We love to 
put on a performance and for me I am just re¬ 
ally happy to come away with the win." Fraser- 
Pryce was in control from the gun, rocketing 
out of the blocks and taking the lead in the 
opening 20 metres. From that point there was 
only going to be one winner, and the veteran 
Jamaican swept over the line majestically to add 
to the world titles won in 2009,2013 and 2015 
before setting off on a victory lap carrying her 
two-year-old son ZyonThe two-time Olympic 
champion's dominant display was the high¬ 
light of a day three which also saw US track 
queen Felix win a record 12th World 
Championship gold medal. 

Felix only returned to the sport in July af¬ 
ter a 13-month layoff which saw her give birth 
to her daughter Camryn by emergency C-sec- 
tion last November. The 33-year-old, who 
failed to qualify for the individual400m event 
in Doha, took gold in the4x400m mixed relay 
as the United States motored to victory in a 
world record time of 3 min 09.34sec. Felix's 
12th gold medal broke Jamaican legend Bolt's 
record tally of 11 World Championship gold 
medals. Overall, Felix now has an incredible 26 
medals, a dazzling haul that also includes six 
Olympic golds. 

Felix, competing in her ninth straight world 
championships, has accumulated more World 
Championship and Olympic honours than any 
other track and field athlete in history. “So spe¬ 
cial, to have my daughter here watching means 
the world to me,” Felix said afterwards. 

“It's been a crazy year for me." Felix later 
paid tribute to the support of Fraser-Pryce as 
she worked her way back to fitness this sea¬ 
son. “We've talked a lot this year and been 
there for each other,” Felix said. “She’s been an 
amazing support. I'm just thrilled to see her 
back on top and better than ever, and I hope 
that is an inspiration to others. I know that 
she's an inspiration to me.” There was another 
victory for a returning mother in the final event 
of the day, the women's 20km race walk, 
where China's 2016 Olympic champion Liu 
Hong won gold Liu, 32, who took a maternity 
break from 2017-2018, shrugged off steamy 
heat and humidity to lead a Chinese sweep of 
the medals in 1 hr 32min 53sec and secure her 
third world title. Qieyang Shenjie took silver in 
1:33:10 while compatriot Yang Liujing won 
bronze in 1:33:17. 

Elsewhere Sunday, triple jump king 
Christian Taylor completed a superb hat-trick 
of World Championship titles after surviv¬ 
ing near elimination in a nerve-jangling fi¬ 
nal. The two-time Olympic champion and 
now four-time world champion clinched 
gold with a leap of 17.92m. 

That was good enough to fend off the chal¬ 
lenge of compatriot Will Claye, who took sil¬ 
ver with a bestjump of 17.74m. Burkina Faso's 
Hugues Fabrice Zango claimed bronze with a 
jump of 17.66m. Taylor, the world champion 
in 2011,2015 and 2017, had flirted with elimi¬ 
nation at the start of the final after fouling his 
first two jumps. In the women's pole vault, 
Anzhelika Sidorova — competing under the 
Authorised Neutral Athlete banner due to the 
IAAF ban on Russia over the doping scandal — 
won with a vault of 4.95 metres. America's 
Sandi Morris took silver with 4.90m while 
Greece's Olympic champion Katerina Stefanidi 
took bronze.

Arum rewrites own history, enters javelin final

IN A span of seven months, Annu Rani has 
rewritten her own javelin throw national 
record twice. Armed with a much-improved 
technique, she threw the spear to a distance 
of 62.34m at the Federation Cup in March, 
and on Monday reset the record again with 
an attempt of 62.43m to become the first 
woman from the country to qualify for the 
javelin final in the World Championships. 

Annu's best throw, which came in her 
second attempt, put her in fifth spot overall 
in the qualification round. The 27-year-old 
has come back strongly this season after her 
Asian Games disappointment where she 
failed to even cross the 55m mark. 

Annu was left high and dry after the 
Jakarta event. She was omitted from the 
throws camp in South Africa under national 
coach Uwe Hohn. 

Her long-time coach Kashinath too dis¬ 
continued his services at NIS Patiala around 
the same time. That was when veteran 
javelin coach Baljeet came to her rescue and 
thus began her revival. Baljeet suggested 
some significant tweaks to Annu’s technique 
and employed unorthodox training meth¬ 
ods using golf balls and lighter javelins to im¬ 
prove his ward’s throws. 

“There are small things which need to be 
kept in mind. The knees, shoulder, hip and 
the throwing arm needs to be aligned in a 
perfect manner. I had the issue of lowering 
my throwing arm and then almost freezing 
it before release. This resulted in me unable 
to use all my power. Actually, power or 
strength is not an issue for me but it is my 


technique," Annu had said in March after 
rewriting her national mark from 61.86 to 
62.34m. Annu joined the national campers 
in Poland after the Federation Cup and has 
been training under Hohn since. 

Back home in Meerut, Annu’s family has 
been following the action on television closely. 
Elder brother Upendra, who inspired Annu to 
take up sports, is ecstatic about the qualifica¬ 
tion for the final but says the family would only 
celebrate if she returns with a medal. 


“We know that it is really tough to bag a 
medal at the Championships but it’s our job 
to hope and pray. We are really proud of her 
achievement. She called me a while back and 
said she was feeling really good about the 
throw and is confident of putting up a bet¬ 
ter show in the final,” Upendra, a farmer, told 
The Indian Express. 

Getting on the podium will be an uphill 
task for the Indian going by the strength of 
the field. Asian Champion Huihui Lyu of 


China managed a mammoth throw of 
67.27m to top the qualifiers while Christin 
Hussong of Germany registered 65.29m. 

At the previous edition of the World 
Championships, the top six spots in the final 
went for throws above 64 metres. But for 
now, the Indian javelin camp is pleased with 
Annu’s historic achievement. 

“She is very hardworking and I am really 
happy to see her do well. It’s a huge moment 
for us and India. We are rooting for her to do 
well in the final,” said Shivpal Singh, a na¬ 
tional camp teammate, from Doha. 

Other Indians fizzle out 

PTI adds: The other two Indians who 
competed on Monday, Archana 
Susheendran and Anjali Devi, failed to go 
past the first round in the women's 200m 
and 400m respectively. 

Archana, 25, who got a last-minute in¬ 
vite from world governing body IAAF to 
take part in the showpiece event, finished 
last in heat number 2 and 40th overall out 
of the 43 participants who completed their 
races with a timing of 23.65 seconds. 

She has a personal best of 23.18. The 21 - 
year-old Anjali, meanwhile, finished sixth 
in heat number 6 and 36th overall out of 
46 athletes, with a time of 52.33 seconds. 
Anjali, who underwent a confirmatory 
trial before being cleared for this champi¬ 
onships, has a personal best of 51.53, 
which she achieved while winning gold at 
the Inter-State championships in August 
in Lucknow. 

The top three finishers in each of the six 
heats and the next six fastest qualified for 
the semifinals. The slowest time that made 
the cut for the semifinals was 52.23.

Late starts, working week blamed for empty stadium

QATAR CONFIDENTLY promised there would 
be “no empty seats” when it first bid for the 
World Athletics Championships — three days 
into the 2019 championships that promise 
rings as hollow as the Doha stadium. 

One of the greatest athletes of all time, 
Shelly-Ann Fraser-Pryce, won a record 
fourth 100 metres title in front of a sparse 
crowd on Sunday with officials and friends 
and family of the athletes making up a large 
proportion of the spectators. Although Doha 
hosts a Diamond League meeting, athletics 
has no real roots in Qatar and the decision to 
take the World Championships to the Gulf 
raised eyebrows. 

Fans even left before local medal hope 
Abderrahman Samba had run his heat on 
Friday in the men’s 400 metres hurdles. 

It is not the image the International 
Association of Athletics Federations and its 
newly re-elected president Sebastian Coe — 
who normally has a sure political touch — 


would have wished for in the first champi¬ 
onships since the sport's huge drawcard 
Usain Bolt retired after an almost soldout 
championships in London in 2017. 

Fraser-Pryce shmgged off Sunday’s desert 
of fans but it is not the first time the Jamaican 
has won world titles in a less than full sta¬ 
dium — the crowd was decidedly thin when 
she and Bolt triumphed in Moscow in 2013. 

“I’m used to having the stands rammed,” 
commented a bemused Bolt at the time. 
That was despite the now disgraced IAAF 
president Lamine Diack and vice-president 
Sergey Bubka doing a deal with a Ukrainian 
oligarch to fly in 2,000 of his employees to 
populate the stadium. 

Diack, who is under investigation in 
France with the successful bid by Qatar part 
of the dossier, may take the blame for the 
Doha debacle but Coe was on the evaluation 
commission for that bid race. 

According to the official figures, over 
11,000 spectators filed into the Khalifa 
International Stadium both on the opening 
night and then for one of the marquee events, 
the men's 100 metres final, on Saturday. 


The stadium has a maximum 40,000 ca¬ 
pacity but had already had its size reduced 
to around 20,000 by blocking out an upper 
tier. The organisers issued a statement on 
Monday saying extra efforts would be made 
to ensure larger crowds during the remain¬ 
ing week of the championships. 

“After two solid days of attendance, (70 
percent on Day 1 and 67 percent on Day 2), 
numbers were down on our expectations 
on Day 3, under 50 percent, which coincided 
with the start of the working week in Qatar,” 
it read. “We are confident that our renewed 
efforts will encourage the local community 
to come and witness the stunning perform¬ 
ance of the world’s best athletes.” 

They added that part of the problem lay 
with many finals being held late in Qatar to 
fit global television schedules. “This impacts 
on the number of spectators remaining un¬ 
til the end of the session,” the statement said. 

The organising committee added that at¬ 
tendances Sunday were “down on our ex¬ 
pectations", which they said “coincided with 
the start of the working week in Qatar”. 

The unfilled seats will also raise questions 


about the atmosphere that can be expected 
at the football World Cup in three years' time, 
although that sport's reach is greater than 
athletics. However, the lack of atmosphere 
in Doha has left those participating cold. 

Canadian sprinter Andre de Grasse, the 
100m bronze medallist, said: “ft has maybe 
got to be closer to where everyone’s fan 
bases are. “Qatar is quite far for fans to travel 
to but I think next year the Olympics (in 
Tokyo) won’t be like that.” Others have 
chipped in with Britain’s 2000 Olympic 
heptathlon champion Denise Lewis 
launching a rare broadside at authorities. 

“I don’t think it’s right,” she told the BBC. 

“Our governing body has let our athletes 
down, massively. “I didn’t expect it to be this 
bad. We want to see people. The athletes de¬ 
serve people, an energy and an atmosphere 
to thrive on.” 

Track legend Michael Johnson did not 
put the low attendance down to doping is¬ 
sues within the sport. “Lack of gaining new 
fans has nothing to do with doping,” the 
American tweeted. “Cycling had a huge 
doping scandal. Still thriving!" 
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Neuer out to settle keeper debate 

Against Tottenham, Bayern captain will aim to prove he’s still Germany’s first choice ahead of ter Stegen 


Powerlifter alleges coercion 
by NADA to collect sample, 
agency denies charge

BAYERN MUNICH captain Manuel Neuer 
heads into Tuesday’s Champions League clash 
with Tottenham aiming for a display that set¬ 
tles the debate about whether he should re¬ 
main Germany’s first-choice goalkeeper ahead 
of Barcelona’s Marc-Andre ter Stegen. 

The showdown in London will be key in 
deciding who will win Group B, with Bayern 
currently top after beating Red Star Belgrade 
3-0 in their opener a fortnight ago and Spurs 
needing a home victory to get back on track af¬ 
ter throwing away a two-goal lead in a 2-2 
draw at Olympiakos. Neuer will want to use 
the high-profile clash to prove his form after a 
shaky display on Saturday, in which he was 
twice beaten — including once from a long- 
range effort — at bottom club Paderborn. 

Neuer could do little about the first goal, 
but was at fault when Paderborn defender 
Jamilu Collins scored from 30 metres out to 
make it 3-2 and give Bayern a nervy final 10 
minutes before they eventually won and 
topped the Bundesliga for the first time this 
season. The captain insisted the result and his 
performance has “little bearing” on the Spurs 
game, but the shaky manner of the win de¬ 
tracted from the Bavarians taking first place. 

“We should have decided the game earlier 
for ourselves,” Neuer fumed as Bayern squan¬ 
dered chances before Robert Lewandowski 
scored what proved to be the winner with his 
10th goal in six league games. 

That display came on the same day Ter 
Stegen launched Barca to a 2-0 win at Getafe 
with a sensational long-range pass for Luis 
Suarez’s opener after snuffing out an attack 
from the home side. 

Ter Stegen had sparked a war of words be¬ 
tween Germany’s top goalkeepers when he 
said it was a “tough blow” to remain on the 
bench after watching Neuer beaten four times 
in a home defeat by the Netherlands in this 
month’s Euro2020 qualifier. The Barca keeper 
had been promised more games in 2019 by na¬ 
tional coach Joachim Loew, but he has so far 
only had a 45-minute cameo against Serbia in 
March, and Neuer telling the 27-year-old his 
comments were unhelfpful to team spirit only 
led to a terse reply of “Manu doesn’t need to 
comment on my feelings”. 

While Loew has refused to be drawn on the 
row, Bayern’s outspoken president Uli Hoeness 
waded in by insisting the Bundesliga champi¬ 


ons would refuse to let their stars play for 
Germany should Neuer be dropped, before 
eventually rolling back from the threat. 

At 33, Neuer is entering the latter stage of 
his career and only a strong display at Spurs 
will silence the raging debate back home as to 
whether his rival should be promoted and end 
Neuer’s nine-year reign as Germany’s first- 
choice stopper. 

With a high-profile friendly international 
looming at home to Argentina, Loew is under 
pressure to drop his captain after ditching fel¬ 
low 2014 World Cup winners Mats Hummels, 
Thomas Mueller and Jerome Boateng in March. 

Manuel Neuer has kept nearly 300 clean 
sheets in just over 600 Bundesliga games and 
was named in HFA’s World XI four years run¬ 
ning up until 2016, when he was made 
German captain. He was at his peak in Brazil 
five years ago when his superb saves helped 
Germany lift the World Cup, but like many of 
his team-mates was far from his best in a dis¬ 
astrous 2018 campaign. 

Future tense for Alii 

Hampered by injuries and poor form, 
Tottenham midfielder Dele Alii faces an uncer¬ 


tain future while his club are battling to recover 
from their own troubling period. In a clear in¬ 
dication of the malaise gripping Alii, the 
England international is far from certain to fea¬ 
ture when Tottenham host Bayern. 

That would have been unthinkable just two 
years ago when Alii was regarded as one of 
Europe’s rising stars. 

Since then, the 23-year-old has been stuck 
in a steady decline that raises questions about 
his long-term future in north London. After ap¬ 
pearing in four of Tottenham’s five pre-season 
games, Alii was absent for the final friendly 
against Inter Milan due to the latest in a long 
line of hamstring issues. 

Having missed games against Aston Villa, 
Manchester City and Newcastle, Alii was intro¬ 
duced on the hour for the 2-2 draw at Arsenal 
on September 1. 

But that remains Alli’s lone Premier League 
action this term, with his two other appear¬ 
ances coming in two ofTottenham’s most un¬ 
derwhelming displays of the current cam¬ 
paign. He was hauled off after 73 minutes of 
2-2 Champions League draw at Olympiakos, 
with Tottenham reeling having blown a two- 
goal lead. 


Must improve to be 
a Galactico: Hazard 

Barcelona: Real Madrid forward Eden 
Hazard said he needed to improve to 
live up to his 'Galactico' billing after a 
slow start to the season, having failed 
to score or assist for his new side. 

The Belgian winger joined from 
Chelsea this summer for 100 million 
euros ($109.07 million) as the mar¬ 
quee signing in the club's overhaul af¬ 
ter a disastrous 2018-19 campaign. 

Hazard is viewed as the replace¬ 
ment for Cristiano Ronaldo in 
Madrid's side, with the team's all- 
time top scorer departing forjuventus 
in the summer of 2018, and has inher¬ 
ited his No. 7 shirt. 

"I'm not a Galactico yet, I have to 
show that I can be one," Hazard told 
reporters on Monday ahead of Real 
Madrid’s Champions League clash 
with Club Brugge. 

"We all know the history of the No. 
7 at this club and I want to show that 
I can be the best in the world. I want to 
give my all, not just in matches but in 
training too." 


Alli’s current lowly place in Pochettino’s 
pecking order was clear for all to see when he 
was forced to start in under-strength 
Tottenham side for their League Cup third 
round tie at minnows Colchester last week. 

That Alii delivered a limp performance in 
Tottenham’s shock penalty shootout defeat 
suggested Pochettino had been correct to use 
his playmaker so little. Alli’s anonymous dis¬ 
play in the depths of Essex was a fry cry from 
arguably the finest night of his career when his 
brace inspired Tottenham’s 3-1 Champions 
League group stage victory over Real Madrid 
in November 2017. 

Alii was hailed as Tottenham’s next gener¬ 
ational talent after a swaggering show capped 
by an impudent nutmeg of Real defender 
Sergio Ramos. 

Yet since his star role in handing Madrid 
their first group stage loss for five years, Alii has 
been stuck in a rut. Cutting an increasingly pe¬ 
ripheral figure in Tottenham’s midfield, Alli’s 
form was a concern for Mauricio Pochettino 
for much of last season.

AN ANDHRA powerlifter, Raghavendra Goud 
Yelugani, has alleged that the National Anti- 
Doping Agency used coercion to extract a fresh 
sample from him after the suspended National 
Dope Testing Laboratory's report of his B sam¬ 
ple had cleared him of any violation. 

However, a senior Project Officer from the 
NADA categorically denied any use of "force" 
and said that the powerlifter has "consistently 
used steroids as the fresh sample indicated". 

The 24-year-old Raghavendra has alleged 
that the NADA forcibly collected a fresh sample 
from him at its Delhi headquarters and kept 
him provisionally suspended after that. 

The documents in possession of PTI reveal 
that Raghavendra was tested 'In Competition' 
(IC) by the NADA during the National 
Unequipped Powerlifting Championship on 
September 30, 2018 and the sample was 
handed over to NDTL on October 3,2018. 

On January 9,2019, NDTL's report had 
Adverse Analytical Finding (AAF) on three 
counts and Raghavendra tested positive for 
banned substances. 

As per norm, he sought a test of his B sam¬ 
ple on January 25,2019 for a fee of Rs 11,500. 

Raghavendra, in his letter to NADA Director 
General Naveen Agarwal, alleged that he was 
asked to come to NADA headquarters in New 
Delhi on March 29,2019 and was forced to pro¬ 
vide a third "urine sample", which according 
to him was used to suspend him. 

This was after Raghavendra received a let¬ 
ter from NADA on August 7,2018 which stated 
that his "B sample did not confirm the A sam¬ 
ple adverse analytical finding (AAF)". 
Accordingly, Anti-Doping Rule Violation 
(ADRV) case couldn't be recorded against 
Raghavendra as per clause 7.3.4 of NADA's anti- 
doping mles. The clause states: "If the B sam¬ 
ple analysis doesn't confirm the A sample 
analysis, then (unless NADA takes the case for¬ 
ward as an ADRV violation under clause 2.2), 
the entire test shall be considered "negative" 
and athlete, athlete's national federation, ath¬ 
lete's international federation and WADA shall 
so be informed." However, it is understood that 
NADA kept him under provisional suspension 
because the test results of his B sample report 
(6342656), taken on his insistence late January, 
differed from the test result of fresh sample No 
(6364400), which the powerlifter alleged to

have been forcibly collected from him on 
March 29 at NADA headquarters. 
Raghavendra's legal counsels Parth Goswami 
and Hemant Phalpher have questioned the al¬ 
leged collection of a third sample collection in 
March after the 'B' sample was taken injanuary. 

"In a letter written to Agarwal, the athlete 
has claimed that he was insulted and humili¬ 
ated by NADA officials when he was called to 
the NADA office for investigation. He further 
claimed that he was forced to give his urine 
sample under duress and under threats of fac¬ 
ing life ban from the sport. 

"Lifter has also asked DG NADA to with¬ 
draw notice of charge for his sample collected 
at NADA office," the lawyers have written in 
the letter to NADA. NADA's Project Officer Dr 
Ankush Gupta told PTI that no force was used. 

'Yes, his B sample report was negative after 
the A sample showed adverse analytical find¬ 
ing (AAF). However there was some discus¬ 
sions how parameters of A and B sample (col¬ 
lected at the same time) differed drastically. 
There was discussion and NADA DG asked us 
to conduct an inquiry to see why there is such 
anomaly," Gupta said. "Accordingly, he was 
called at the NADA office and our investigat¬ 
ing officer Mr Sharma (full name he couldn't 
recollect) gave the athlete ample chance to ex¬ 
plain his story. Since the reports have been dif¬ 
ferent, we treated the case as null and void. The 
DG had said that if he is present, why don't we 
collect fresh sample from him," said Gupta, 
even though he didn't deny that the athlete 
was made to wait from morning till evening. 

However, he mbbished claims that multi¬ 
ple officers threatened the powerlifter. 

"Athletes keep coming to our office and we 
know how to handle them. Also, if the athlete 
is saying 10 officials were present, let me tell 
you, at any given point, we never have so many 
officers present in NADA office. Also the fresh 
sample again had AAF. He has been consis¬ 
tently using steroids," Gupta said. 


Scotland alive and kicking after bonus-point win over Samoa 


Kobe (Japan): SCOTLAND GOT two penalty tries 
and Samoa winger Ed Fidow got a red card for 
giving away both of them in a pressure-reliev¬ 
ing 34-0 win for the Scots at the Rugby World 
Cup on Monday. Fidow collapsed a maul to 
earn a first yellow card. He slid in knees first to 
stop Sean Maitland scoring for his second sin- 
bin offense with five minutes to go.

opener. 

First-half tries by wing Maitland and 
scmmhalf Greig Laidlaw, and a dropped goal 
from distance by fullback Stuart Hogg, put 


Scotland out of sight on a steamy night under 
the closed roof at Kobe Misaki Stadium. Hogg 
launched his drop from near halfway and wide 
out on the left wing for a 20-0 halftime lead. 
Scotland's two penalty tries came in the sec¬ 
ond half. Scotland hostjapan in what might be 
a decider for the quarterfinals in the last pool 
game. Scotland plays Russia before that. 

Samoa didn't score a point in a Rugby 
World Cup game for the first time in seven 
tournaments.
